I Am right glad to hear of your good Health. I have taken the beſt Order, I can for 
returning your Monies ; but if you appoint them to be received in one Place, and 
then remove before they can be returned, if you want them, you can blame no body 
but yourſelf; for we can do no more here than ſend them to ſuch Places as you appoint, 
doubt not but you will be vigilant to make good Uſe of your Time, and obſerve ſuch 
Things as may enable you in the Profeſſion you have betaken yourſelf unto ; and if you 
commit to Paper ſuch remarkable Accidents as fall forth, it will faſten them better in 
your Memory, and be much more freſh and ready in your Mind, if ever you . ſhould 
have Occaſion to uſe them.

Vous late Departure hence admits. me ſmall Subject of writing, and yet having but 
1 little to write, there ate not many for whom I would have now ſet Pen to Paper, it 
being already paſt Ten at Night, and (as there is good Cauſe) being diffident of my 
Morning riſing. I ſhall therefore forthwith relate , unto you what is done, and. impart 
unto you in the ſecond Place my poor Judgment upon the whole Matter. The Spani/þ 
Ambaſſadors have deſired: Audience, .whereunto his Majeſty returned Anſwer, that he 
wiſhed they would deliver what they had-.to ſay to.any. of his Counſel, whom they 
thought beſt ; their Anſwer, was, if his Majeſty would not hear them, they had nothing 
to ſay, but only to deſire a, Ship to carry them over. Hereupon, after much Con- 
teſtation, the King finally gave way to ſend them Word by Mr. Secretary Conway and 
Sir Francis Cottington, that he might not admit them Audience, yet that there ſhould 
be a Ship in Readineſs for their Tranſportation, ſo as they ſet forward on Wedneſday 
next without Preſent or other Reſped rt. — 

The Dunkirkers, driven into our Ports and beſet by the Hollanders, ſo as they dare not 
ſtir out, and in ſome Sort refuſed Victual from us, are driven to greateſt Extremity, 
Ruin threatning them equally by ſtaying as well as by putting out to Sea. Hereupon the 
Archdutcheſs hath directed her Agent to ſignify unto his Majeſty, that his Miſtreſs hath 
given him in Charge to beſtow her ſaid Ships upon him, whereat we are troubled how 


to carry ourſel yes. Wy | 
The French Match receives ſomeRubs, and Mansfield hath not yet obtained the Ho- 


nour to be admitted into the Preſence of that King. 3 
The Spaniſh Weſt-India Fleet of Silver is ſafely arrived home, not without ſome 
Reports of a great Overthrow by them given at Sea to the Hollanders; but of this latter

there is great Doubt, neither do I find it fo ſeconded as to believe it. 


The Articles betwixt his Majeſty and the States were by him Yeſternight ſigned, fo 
as the Six Thouſand Men will certainly go ; yet the Colonels were this Day put off again 


*till Twe/day, and my Lord Vaux hath a Commiſſion for raifing 1500 Voluntaries to 


ſerve on the Archdutcheſs Side. 
My Lord Duke is now again very well recovered: And the Earl of Middleſex, being 


Yeſternipht with the Keeper's own Hand put into the Commiſſion of Subſidy for that 
County, was this Morning put out again. They are now buſy in preparing for my 
Lord of Briſtol confident ſtill of his Innocency, but ſomething diſtruſtful of the Times. 
Now in Performance of my Promiſe to give you my Opinion, I ſee all Things go on 
towards an abſolute Breach with Spain, yet with ſo many Letts and ſuch Slow- 
neſs as argue an Averſeneſs in his Majeſty to theſe hot Proceedings, which undoubtedly 
he will, when he ſpies his Time, make appear to ſome Mens Coſt, whomſoever it fall 
upon. I conceive the Inwardneſs of the Prince and Duke is as great and firm as ever, 
which there will be a great and artificial Endeavour to untie. However this prove, I 
think my Lords of Middleſex and Briſtol are like to ſuffer before that Mine take. Laſtly, 
I verily believe France will dally with us, and finally conclude nothing ; wherein 
I am the rather confirmed, for that their firſt Commiſſioner appointed to treat with my 
Lord of Carlile, is a. Cardinal, whom you will believe will not be forgetful in the 
Point of Religion. Mr. Secretary, upon my letting him know I would write to you, 


defired me to remember his Service to you; which I deſire theſe Lines may do for me, 


alſo to your noble Lady.

licy, that I foreſee this Letter will draw from you a Bundle yet before November, 
So eaſy are good Natures (ſuch as wore) to be wrought on under feigned Shews of 
Friendſhip. Therefore look to yourſelf, when you deal with ſuch Fetches as I have 
in Store for ſuch gentle tame Creatures as yourſelf, I will begin then where you left 
us, like a Churl, and would not ſtay three or four Weeks, that your poor Friends 
might to your Honour have attended you down. The Tuęſday after your Departure 
from hence, was the Earl of Middleſex delivered out of the Tower, and upon ſending 
forth the Commiſſion for the Subſidies put into this of Mzddleſex by the Keeper's own 
Hand, but this being notified to the Prince, he was the next Day put out again; ſince 
when he lingers on in Expectation, and feeds with fair Promiſes, which in Concluſion, 
I believe, will bring forth no great Fruit. My Lord Cavendiſh is convented before the 
Lords, for ſtyling Mr. Juſtice Jones, corrupt Judge, as your Worſhip verily remembers, 
in the Star- Chamber. It is thought his Lordſhip will be committed. Yeſterday 
Virginia Patent was overthrown at the King's Bench, ſo an End of that Plantation's 
Saving. Methinks, I imagine the Quaternity have before this had a Meeting of Com- 
fort and Conſolation, ſtirring up each other to bear it couragiouſly, and Sir Eduin 
Sandes in the midſt of them, ſadly fighing forth, Oh the Burden of Virginia! My Lord 
of Briſtol is ſtill in Town preſſing to have his Charge, and to be admitted to his De- 
fence; wherein for Faſhion Sake, the two Secretaries and Mr. Chancellor of the Ex- 
chequer meet for drawing of the Interrogatories; but it moves ſo flowly, as if now 
being come to a full and compleat Time of Birth, they had not Strength to bring 
forth any well-form'd or ſolid Matter, no not ſo much as in Idea. For ſure, I con- 
ceive, it is not any good Nature or Tenderneſs to the Nobleman, that cauſeth this 
leaden heavy March, ſo as in good Faith I do begin almoſt to think, there was no 
Ground for their Opinions, who thought his Offences ſo great as he never would, nay 
never durſt, return home hither into England. My Lord of Buckingham return'd to 
Court yeſternight, much diſcolour'd and lean with Sickneſs, the Dearneſs betwixt the 
Prince and him ſtill continuing, and outwardly all 1 very ſerene towards him, 
yea not ſo much as York-Houſe but goes on paſſing faſt, another Corner ſymmetrical 
now appearing anſwerable to that other raiſed before you went hence, beſides a goodly 
Statue of Stone ſet up in the Garden before the new Building, bigger than the Life, of 
a Sampſon with a Philiſtine betwixt his Legs, knocking his Brains out with the Jaw- 
Bone of an Aſs: The Moral and Meaning whereof may be yourſelf ſtanding at the 
Bar, and there with all your weighty curiouſly ſpun Arguments beaten down by ſome 
ſuch filly Inſtrument as that, and ſo the Bill in Concluſion paſſed, Sir, in Spite of 
your Noſe. Thus you have an Account from that Face which looks inward ; yet to 
make it good, that there are ſome Fanuſes with two Faces even in theſe Days, be plea- 
ſed to hear that other Mouth which ſpeaks outward. The Marquis of Inoigſa, within 
a Day your Back was turned, waited that Opportunity and Advantage for his Maſter, 
and deſired Audience of the King, yet his Cunning failed him; for in Conclu- 
fion (albeit with much private Conteſtation got from his Majeſty) he was abſo- 
lutely refuſed hearing, unleſs he would deliver what his Excellence had to ſay to

But I wiſh they, would diſpatch. and ſatisfy the lingred Longing 
of theſe gallant Gens d Armes; for already one of the Pretenders, no longer ſince 
than the other Day Morning, cut his own Throat in the Strand, and if this World 
ſhould laſt longer, no Man knows how many of their Fortunes it might prove to 
be. Now my Lords the States, to requite, and appear capable of theſe Favours, have 
fo well diſciplined their Men in the Eaft-Indies, as that directly in Breach of the 
Articles concluded by Commiſſioners of us and them concerning the Carriage fu- 
turely of that Trade, they have cut off the Heads of Captain Tower/on, and ten 
more of our principal Captains and Factors in theſe Places, pretending of a Conſpi- 
racy ; ſo as our Merchants here proteſt to give over the Trade, and fo fave yourſelf and 
other grave Patriots the Trouble of condemning their Patent in Parliament ; and then, 
that Leak ſtopped, keep Meney and Plenty out of your Purſes, if you can; and judge 
you our Happineſs, when our Enemies are able to do more for us than we are for our- 
ſelves. And further, their Lordſhips, to give us a Proof how much they love our Com- 
pany, they daily cauſe their Men of War to take all our Merchant Ships and Goods 
trading into Brabant, or any Part of the Archdutcheſs her Dominions. And according 
to their virtuous Example, unwilling to be behind them, it ſeems, in Curteſy towards 
us, the Dunkirkers do the like by all our Merchants trading into Holland, or any Part of 
the States Countries; ſo as, God be thanked, we are, pell-mell, ſnatched up on all 
Sides, which being left without Protection will ſettle our Trade, and fave Sir Edin 
Sandes a great Expence of Houſes, and will help us to pay theſe late granted Subſ:dies 
and Fifteenths, and repreſents unto me the Sport of whipping the blind Bear (not that of 
Sir Arthur Ingram's, but the other of Pariſh Garden) where they laſh, and that ſoundly 
om all Hands, and yet the Smart and Blows given ſo diſtract the poor Creature as ſhe 
knows not where to take her Revenge. Our Ambaſſadors in France have outward gal- 
lant Entertainment, but certainly that Match is at the faireſt; neither hath Count 
Mansfield as yet been admitted the Honour of kiſſing the King's Hand, or to his Pre- 
ſence. Commiſſioners are appointed to treat with my Lord of Carle, the prime 
whereof is the Cardinal of Richlieu, which occaſioned a Difference about placing of 
them, Cardinals taking Precedence of all but Kings in Perſon, which was wiped away 
with this Accord, that they ſhould meet in the Cardinal's Houſe, and that the Cardinal 
muſt keep his Bed. This Rock paſſed over by this fick Accommodation, they fell to the 
Treaty in Subſtance, where they meet with a material Remora indeed; which, in ſhort 
was, . that their Maſter was the firſt Chriſtian King, and the Eldeſt Son of the Church 
(fo you ſee your Miſtake in ſtyling the King of Spain ſo in your Petition in the laſt Parlia- 
ment, and the Wrong you did the French) that he might not go leſs in Point of Reli- 
gion than Spain, that Offer of narrower Conditions would be taken as an Afﬀeront. 
Reply was made, their Inſtructions did not warrant any ſuch yielding; this anſwered 
with, It is beſt then to let the Matter reſt here before it proceed any further, ſeeing the 
flirther it is proceeded in, Satisfaction not firſt given in this Point, the fouler and more 
diſcourtequſly would it be taken on the one Side. Beſides, they ſay the Pope writ Let- 
ters of Advice, to the French to be adviſed how he entred Treaty with us, for that 
he conceived the Spaniſh Treaty not yet broken: He heard, indeed, the Parliament had 
declared a Diſſolution; but he conceives, it is not in their Power, and that none could 
do it but the Prince himſelf, which he did not underſtand his Higbneſs had as yet 
declared. The ſame Language we hear of Spain in anſwer to the King's Declaration 
by Sit Walter Aſbton, viz. that it's true he hath underſtood the King of Great Britain 
by his Ambaſſador minded to diflolve the Treaty, but he conceives, it could not be 
broken without the Prince, by reaſon of Matters privately paſt and concluded betwixt 
themſelves, and therefore he muſt not conceive 5 Treaty determined till he had it ſig- 
nified unto him by the Prince himſelf. Finally, to obſerve the Rules of Art, always 
reſerve ſome pleaſing.

The Duke's Power with the King for certain is ex- 
ceeding great; and who, he will advance, ſhall be advanced; and who, he doth but 
frown upon, muſt be thrown down. All the great Officers of the Kingdom be now 
his Creatures, and at his Command. He hath now brought in Sir Robert Heath to be 
Attorney, and Mr. Shelton to be Sollicitor. He was, and is poſſeſſed, that there were 


four in the higher Houſe, that upon any Complaint that ſhould come up of him to 


them, that they with all their Strength would ſet it forwards there. He is likewiſe 
poſſeſſed, that there was divers combined againſt him in the lower Houſe, For them 
in the higher Houſe, it was my Lord's Grace of Canterbury, my Lord Keeper, my 
Lord Marſhal, and my Lord Chamberlain.

N begin Agithout Complement, as I wiſh we may ever ſo continue, I know, how 

your foggy Air you complain of may affect your Brains, but I am ſure ſomething

For the Action in 
general, one of themſelves, who, for his Underſtanding and Sincerity, I may term alfo 
a Prophet of their own, has given me this Cenſure of it, that it was ill begun, worſe 
ordered in every Particular, and the Succeſs accordingly moſt lamentable : Nothing but 
Diſcontents betwixt the General and the moſt underſtanding of his Soldiers, as Burroughs, 
Courtney, Spry; every Thing done againſt the Hair, and attempted without Probability 
of Succeſs, and there was no Hopes of maſtering the Place from the- very Beginning, 
eſpecially ſince M:chaelmas, that a very great Supply came at one Time into the Fort, 
and that ſince they relieved it at their Pleaſure ; yet for all this the Duke would ſtay, and 


would not ſtay, doing Things by Halves, for had he done either, and gone thorough with 


it, poflibly it could not have been ſo ill as it is; for he removed his Ordnance and ſhipped 


it a Month almoſt afore he raiſed his Siege; yet ſtilll kept his Army there, fit neither 


for Offence nor Defence; and at the laſt, the Saturday before the unfortunate Monday, 
he came away, would needs give a general Aſſault, where many good Men were loſt, when 
there was no Ordnance to protect them going on or coming of Etqualis vita, finisita, as 
they behaved themſelves while they were there, ſo did they at their coming away; for 
cough they knew two thouſand, French. landed that Morning in the Ifland, and that

perhaps becauſe they knew vegrecy.an eſſential Part of War Policy) ſo as they could not 
but expect to be a little troubled with them in their marching, yet made they no Proviſion 
to ſecure themſelves: For being to paſs by a narrow Cauſey (where more than ſix

againſt a Million, ) and ſo by a Bridge over a little Paſſage into an Iſland, as it were, where 
once being they would be ſafe, there was no Order taken for viewing and preparing the 
Way; that when they came to it, there was no Paſſage over, ſo as their Stay there gave 
a great deal of Time and Opportunity to the Enemy, who all the while followed them 
at their Heels ſo cloſe, that my Lord Duke himſelf, who, I know not by what Mis- 
fortune, was in the Rear, had like to have been ſnapped, if he had not preſently made Way 
through the Troops then upon that narrow Cauſey. And had he, the General, miſ- 
carried, what might have become, think you, of the whole Army, like a Body without 
a Head, or a Flock without a Shepherd? But he carefully got himſelf on Ship-board that 
Night to prevent the worſt, and to take Order for Boats for the ſhipping of the Army ; 
but ſo the French falling on upon the Rear, killed and took Prifoner as they would 

themſelves, helped by our own Horſe, who, to ſave themſelves (which yet they could 
not do) broke in and rid over our Men, and put all into Diſorder, which made Way 
for the Slaughter ; but, it ſeems, no Reſiſtance at all was made, but that they even diſ- 
banded, and ſhifted every one for himſelf; for ſure there was no Word of Command 
given to make them face about for the repulſing of the Enemy, for then it muſt needs 
have gone from Hand to Hand through the whole Troops; and a Serjeant-Major that 
was in the Van has proteſted unto me, they did not ſo much as know that any Thing 
had been done till afterward a pretty while: And it had been the eaſieſt Thing in the 
World in that narrow Place to have beaten back the Enemy, had they been never ſo 
many, or at leaſt to have defended themſelves. But the Diſorder and Confuſion was 
ſo great, the Truth is, no Man can tell what was done, nor no Account can be given 
how any Man was loſt, not the Lieutenant-Colonel how his Colonel, or Lieutenant 
how his Captain, or any one Man knows how another was loft, which is a Sign that 
Things were very ill carried. This only every Man knows, that fince England was Eng- 
land it. received not fo diſhonourable a Blow. Four Colonels loſt, thirty two Colours 
in the Enemy's Poſſeſſion (but more loſt) God knows how many Men ſlain, they fay 
not above two thouſand of our Side, and, I think, not one of the Enemies. But 1 
little thought to have ſaid ſo much when I began, L'appetit meſt venu en mangeant, 
one Thing having drawn in another. I will here end with a Prayer, that God, who 
only can draw Light out of Darkneſs, will be pleaſed to give us a better Iſſue out of 
our preſent miſerable Condition, than any of us can expect, though we may hope and 
pray for it; to his holy Protection I commend you and yours, and fo I reſt

It is thought to be ſome thirty Millions in all, and thete is another Remain of Silver to 
come about October or November next, for whoſe Convoy Don Frederique de Toledo 
hath left twelve Galleons behind bim, and more gteat Ships are preſently to go out 
of Spain to conduct it from the Terceras, hoping there tö meet with it. He will alſo 
tell you perhaps with What Joy the News of our Pritice's Birth was received in the 
Court of Spain, the King, Queen, and all the Court in Bravery, not fo much as the 
Infant of ſo mamy Months old but had his Feather in his Cap, all the Town 
full of Maſks and Muſick.

My honoured Lord, 
I HAVE ſeen it written by many Hands that my Lord Wentworth is deſigned by his 
1 Majeſty for his Service to govern this Kingdom. My Lord, it is true, that after 
ſo much Expence of my Youth and my Blood in this Country, I ſhould have thought 
myſelf honoured and happy to have attained to what Employment this Kingdom might 
have afforded me; but fince it is our great Maſter's Will to make Choice of a fitter 
Inſtrument, out of his high Wiſdom, to work his Will by, I have learnt the Rules of 
Subordination ſo well, that where his Majeſty's Will ſhall go, there ſhall my Obedience 
follow to do him my beſt Service under whomſoever ; and if thirty Years Experience 
may have gained any thing worthy to ſerve him, I ſhall be glad of it. And I have no 
better way to manifeſt it, but to attend here, 'till his Lordſhip's coming over to re- 
ceive his full Commands, and to apply myſelf accordingly to obey him wherein he 
may find me uſeful to the King's Service, which I will do readily and unſeignedly; 
In the mean Time, give me Leave faithfully to deliver to your Lordſhip my Opinion 
for the King's Service.

Curb. It is true, it may be objected, that there is a great Payment that is now paid 
out of the Country to maintain the Army, which will be: ſhortly extinguiſhed, and the 
King determined not to ſend any more Money into Ireland, what then ſhall become of 
the Payment of that Part of th Army? My Anſwer is, that thoſe Payments will not 
become expired till to ri/tmas next, which will be a Time nobly ſpent by the 
Lord Deputy, and thoſe that are to aſſiſt him in Counſel here, to deviſe how to have

Direction of our Deputy that ſhall ſucceed. That we chiefly infiſt upon is, the per- 
fet Knowledge of our Revenue, whereof we require you without Delay to ſend us a 
true Certificate under both your Hands: Firſt, of all the ſeveral Sums of the certain Re- 
venue as they now ſtand in Charge in'each particular County, and alſo an Eſtimate of 
eur cafual Revenues of all kinds, caſt up by a Medium of the laſt ſeven Years Accompts, 
with ſueh Increaſes as have grown to be ſpecially mentioned, whereby we may under- 
ſtand the Total thereof, and what for the future may be reaſonably expected. And 
whereas the Agents, imployed hither by the general Conſent of our Subjects of that 
Kingdom, did accord to give us 120000 J. Sterling, towards the Supply of our Army, 
we require you in like Manner to make Certificate unto us, how much thereof hath 
been lovied, and how the ſame hath been proportioned upon every feveral County: 
Therein expreſſing every particular of every Levy in every County; and withal tranſ- 
mitting unto us, the Copy of one of the Warrants, which was i for every of the 
Levies, whereby we may perceive, how the ſame hath been levied from Time to Time, 
and what Part remaineth yet unlevied; and thereupon give ſuch further Directions as 
we in our Wiſdom ſhall think fit.

This is moſt reaſonable, it ſtanding with no ſound Rule of Judgment to exerciſe 
the Acts of Bounty in a Place which doth not diſcharge itſelf ; and will prove the 
readieſt Expedient to recover his Majeſty's Affairs there, by thus carrying the Revenue 
into its natural Channel ; and indeed, this Courſe but conſtantly purſued, from the hap-

of Munſter. Since which Diſpatch we have received further Advertiſements which con- 
firm us in a Belief that they do indeed intend ſome Attempt againſt us. And although 
the Place of their Deſcent here is yet uncertain, yet we find Reaſon to conceive that Bal- 
ti more (a weak Engliſh Corporation on the Sea-Coaſt in the welt Part of that Province, 
whence the Turks took the laſt Summer above a hundred Engliſb Inhabitants) is not 
the moſt unlikely Place they may attempt. By thoſe our Letters you will ſoon perceive 
how neceſſary, it is to think of timely Prevention in this Particular, which (for the Rea- 
ſons in thoſe our Letters expreſſed) muſt be expected principally from thence, and which, 
we hope, you will provide for; wherein we pray you to conſider (what by our ſaid 
Letters we have humbly ee that the Charge of the two Pinnaces, the fifth and 
ninth Whelps, appointed for the Guard of theſe Coaſts, hath been very heavy to the 
Revenues here, in reſpect of the other Burdens chargeable thereupon; ſo as what other 
greater Shipping may, upon this Occaſion, be thought fit to be ſent hither, as a further 
Acceſſion of Strength to us, in regard of the Attempts threatned; we aſſure your Lord- 
ſhip it is neceſſary there be Proviſion made for them in England, for there is no Poſſi- 
bility to charge the Revenues here more than with thoſe two former Pinnaces.

There is a Matter of no ſmall Importance to the ſtrengthening and ſecuring of theſe 
Parts of Leinſter, which is, that of the tranſplanted Septs of Leix, who (conſiſting of 
ancient Jriſb Septs, as namely,” the Moores, the Kellies, Lalors, Claneboys, Claneme- 
laghlines, Dorans and Dowlings) were in all Ages obſerved much to diſquiet the Peace 
and Settlement in theſe Parts of Leinſter, and therefore it was a long Time the earneſt 
Deſire and conſtant Endeavour of this State to find ſome fit Means fo to remove them as 
theſe Evils might be taken away. In the End, in the Time of the Lord Chicheſter's Go- 
verment here, it was reſolved that thoſe Septs (having no Eſtates of Freehold nor real 
Subſiſtance there) ſhould be tranſplanted from that County into ſome remote Part; and 
to that End the Signiory of Torbert, beyond the great Mountains of Slewlogher in the 
County of Kerry was granted to Patrick Croſbie, Eſq; deceaſed, with an Abatement of 
his Majeſty's Rent due thereout from fifty five Pounds to three Pounds fifteen Shillings 
a Year; which was done only to the End to remove divers of thoſe Septs thither, to 
whom the ſaid Croſbie (firſt reſerving to himſelf three Quarters, for his own Demeſne) 
was to grant Terms of the Reſidue of the ſaid Signiory at reaſonable Rates, that they be- 
ing ſo provided for, might have no Cauſe to return again to thoſe Places whence they were 
tranſplanted, which they were by ſeveral Proclamations and Acts of Council forbidden 
to do upon Pain to be executed by martial Law. That Work was no ſooner done, and they 
removed, than this State found very good Effects thereof in the general Quiet render'd 
thereby to all theſe Parts of Leinſter. Some Leaſes were made to them by Mr. 2 
in his Life-Time, and other Leaſes promiſed by him to be made, but were not done 
before his Death. The Leaſes made are now well near run out, ſo as it is abſolutely 
neceſſary that they have new Eſtates made them, leſt otherwiſe thoſe Diſturbers (being 
at this preſent many in Number, and of good Strength) take Occaſion thereby to re- 
turn to their former Habitations whence they were tranſplanted, and ſo again renew thoſe 
Diſtempers in thoſe Parts, which by their Removal have a long Time diſcontinued.

Virginia, named the Iſle Plowgden or Long-Iſie, between 39 and 40 Degrees North 
Latitude, whereof neither we nor any our Royal Progenitors have hitherto made any 
Grant either of the whole or any Part thereof, which being by our People carefully 
planted and inhabited, may prove of good Conſequence to our Subjects and King- 
doms: And whereas the ſaid Petitioners have made humble Suite to us for our Royal 
Grant of the ſaid Ifle, and forty Leagues Square of the adjoining Continent to be held 
of us as of our Crown of that our Realm of Ireland, in the Nature of a County 
Palatine. or Body-Politick by the Name of New Albion, with other Privileges as by 
the ſaid Petition (which herewith we ſend unto you) you will underſtand, promiſing 
therein to ſettle five hundred Inhabitants for the planting and civilizing thereof: Our 
Pleaſure is, and we do hereby authoriſe and require you upon the Receipt of theſe

J alone, of the 14 of April laſt ; a Letter of exceeding much Weight and Conſe- 


| quence; a Letter moſt weightily and maturely conſulted, and ordered by his Majeſty 


himſelf ; a Letter that your Lordſhips were expreſly appointed, you ſhould preſently 
cauſe to be enter d in the Council Book, and alſo in the Signet Office; to the End there 
might be publick and uniform Notice taken of his Majeſty's Pleaſure fo fignified by all 
his Miniſters, and others there, whom it might concern. #611 

How is it then, that I underftand this Letter hath, by your Lordſhips Order, lain 
ever fince, (and ſtill dath, for any thing I know) ſealed * Silence at the Council 
Table? Not once publiſhed or entered, as was preciſely directed, and expected from 
your Lordſhips; Copies denied to all Men; and yet not fo much as the leaſt Reaſon or 
Colour certified over hither for your Neglect, or (to term it more mildly) Forbearance 
to comply with his Majefty's Directions in that Behalf. 

Believe me, my Lords, I fear this will not be well taken, if it come to be known on 
this Side, and in itſelf lyes open enough to very hard and ill Conſtruction, reflecting and 
trenching deeper than at firſt may be apprehended: And pardon me, my Lords, if in 
the Diſcharge of my own Duty I be tranſported, beyond my natural Modeſty and Mode- 
ration, and the Reſpects I perſonally bear your Lordfhips, plainly to let you know I ſhall 
not connive at ſuch a Preſumption in you, thus to evacuate my Maſter's Directions, nor 
contain myſelf in Silence, ſeeing them before my Face ſo ligfited, or at leaſt laid aſide, 
it ſeems, very little regarded.

May it pleaſe your ſacred Majeſty, 
JF x a late Diſcourſe I held with your Majeſty, I made bold to crave your gracious 
1 Admiſſion, to treat with the Spaniſb Refident ; and endeavour to conclude a Con- 
tract with him for victualling his Majeſty's Fleets, which yearly ſet forth of Spain for 
the Weft-Indies, being, in Effect, that great Trade which now paſſeth between the 
Hamburghers and them. The Reaſons which moved me, were the Conſideration of our 
commodious Situation; the Cheapneſs and Abundance of thoſe Commodities in Ireland; 
the Increaſe of Trade and Shipping in thoſe Parts of your Dominions, which ſeem 
now only to want foreign Commerce to make them a civil, rich, and contented People; 
and eloquently more eaſily governed by your Majeſty's Miniſters, under the Dictates of 
your Wiſdom, and the more profitably for your Crown, than in a ſavage and poor Con- 
dition. Your Majeſty was pleaſed to like the Propoſitions, to warrant me to go on with 
them, and now I crave Leave to give your Majeſty an Account how it ſucceeds. 

I have twice diſcourſed at large with Seignior Nicholaldie, and ſo well poſſeſſed him 
of the mutual Benefit both Crowns ſhall attain by it, as he hath already got a full Ap- 
probation and Authority thence to conclude the Treaty; ſo as there remains no more 
but to confider the Sorts, Quantities, and Prices of the Commodities; the Times and 
Places of Delivery, whereof I ſhall inform myſelf more thoroughly in Ireland, and 
after ſettle as profitable an Agreement for ourſelves as may be. 

In the Interim, the better to ſecure our Payments, I have propounded to admit of 
Seignior Nzcholaldie and his Brother, who is one of that King's Providadors at the Groyn, 
to be our Partners, which he hath accepted, ſo as in a Manner we become our own 
Paymaſters. We ſhall have Liberty alſo to make our Returns in Money, and thence 
be able to ſet on work a Mint in Ireland, where without all Queſtion there is an ex 
tream Scarcity of Coin current amongſt your People, which needs muſt be a great Miſ- 
chief and Stop of Commerce within themſelves. | 

And ſurely, Sir, if we be able to furniſh, and go through with this Undertaking, in- 
creaſe the Growth and ſet up the Manufactury of Hemp and Flax in that your Kingdom; 
I will hope to leave your Subjects there in much happier Condition than I found them, 
without the leaſt Prejudice to your Subjects here; for this is a Ground I take with me, 
that to ſerve your Majeſty compleatly well in Ireland, we muſt not only endeavour to 
enrich them, but make ſure ſtill to hold them dependant upon the Crown, and not able 
to ſubſiſt without s; which will be effected, by wholly laying aſide the Manufacture of 
Wools into Cloth or Stuff there, and by furniſhing them from this Kingdom, and then 
making your Majeſty: fole Merchant of all Salts on. that Side: For thus ſhall they not 
only have their Cloathing, the Improvement of all their native Commodities, (which 
are principally preſerved by Salt) and their Victual itſelf from hence; (ſtrong Ties and

For firſt, I muſt as a Counſellor tell him, it had been ſafer for your Majeſty to 
have given Liberty for the raifing five times as many here in England; becauſe- theſe 
could not have been debauched in their Faith, where thoſe were not free of Suſpicion, 
eſpecially being put under Command of Oneal and Odonnell, the Sons of two infa- 
mous and Arch-TFraytors, and ſo likely not only to be trained up in the Difcipline- of 
War, but in the Art of Rebellion alſo. Secondly, As your Majeſty's Deputy I muſt tell 
him, if the State of this Kingdom were the fame as in Queen Elixalethis Time, I 
ſhould more apprehend the Travel and Difturbance which two hundred of theſe Men 
might give us there, being Natives, and experienced in their own Faculty of Soldiers, 
being fent to mutiny and diſcipline their own Countr againſt the Crown, than 
of as many more Spaniards, as they ſent in thoſe Days to Kin/ale for Relief of the 
Rebel. And therefore I wiſhed him to let the Conde Duque know it to be an Opi- 
nion with vs, that if they either undervalued or miſapplied ſo great a Favour and Truſt, 
they became altogether unworthy of it; and undervalue it they did, if they could ever 
hereafter call in queſtion the Soundneſs of your Majeſty's Intentions and Belief in them; 
and miſapply it they did, if they ſhould exerciſe our juſt Jealouſy by continuing, thoſe 
Triſh Regiments under che leading of the Enemies off this State; whom, in all Civility 
and Thankfulneſs to your Majeſty, in all good Diſcretion towards the World and them- 
ſelves, they ought to remove, and put your Majeſty's Subjects under the Command of 
Perſons of clear and untainted Fame with us; of which Sort they might imploy 4 
Number far more ſufficient than thoſe Rebels; and ſo to order and diſpoſe them as to 
ſend once a Winter the chief Captains amongſt them to wait in your Majeſty's Court, 
to have the Honour to ſee and be known unto you as humble Subjects; whereas now 
they lived as Strangers, without the leaſt Reſpect and Obſervance, as if they were not 
belonging to your Majeſty but ſome other King; which was either paſſing unmannerly 
and forgetful, or flat Breach of their Duty towards your Majeſty, and of extream Scan- 
dal to all wife Men amongſt us, to ſee thoſe Iriſb Companies under the Command of 
Traytors Children, caſt from them all thoſe Reſpects which are ſo juſt for them to per- 
form, and pay your Majeſty, And, in Truth, I urged this Point ſo earneſtly, and, as 
I conceive, with ſo much Reaſon and Truth on my Side, as he profeſſed, he was of my 
Opinion, and would write very effectually to have thoſe two riſh Rebels called into 
Spain, and there have Penſions provided for them; but the Charge of thoſe Regiments 
in Flanders to be conferred upon others well reputed, and known by your Majeſty-:

'y laſt unto your Lordſhip was of the 20 of July, wherein I promiſed a more 
M exact Account of what you left me in Charge, and though I hoped to have 
been able to have ſent now a particular Note of the Commodities which Fele ſends 
to Spain, and the Profit that is made, yet, to aſſure myſelf the better of it, as alſo of 
what may be returned from Spain, I beſeech your Lordſhip be pleaſed that it may go 
by the next; and, for the preſent, give me Leave to propound ſome Things, which, 
did they not ſeem to require a ſpeedy Refolution, I would not now trouble your Lord- 
ſhip with them, eſpecially amongſt the Throng of ſo many weighty Affairs as at the 
firſt muſt needs attend yo. 

The Buſineſs your Lordfhip intends will prove exceeding beneficial, and there is no 
doubt but that in Spain, they will be moſt glad of it for Reaſons manifeſt, and for 
moſt of the Commodies there needs no further Licence to bring forth Silver, Corn and 
Butter. payeth no Cuſtom, nor all Kind of Ammunitions, and it is permitted to return 
Silver for them; and for what Salt Beef, Tallow, or any Proviſions for the King's Na- 
vies, they would be granted the like; and to the End to bring preſently Money into 
Purſe, for the more ſpeedy Advancement of the Negociation, it would much import 
if Strangers were hinder'd from exporting any Corn or Butter. The Hollanders were 
forbidden a Year and an half ago for buying any Butter or Cheeſe in the Weſt of Eng- 
land, and if your Lordſhip hinder them likewiſe in Ireland from exporting Corn and 
Butter, it will mightily further the Trade, and ſomething advance their Defigns here. 
Beſides, if in Spain they make an Agrement with your Lordſhip to furniſh their Na- 
vies, it muſt be then of Neceſſity, Ireland not being able to ſend ſuch Store as they 
ſhall need, howſoever, there is no doubt of the venting of it: For, could one ſend away 
twenty Ships laden with Corn and Butter, they would be fold in a Day after their Ar- 
rival, and it is the beſt Commodity can be ſent to Spain; and it is to be noted, that 
this Summer's, Butter muſt be the next Winter and Spring's Store; ſo unleſs the ex- 


porting be forbidden, the Quantity, and conſequently the Gain will be the leſs. Theſe 


are the two Things which ſhould firſt be ſent, and to that Purpoſe there ſhould Or- 
der be given to have ſome Quantity bought to ſend away in November next, or as ſoon 
as could be againſt Chriſtmas; I am told it will {ell bravely in Liſbon, Seville, and in 
all the Port Towns, The Engliſh Butter is moſt eſteemed in Spain, and therefore our 
Merchants have of late cauſed the 7r;/þ to barrelled up with Hoops bound about with 
Twigs, after the Engliſb Faſhion, and two Letters B. C. the Mark of Briſtol, to be ſet 
upon them. There is no need for this to expect the Anſwer from Spain, ſince Corn 
and Butter are as welcome as their Silver Fleet unto them, and will be indeed a true 
Silver Fleet to thoſe that ſend them. 58 ORE TENT 
Concerning Fiſh, Spain ſpends not much, Biſcay takes off gur Herrings moſt ; howſo- 
ever, I believe our Salt Salmon will fell well, and be a good Commodity within the Land; 
we muſt forecaſt to ſerve them with Proviſions, as well for the Mediterranean as mari- 
time Parts. Upon the Coaſt of Gallicia and Portugal is a great fiſhing of Pilehards, 
the beſt of all others, and of Tunin about Cales, and towards the Mouth of the Streigbts, 
with which, and ſome others, they paſs without much Help from Strangers, The 
greateſt Gain of -Fiſh is in the Areights, and though I have many Things to ſay con- 
_ cerning it and Fiſhing, both of the Gains that we and the. Hollanders make by it, the 
Number. of Ships that are imployed in jt, the Places where it is vented, and the Con-

O Thurſday ſev'nnight laſt in the Morning, I viſited both the Juſtices at their 
AZ own Houſes, which albeit not formerly done by other Deputies, yet I conceived 
it was a Duty I owed them, being as then but a private Perſon, as alſo to ſhow an 
Example to others what would always become them to the ſupream Governor, whom 
it ſhould pleaſe his Majeſty to ſet over them. | | 
The ſame Day in the Afternoon, as I mentioned in my laſt, I took my Oath and 
received the Sword from the Lords Juſtices in the Council Chamber with all the uſual 
Ceremonies thereto accuſtomed. by 
The next Day I cauſed the Board to meet, and there in full Council did declare 
how ſenſible the King was of the late Inſolence offer d by the Biſhop of Kilfanora, the 
Lord Balfour and others; and how much his Majeſty did diſdain to have his Juſtice 
towards his People, and his Religion towards God to be arraigned in ſo mean a kind 
by any Subject whatſoever. And therefore I was in the King's Name to call for an 
Account of that Buſineſs, his Majeſty reſolving to honour his Juſtice in their Puniſh- 
ment, ſince they had been ſo unthankful as not to acknowledge him in his Goodneſs, a 
Goodneſs in his Majeſty manifeſt to every well affected Subject in his three Kingdoms, 
indeed evident to the whole World. | | 
Whereupon Mr. Radchffe did give both the Charge and the Proofs, a very full and 
icular Relation, and was avowed in all by Sir William Reeves his Majeſty's Attorney 
General there, being preſent alſo by Appointment. And obſerving that ſome confeſſed 
ſufficient againſt themſelves, others of them more reſerved and cautious, we gave Or- 
der that they ſhould all be proceeded with by Way of Information, or ore tenus, as 
their Cauſes ſhould ſeverally well bear. For which Purpoſe his Majeſty's Counſel

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4. D. 1633. 1. had alſo appointed the Judges to attend this Day at the Board, being even then upon 
Atme Beginning of their Summer Circuits; and underſtanding that ſome ill affected Per- 
ſons had much miſrepreſented. his Majeſty's Proceedings and gracious Purpoſes: in the 
Continuance of this Year's Contribution, and in ifluing the late Commiſſion of de- 
fective Titles, I took ,Occafion publiekly to recommend unto them the ſpecial Care 
they were to have, that ſo good, juſt and gracious a King might be rightly underſtood 
by his good People; to which end they were openly to declare in the Aſſizes and 
Goal Deliveries according as the Copy of my Letters to them mentioneth, which you 
have here incloſed. Nor ſhall I forget to take an Account from them thereof upon 
The Judges then being withdrawn, I did finally repreſent unto the Council, how 
faſt this Year's Contribution drew to. an End; and how much it did concern this State 
to foreſee the great Confuſion the failing of theſe Payments would bring upon the 
Army, if they were not either continued or ſome other way ſupplied. A Buſineſs of 
that Importance, as could not be neglected in his Majeſty's wiſe and provident Con- 
ſiderations, who whilſt he thought it moſt juſt and due, that this Crown ſhould de- 
fray itſelf, could not but remember with how much Weight and Judgment this 
Board had repreſented unto the Lord Treaſurer the laſt Year, the Neceſſity of 
keeping on Foot the Army, as the chief Means to ſecure the good, and contain the ill 
affected Subject within the Bounds of Sobriety and Duty. And that as his Majeſty 
did graciouſly thank them for that their ſeaſonable and good Advice, ſo he purpoſed 
in a Caſe of this abſolute Neceſſity, wherein their own Peace and Safety were ſo 
deeply concerned, to take their- Counſel, how theſe yearly Payments might be for a 
Time continued or ſupplied, till ſome other fit Expedient might be found out to pro- 
vide for the Army forth of the Revenues of this Crown, his Majeſty being moſt de- 
ſirous in this, as in all Things elſe to eaſe his Subjects as much and as ſoon as were 
poſſible, that ſo they might intirely gather the bleſſed Fruits of his happy Government 
without any Charge to themſelves at all.

And here we broke up the Council for this Day, ſaving that I added, that it be- 
hoved as many of them as had Command in the Army (which moſt that ſit there 
have) to beſtir themſelves; for it was impoſſible for me to fetch Oil out of Flint, to 
Pay them their Entertainments without Money. Whereas, if they did roundly aſſiſt

On Thurſday laſt the Council aſſembled again, a full Table, where I then required 
them freely to declare their Counſel in that great Bufineſs, touching the providing his 
Majeſty's Army. They ſtrained Curteſy a pretty Space; at laſt Sir Adam Loftus 
adviſed the Continuance of the Contribution for a Year longer, with Deſire of a 
Parliament to be had in the mean Time, as well for the ſettling the Army, as to ſe- 
cure the Subjects in their Eſtates, and give them Comfort in their Labours by freeing 
them from many Inconveniences they now ſtood under. After this followed again a 

reat Silence, inſomuch as I called in particular upon the Maſter of the Wards to de- 

liver his Opinion, letting him know that his Majeſty had a great Belief both in his 
Affection and in his Judgment, and therefore I did promiſe myſelf great Help from 
him in this Occaſion. But to ſpeak truly, he anſwered my Expectation very poorly, 
falling to ſome other Propoſitions, as if it were doubtful how far they at the Board 
could bind the Kingdom in general, as if the Payment of the Army might be in a

and to provide for itfelf amongſt them without their Help. Howbeit, forth of my 
Reſpect to themſelves I had been perſuaded to put this fair Occaſion into their Hands, 
not only to expreſs their ready Affections and Duties to his Majeſty, and ſo to have in 
their own Particular a Share in the Honour and Thanks of fo noble a Work; but alſo 
that the Proportion of this next Contribution might move from the Proteſtants, as it 
did this Year from the Papiſts, and fo theſe no more in Shew than Subſtance, to go be- 
fore thoſe in their Chearfulnefs and Readineſs to ſerve his Majeſty, both in this Parti- 
cular and all other Services of the Crown, which when they did rightly conſider, I 
was moſt confident they would very much thank me, and contend who ſhould be moſt

They are ſo horribly afraid that the Contribution Money ſhould be ſet as an annual 
Charge upon their Inheritances, as they would redeem it at any Rate, fo as upon the 
Name of a Parliament thus propoſed, it was ſomething ſtrange to ſee how inſtantly they 
gave Conſent to this Propoſition, with all the Chearfulneſs poſſible, and agreed to have 
the Letter drawn, which you have here ſigned with all their Hands. 

In this Debate the Lord Chancellor, and the Lord Mountnorris ſhewed themſelves 
throughout very ready to give it all Furtherance, The Earl of Cork filent, till I had 
propounded a Parliament, and then he did very effectually declare his Conſent, and 
delivered his Opinion, that there was all the Reaſon and Juſtice in the World that the 
Army ſhould be maintained hence, without Charge to the Crown of England, not 
doubting but the next Year's Contribution would be willingly paid, and a Courſe ſet- 
tled for the future by Parliament. As for Sir William Parſons, firft and laſt I found 
him the dryeſt of all the Company. | 
Thus have you a perfe and naked Relation both of the Carriage of the Matter, and of 
the Perſons, without making it either better or worſe. The next Labour muſt be to get 
thorough the whole Kingdom, the Hands of the Popiſh Party to the like Offer, which 
I aſſure my ſelf to have within a few Weeks. Then are we ſettled for our ordinary 
Payments for a Year and a half longer, and have Time to take Counſel what is beſt to 
be done in the mean Space. | 
My Lord of Ormond, being by the Mafter of the Rolls made acquainted with this 
s Reſolution of this Council, came the next Morning to me in a very noble Way 
to witneſs his full Conſent thereunto, as well for himſelf as for all his Tenants and 
Friends. 

As for the ſummoning of a Parliament in this Kingdom, it is without all Doubt 
very fit to be weightily confidered, fo as I purpoſe not to give any ſudden Opinion in it, 
however I ſhall ſeriouſly think upon it, and debate it with the Maſter of the Rolls, 
and Mr. Radliffe, whom I only truſt on this fide, and do moſt humbly thank his Ma- 
jeſty, that I have them here, without whom, I fee plainly, I ſhould not have been 
able to have done him that Service, which now I well truſt I ſhall be able to do : And 
after I have thus informed my Judgment all the Ways I can, then ſometime between 
this and Michaelmas, I ſhall clearly advertiſe over what I conceive beſt and fitteſt to be 
reſolved on in that Point.

Affairs, when 
his Deputy is upon the Place, and when there is none here, and that thoſe here are 
not ſo wiſe, but that ſometimes they may chance to be miſtaken, as well as other Men, 
or that elſe they conſider their own Intereſt more than the King's Servicſe.. 
Finally, I find fo little Help at the Council Table here, having only the Maſter of 
the Rolls there, that I can be confident of; as I muſt become an humble Suitor to his. 
Majeſty, that I may have a Letter for ſwearing Mr. Radceliſte of this Council, there 
being many of them already at this Board, almoſt beneath him as far in Eſtate, as they

o ſoon as I had made up my laſt Letter, I received a Letter from Captain Plum- 
leigh, which certified that the 29 of the laſt Month, a Man of War and a 
Shallop, which alledge themſelves to be of St. Sebaſtians in Biſcay, had taken a Hollan- 
der lying ſecurely at an Anchor in Blae Rode in the Mouth of this River by Surpriſal 
in the Night, and having boarded her, and cut her Cables in the half, haled her away 
into the Sea, the King's Ship being all the while within a League, yet perceived 
nothing till a Briſtol Man which lay cloſe the Hollander, and fearing like Meaſure, 
ſlipped his Cable and Anchor, and ſo run off to the King's Ship, and gave Captain 
Plumleigh to underſtand thus much. Whereupon the Captain commanded to weigh, 
and ſetting Sail after them, very fortunately light upon the Pirates, about St. David's 
Head, and recovered the Ship from them again the laſt of July, Bulk not broken, 
and thirteen of the Pirates on Board her, and had not the Man of War put from 
him upon the Shoals he had taken him too; but not daring to adventure the King's 
Ship for want of Water he eſcaped. Howbeit we have the Hollander here again in 
Harbour and theſe fourteen taken on Board her in this Caſtle, two of them are 
Triſh, the reſt are Spaniards. I am of Opinion it will prove, they have Letters of Mart 
from the King of Spain, and that there will be ſome Queſtion about this Ship, being, 
as I conceive, worth at leaſt 4 or 5000 /. 17 2 8 * 
I have therefore appointed to examine all thoſe we have, and all others which can 
teſtify any thing concerning their Carriage in this Buſineſs, or any other; which 
ſo ſoon as they are finiſhed, I ſhall preſently tranſmit them over unto you.

My moſt honoured Lord, | 
] HEARTILY congratulate your Lordſhip's ſafe Arrival in Ireland, next I am to beg 

your Pardon for not preſenting my Service to you by Letter all this while ; but in 
good Faith, my Lord, the Reaſon Was, I daily heard-you were going, I give your Lord- 
ſhip humble Thanks for your noble and kind Counſel; the Truth is, my Lord, I have 
waited of the King the Scotiſb Journey both diligently, and, as Sir Robert Stoiſt ſaid of 
my Lord of Carlile, it was of no ſmall Charge unto me. I cannot find by the King 
but he ſeemed to be pleaſed with me very well, and never uſed me better or more gra- 
ciouſly; the Truth is, I have hurt my Eſtate much with the Hopes of it, and I have 
been put in Hope long, and ſo long as I will labour no more in it, but let Nature work 
and expect the Iſſue at Welbeck; for I would be loth to be ſick in Mind, Body, and 
Purſe, and when it is too late to repent, and my Reward laugh'd at for my Labour, It 
is better to give over in Time with ſome Loſs than loſe all, and mend what is to come, 
ſeeing what is paſt is not in my Power to help. Beſides, my Lord, if I obtained 
what I deſire, it would be a more painful Life, and ſince I am ſo much plunged in 
Debt, it would help very well to undo me; for I know not how to get, neither know 
I any Reaſon why the King ſhould give me any Thing. Children come, on apace, 
my Lord, and with this Weight of Debt that lyes upon me, I know no Diet better than 
a ſtrict Diet in the Country, which, in Time, may recover me of the prodigal Diſeaſe.

bours or acquainted with our Coaſts, but by ſuch Light as they borrow from our

His Majeſty's Letter of the 19% of Auguſt 1632, together with one of yours is 

brought unto me, recommending unto my Care Brian Mac Conen, his Majeſty's Foot- 
man, to be by me provided for here in Ireland; but truly I know no way to do it, but 
by giving him a Penſion of 12 d.

Pay beforehand. And yet notwithſtanding all this, Sir Richard Plumleigh writes me 
from Kinſale that there he lyes for want of Victuals; and that he muſt be forced to 
ſtay there till the 19th of the next Month, the Beef being neither killed, nor the Beer 
brewed. Thus are we uſed by your Officers of the Navy, and have no Power to help 
our ſelves, the King's Guard for the Trade of this Kingdom lying idle in Harbour 
in this buſieſt Time of the Year, whilſt the Subject is pilfered hourly in every Creek; 
it makes no Matter, the Deputy muſt have nothing to do in the Admiralty, it 
were a ſtrange Uſurpation for him to trench upon it, nor, by my Faith, dare I do it; 
yet dare I alem once for all, that if the Deputy had the Power over the Ships ap- 
pointed for this Service, to place Officers, to call them to Account and puniſh if they 
deſerve it, anſwerable to his Majeſty, if he miſimployed the Truſt left with him, the 
Admiralty ſhould not loſe ſo much in Honour as the King's Affairs gain of Advan- 
tage, and the Subject of Contentment. Secondly, that it grieves me to the Soul to ſee 
the Commerce of this Kingdom run immediately and fatally thus to Ruin before mine 
Eyes, and that there ſhould be no Means afforded me at all to remedy at leaſt as far as I

Here is a general Direction from his Majeſty, and a very neceflary one, that all

I muſt deſire your Lordſhip not to expect more at my Hands than T ſhall be able to 
perform, either in Church ot State; and this Suit of mine hath a great deal of Rea- 
ſon in it; for you write that ordinary Things are far beneath that which you cannot 
chuſe but promiſe yourſelf of me in both Reſpects. But, my Lord, to ſpeak freely, 
you may eaſily promiſe more in either Kind than I can perform: For, as for the Church, 
it is ſo bound up in the Forms of the Common Law, that it is not poſſible for me, or 
for any Man to do that good which he would, or is bound to do. For your Lordſhip 
ſees, no Man clearer, that they which have gotten ſo much Power in, and over the 
Church, will not let go their hold; they have indeed Fangs with a Witneſs, whatſoever 
1 was once ſaid in Paſſion to have. And for the State, indeed, my Lord, I am for 
Thorough, but I ſee that both thick and thin ſtays ſomebody, where I conceive it ſhould 
not; and it is impoſſible for me to go thorough alone.

Next, my Lord, I thank you heartily for your kind Wiſhes to me, that God would

IVI not believe that your Excellence can forget yonder in your Kingdom your 
1 Servants here, fince your Memory is not overcharged when you are fulleſt of Bu- 
ſineſs and Affairs; yet 1 will refreſh it with theſe Lines, that I may expreſs unto you 
how ſolitary we are here without your Excellence's Company, I and my Buſineſs eſpe- 

cially feeling the Want of it, ind acknowledging a great Obligation to you for the Fa- 
vours I found at your Hands before your Departure, which I underſtand by the Serjeant 
Major Patrick Daniel, you are pleaſed to continue till in a large and noble Manner, not 
only by what comes from yourſelf, but alfo by the concurring of other Officers, eſpeci- 
ally of my Lord Chancellor's Readineſs to oblige us in that Buſineſs, being all Engage- 
ments for me to owe them wholly to your Excellence, as alſo for your courteous Re- 
membrance from whence you took Shipping, ſent me in your Letter to my Lord Cot- 
tington (which he forgot not) as other Things, and I gave him Thanks for it, and 


defired the Return of my Reſpects, which now I renew again by this Letter, and aſ- 


ſure your Excellence with all Truth and Reality, I was exceeding glad with the News

Boat went off with fix Men, thinki as had been Paſſengers that would have landed, 
our Men they preſently 5480 before our Faces, (one of them being my Houſbold 
Servant) and turned the Boat looſe into the Sea, which was loſt ; within a few Hour 
ſet fail, and the next Day did pillage one of our ſmall Barks coming from Treland. 
About the Middle of Fuly Lt there came hither one Captain Gayner, 2 Londoner, | 
with a Ship of an hundred Tons, | fourteen Pieces of Ordnance, and ſixty Men; he 
had a Hollander his Prize, he defired to make ſale of her Gods; I required $25 to 
ſhew me hisCommiſſion (which he did) having two, one under the Admiralt of the 
Weſt Country, ſigned and ſealed, largely and fairly written on Parchment, which was 
for the taking 'of Pirates; and the other a Spaniſh Commiſſion for the taking of Ho/- 
landers, which the Ledger Ambaſſador of Spain in London did approve 8 110 Hand 
and Seal, as thereby appeared: Of which Spaniſh Commiſſion I having no good liking, 
reſolved not to let them make any common Sale of the Goods by way of Trade, but 
endeavour'd by all fair Means and Perſuaſions to get them into Harbour, and then meant 
to have ſeized on the Hollands Ship and Goods? byt I could not by any Means draw 
them to it, neither get them into any Place under command, and Means I had not any 
to take the Prize from them by Force; whereupon I adviſed with the other Officers of 
the Iſle, what Courſe was to be taken for the Proprictors Goods. At laſt we reſolved to 
get as much of the Goods as we could, and at the loweſt Rate; ; the which that we 
might the better do, I did forbid the Country to deal with him at all, fo at laſt we 
bought of him eertain Deal Boards , empty Caſks, and ſome Salt in Caſk, two. Firkins 
of Butter, and one Box of Candles, all which coſt not, firſt Penny, fifty Pounds: For 
theſe Goods I pay my Lord's Money, preſuming that his Lordſhip will not take it ill 
in regard of his Princely Alliance with the Prince of Orange ; of this Service.

*F HAT of the Pſalmiſt hits right with us, Dies dies eruBlat verbum, et nox noi 

indicat ſcientiam, every Day produces new Matter for us againſt this Dunkirker, 

enough to prove him as rank a Pirate as John Dorye. His Lieutenant and divers of 
his Company have voluntarily confeſſed (upon Promiſe of Pardon to 5 that 
he had rifled two Danes of all they had, and had ſerved the third the ſame Sauce, 

had not the King of Denmark's Ship come into the God-ſpeed, and put them to their 
Heels for their own Safety. One of theſe was the Poſt-Bark, which paſſes between 
Dantzick and London, 'whoſe Enfign we found on board him; French he ſpares in 
no Place, of which he hath pillaged five or fix, out of one of them he took eight 
Packs of Canvas, which were on Board in specie, only when he heard we were 
come about to the Bantrye to make Stay of him, he cut off the outer coarſe Canvas, 

in which the reſt was rolled up, and in which the Merchant's Mark was ſet, and 
folding up ſome Bullets in it, threw it over- board to prevent Diſcovery, and in Place 
thereof cauſed one of his Quarter-Maſters (an Hamburgher well verſed in Affairs of 
this Nature) with Gunpowder and Beer mixed together, to ſet on the Mark of a 
Dutch Merchant, and ſo avowed them for Dutch Goods; and that the Newneſs and 
Cleanneſs of the Packs being diſrobed of their old Wraps might give us no Light of 
their Knavery, they ſullied them over with a dirty Mop, the better to cloak and be- 
dawb their Villany. Divers Engliſh and Scots wy likewiſe ſearched, but took 
nothing from them, belike becauſe they found nothing there for their turn. The 
Frenchman's Ordnance they diſmounted, and would have' robbed them of them, but 
that they found them too heavy Carriage, and wanted a winding Tackle to hoiſt them 
out. All their Rogueries they did with Holland Colours abroad, pretending them- 
ſelves to be a Man of War of Fluſhing, and the Captain gave himſelf out to be one 
which formerly in the Rochelle War had followed Soubize, and now ſerved the States, 

facing the Frenchmen down, that they were bound for Dunkirk, which they con- 
ſtantly denying and ſweating that they were bound for $7. Malo, he bids them come 
to Fluſhing, and if there they could make it appear, that the Goods did not belong 
to Dunkirk, they ſhould have Reſtitution, and they demanding his Name, he gives 
them the Name of the Scrivan of his Ship inſtead of his own, which Serivan was 
ſlain two Days before. Whenſoever he came up with any Ship, or pillaged any, his 
Spaniards and Walloons were hid in the Holds, only his Flemiſh appeared, that he 
might the better father his Villany upon the Hollander. 

The Captain himſelf upon his firſt Stay ſtole away ſecretly, and as I am certainly 
informed is gone for England, hoping there by the Means of the Spaniſh Reſident and 
Sir Peter Ricault (whom he pretends to be his Owners) to get Ma Ship diſcharged 
before his Cauſe be thoroughly known there; Dublin he purpoſely baulked, doubting 
_ his Perſon, being there notoriouſly known for a Pirate, would marr all his 

atter. 

His Buſineſs, upon this Coaſt was to pull the Ho/landers by the Ears out of every 
Port, which he told his Company he had Licence from the King of England to do, 
and then he was bound for Sr. Sebaſtian's, to which Den of Thieves his Ship belongs, 
being of the Squadron of Guipuſcoa now newly amaſled there. 

I beg with as much Earneſtneſs as I can, that your Lordſhip will be pleaſed to order 
tpeedily what ſhall be done with them, for both theirs and our Victuals draw towards 
an End apace ; if I muſt carry the Ship for England (as by my Inſtructions I am com- 
manded) it will be neceſſary to diſmiſs ſome of the Company that the Proviſions 
may ſpin out the Time a little longer. 

I am forced ſtill to make bold with the Gallows, for nothing elſe will put Life 
into an 1rihman and quicken him in his Speed, and I am very doubtful that my 
Letters lye long upon the Way; ſure I am, your Lordſhip's Letters unto me ſeldom 


come to my Hands under fourteen Days Time.

As for Captain Proneville he 
hath made himſelf uncapable of your Lordſhip's Favour, and baulking Dublin is gone 
directly for England, — the Privity of any of his Company. Since his Depar- 
ture his Officers have diſcovered divers Piracies and Pilferies committed by him, 
which I have particularly. related in a Packet ſent hence this very Morning, and 
truſting it will be in your Lordſhip's Hands before this, forbear to iterate here. The 
Victual in his Ship is near done, when he will return God knows, and what I ſhall 
do with her till I hear again from your Lordſhip I am very doubtful. I take care 
that the Company in her ſhall want nothing till your Lordſhip's Directions ſhall 
arrive here, and hither I was forced to bring her both to ſecure the Hollanders 
trading in the Bantrye, and to give Safety to the Subject on Shore, who ſtood. in 
doubt that they would attempt to rob Ws Houſes, or take away their Cattle. Such 
a Crew of diſorderly People did I never ſec together, and I am confident had they 
not been nipped in the Bud, they would have done more Pilferies upon this Coaſt 
than all the Rabble of Biſcay have done this Year. 

I will expe& what your Lordſhip will be pleaſed to determine of them, and only 
beg a ſpeedy Anſwer, which the Neceſſity of the Cauſe requires, Another Week 
would have compelled them to turn . here, for tis now but ſixteen Days 
ſince they arrived on this Coaſt, and all their Store is already ſpent, nay the very 
Bread 5 eat was ſtoln.

him, or the ſucceeding Biſhops of thoſe Sees; in regard whereof he hath been an hum- SW 


ble Suitor unto us, that we would be gracioufly pleaſed for the good of thoſe poor Sees 
to grant our Royal Commiſſion under our Great Seal of that our Kingdom to our 
Deputy, or other chief Governor there for the Time being, and ſuch other of our 
Privy Council there, and others, as ſhou'd ſeem - beſt unto us; and to authoriſe them 
by Proceſs, or other compulſory Means, if need be, to call before them any. Perſon or 
Perſons, and ſummarily to examine, hear thoroughly, and finally to determine all Con- 
troverſies, Debates, and Demands, concerning the Inheritance of the ſaid Sees, that 
ſhall be from Time to Time brought before them by the ſaid Biſhop, with Power to 
the ſaid Commiſſioners to grant out Injunction or Injunctions, Prohibition or Prohibi- 
tions, to make Stay of the Proſecution of all Cauſes, Suits, and Actions whatſoever, 
now depending or which hereafter ſhall or may depend before any other Judge, or 

uſtices of that our Kingdom, in any of our Courts of Juſtice there whatſoever ; and 
that the ſaid Cauſes, Suits, and Actions ſhall and may be determined before the ſaid 
Commiſſioners and not elſewhere, if the ſaid Biſhop ſhall ſo think fit; and to ſettle 
unto the ſaid Biſhop all and every ſuch Lands, Tenements, and Hereditaments, Tithes, 
Rents, Reſervations, Duties, and Demands whatſoever, as ſhou'd any ways appear 
unto them to have been heretofore anciently belonging to the faid Sees, and wrongfully 
detained from the ſame, either by Deceit, Intruſion, Uſurpation, unconſcionable 
Grants, and Confirmations of the former Biſhops, and Deans and Chapters of the ſaid 
Sees, or otherwiſe, howſoever detained and kept from them ; and to call before them 
all ſuch as have long Reverſions of the Church Lands, or other Eccleſiaſtical Duties 
belonging to the ſaid Sees, being already in Leaſe for many Years unexpir'd, whereby 
the Hope of recovering the Patrimony of the ſaid Sees in ſucceeding Ages will be taken 
away. We are therefore graciouſly pleaſed, and do by theſe our Letters, authoriſe and 
require you, to grant ſuch a Commiſſion under our Great Seal of that our Kingdom, 
to ſuch as by the Petitioner ſhall be defir'd, and as you ſhall think fit ; and that after 
the granting of the ſaid Commiſſion, you and the reſt of the ſaid Commiſſioners pro- 
ceed according to the Tenor and Effect thereof, and call all ſuch Perſons before you 
and the other Commiſſioners, as pretend any Intereſt, Right, or Demands to any the 
ſaid Lands, Tenements, Hereditaments, Tithes, Rents, Reſervations, Duties and De- 
mands whatſoever, of and belonging to the ſaid Sees, and cauſe them to ſhew ſuch 
Deeds and Writings, Leaſes and Evidences, as they, or any of them, have of the Lands, 
Tenements, Hereditaments, Tithes, Rents, Reſervations, Duties and Demands afore- 
faid. And alſo, that if upon View of the ſaid Deeds and Leaſes, Writings and Evi- 
dences aforeſaid, you find them to be unconſcionable, and that the Parties, or Leſſees 
refuſe to yield to Equity, and our good Intention to the faid Sees, then we authoriſe, 
and require you, to reduce the Grants and Leaſes, Claims and Demands aforeſaid, to one 
and twenty Years, or ſuch reaſonable Term, as in good Conſcience you ſhall think fit, 
and to fee that a valuable Rent be reſerved for the ſaid Lands unto the ſaid Biſhop and his 
Succeſſors, Biſhops of the ſaid Sees. And alſo we are graciouſly pleaſed by theſe our 
Letters to ſignify our Royal Pleaſure unto you, that if any of the Predeceſſors of the ſaid 
Biſhop have obſtinately offended againſt the Act of State made in the Time of our 
Royal Father of bleſſed Memory in that our Kingdom, and confirmed by us againſt 
unconſcionable Leaſes and Grants of Biſhops Lands, that then yon, or our Chancellor 
or Keeper of the Great Seal of that our Kingdom for the Time being, do call all ſuch 
Perſon or Perſons before you, together with the Leſſees, and execute all ſuch Penalties 
upon them without Partiality, as is ſpecify'd and provided by the ſaid Act of State. 
And theſe our Letters ſhall be as well unto you our Deputy of our ſaid Realm, now 
being, as to any other our Deputy, Juſtices, Chief Governor or Governors, Chan- 
cellor or Keeper of our Great Seal of that our Realm, that hereafter ſhall be, and to 
all others, our Officers, Miniſters, and Subjects, to whom it ſhall or may appertain, 
ſufficient Warrant and Diſcharge in this behalf.

It is a very noble Reſolution in your Lordſhip: to deſire to be noted for ſpeaking the 


beſt of your Friends rather than the worſt of thoſe that love you not. And indeed, 


my Lord, very ſeriouſly I have a very good Opinion of all the four Men you name ; 
but not fo large as your Lordſhip, And for Dr. Bramball, I think, with your Lord- 
ſhip's Direction and Countenance, he will be able to do any Service that can be put 
upon him. And as there is enough to do, ſo I preſume you will ſet him on work. For 
that which you do conceive may be my part, whenſoever the King ſhall think fit to do 
more than is done, and to rhake a better Settlement of the Church, I will, God willing, 
be wanting to no Duty that I am able to perform. In the mean Time, ſince there is 
ſuch a Neceſſity for an Army, as that without it there will be neither Obedience to 
the King, nor Reſpect to the Church, the Biſhops which have oppoſed it, have ſhown a 
marvellous deal of Weakneſs: And I am ſorry that Kilmore is one of them, eſpe- 
_ cially, conſidering what Favour hath been ſhowed to them, and their Demeſnes, in all 
the Levies that have been for the Army. And certainly the firſt Leiſure I have, I 
will write to the Biſhop of Kz/more about it, and all to that Effect which you defire. 
I heartily thank your Lordſhip for the incloſed Paper which you ſent me, though 
you might have ſpared the Pains, for I was never jealous that you would do any Thing 
againſt the Good of the Church or ſuch Intentions as I have towards it. For, I am 
moſt confident (and I proteſt my Heart and my Pen go together) that ſince the Re- 
formation. there was never any Deputy in that Kingdom intended the Good of the 


Church ſo much, as your Lordſhip doth, And I hope you are as reſolute in your 


Thoughts for me, that, fince I was the firſt Man that humbly beſought his Majeſty 
to ſend ſome of his Chaplains to be Biſhops in that Kingdom, I ſhall not now recede

"82 M Ay it pleaſe you to be advertiſed, that in Obedience to your Honour's Directions 


the 24 of this preſent Month, I arrived at the Ifle of Man, and ranged it alongſt 
and came tò an Anchor before Douglas, the chiefeft Town of the Ifland, where I landed, 
but found not Captain Edward Chriſtian, the Governor, there; he was removed to 
Caſtleton, wherefore I diſpatched a Letter to him, and, in the mean Time, I queſti- 
on'd with one Mr. Job Morris, one that was the Chief of the Town, and kept an 
Inn; he told me, that Captain Gayner had been there with three Ships, his Man of 
War, and two Ships which he had taken out of Carickfergus, the one being three hun- 
dred Tons, the other one hundred Tons; that he had haled the ſmall Ship dry a 
ground before the Town, and that-there came a Merchant, a Hollander, out of Ireland, 
which was the Owner of her, and bought her of Gayner, and had her away: That 
he took his Ordnance out of his Man of War, and placed them in the great Hollander, 
and ſo did ſettle himſelf in her, and ſent his own Ship into Chefter Water. I aſked him 
what Commodities he had ſold on the Ifland ? He told me ſome ſmall Commodities, 
to buy ſome freſh Meat and Beer which was brewed for him, and to pay for his own 
and his Company's Entertainment in his Houſe, and he faid he had ſeen his Commiſ- 
fions, and that he fpent and paid bountifully. I ſpake with divers others that were 
come out of the Country (thinking that it had been Gayner that was come in) with an 
Intent to deal and truck with him; and, indeed, this Mr. Morris told me, that he het 
r | a f | ; eft 
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the Governor, that by Reaſon of Sickneſs he could not meer me; wherefore I weighed and 
came within a Mile and an half of his Caſtle to an Anchor and landed, and went to 
ſpeak with him.” When 1 began to queſtion him in your Honour's Name concerning 
what Pirates had been there, he aſked me whether I had any Letter to him from your 
Lordſhip, or by what Commiſſion I demanded him thoſe Things? I replied, the Com- 
miſſion of my Imployment, and your Honour's Commands were ſufficient Authority 
for me to queſtion him about ſuch Things as I demanded : He anſwered me plainly, 
that he had a Lord in England to whom he had given an Account, and that without 
his Privity, he could nor would not to any other. I required him to put down his 
Anſwer in Writing, but he faid he would not, unleſs I could ſhew him a Letter 
from your Lordſhip requiring it; but told me that all the Goods he had bought abſo- 
lately and paid for them, and ſo bid me take the Opportunity of a fair Wind to fol- 
low my Occaſions, wherefore I departed aboard; and the next Morning I ſent him 
- again a Letter, requiring him to write to your Honour, 'of anſwer my Demands : He 
returned me Word, that if I would come aſhore I ſhould have a Letter and full Satis- 
faction: Wherefore Ilanded again, and in Conference he told me, that Gayner was divers 
Times aſhore in his Company, and the Reaſons why he did not ſtay him, was, that he 
had ſeen and did believe his Commiſſions. I aſked him, whether he did know from 
whence he had taken his Prizes? He anſwered me did, the one from the Bay of Dub/in, 
the other two from Carickfergus, I aſked him, whether any of the Ships were ever in 
his Power ? But he denied it, nevertheleſs I had heard of others, that he had haled one 
of his Ships aground, and waſhed and tallowed her, I aſked him, what Victuals he 
had furniſhed him? He told me, he had no more of him but three Tons of Beer and 
a Beef; but that, that was to bait them to make them truſt him, I aſked him, why 
he did not ſtay Gayner and his Company aſhore ? He ſaid, that when he took Captain 
Downs he kept him a Year and a half, and no Body came to proſecute againſt him, 
although he had ſent divers Times into England and into Ireland, and that he was at 
Charge to keep Downs above thirty Pounds, and fo he ſaid he would write, and after 
he delivered me a Letter, wherein he faid he had anſwered to eyery Particular, and ſo 
I departed from him. This Iſland, if it be not governed by an honeſt and faith- 
ful Man, may be a moſt dangerous lurking Place for Pirates, for a Ship may ride 
round about it for all Winds, and from it you may fee England, Wales, Scotland and 
Treland, and endanger all the Shipping that paſs any Ways in thoſe Seas, as being not 
twenty Leagues from Dublin, Beaumaris, and the Streight of Carickfergus. This in

I had no ſooner read your Letter of my Lord of Weftmeath's being in England, but 
1 went to Supper, and found him there among other Company at Table with my Wife. 
That my Lord Newburgh ſhould move for the Father's Company for the Lord of 
Falkland's Son, a Boy, I can only ſay thus much, it was, and is at this Inſtant fo ill ordered, 
as in a meaner Man might well have born the turning him out of his Captainſhip. Be- 
ſides, I truſt his Majeſty will be pleaſed to let me exerciſe the Rights of a Deputy and 
his General, ſo as may preſerve me in the Dignity thereof, and uphold ſuch a Depen- 
dency upon me, as may be, neceſſary for his Service: For if any of theſe Pretenders 
break in once over my Head to my Prejudice, I muſt look to have no further Eſtima- 
tion here; and then judge with what Honour or Comfort, I can ſerve his Majeſty.

As concerning the Pipe-ſtaves, I found a great Abuſe upon my coming hither by 
colourable Entries for England, and once at Sea tranſporting of them whither they 
liſt, which cauſed me to ſet a Reſtraint upon them altogether, Now is the Primate 
extream earneſt to have Licence for 200000, entring in good Security to delivet them 
at London. My Anſwer is, that if he will give the King twenty Shillings upon every 
thouſand, I will move in his Behalf, and fee if I can procure him Leave ſo to do; 1 
am perſuaded he will be drawn unto it; I might do this of myſelf, but in regard it 
will be ſomething a general Caſe, I thought good to adviſe it with you on that Side 
firſt: For my own Opinion 1 hold it beſt, not only in point of Profit for the King, 
but ſafeſt to free us from being abuſed in this kind, to ſuffer none to paſs for England, 
without paying a third Part of that, which they pay that tranſport them to Spain.

And now I muſt fetch a Compaſs towards the North of England, and firſt complain 
of the Exchequer Men, who have this long Vacation ſent out Warrants to bind all Re- 
cuſants to their good Behaviour, not excepting ſuch as have compounded. Had they 
done ſo, it would have been paſſing well, given Encouragement to thoſe who had 
compounded, and brought in the reſt. Whereas now it hath wrought a quite contrary 
Effect; thus have we hurt where we expected our beſt Support. It may be they will 

lead Ignorance; but that ought not to be allowed them, conſidering that the Return 
of the Commiſſioners is upon Record with them, and every Man's Name particularly 
expreſſed that hath compounded : Or, how eaſy had it been for them to have given 
a Direction to the Sheriffs to have forborn to ſervethe Writ upon ſuch as they ſhould 
find had compounded for their Recuſancy ? But the plain Truth is, the Officers find 
that this Courſe as it fills the King's Coffers on the one Side, ſo it empties theirs of 
thoſe quarterly Exactions they wrung from the Recuſant upon theſe Occaſions ; which 
rather than loſe, they can find in their Hearts to overthrow any Service, be it never ſo 
beneficial to the Crown, Elſe had they never taken this Occaſion inſtantly, upon my 
going forth of the Kingdom of ſending out theſe Warrants, which for any thing I 
ever heard, came heretofore only out of the Kzng's-Bench, and never out of the Ex- 
chequer, till now. My Lord Treaſurer and you have Power over them, and if you 
let them have for nothing the breaking thro' of his Majeſty's Inſtructions, and thus 
diſtracting and diſcountenancing his Affairs, I know not what to ſay to it. Sure I am, if 
they were under my Laſh, they ſhould taſte of it. A fair Colour, it may be, ſet 
upon it by Mr. Attorney in their Behalf ſhould not ſerve the Turn : As it is, to recom- 
mend it to your Lordſhips is all I can do, which I do very earneſtly, in regard as I con- 
ceive it very much concerns his Majeſty's Service to be examined, and ſome of theſe Of- 
ficers made Examples.

= INE my coming to this Government I have been ſo unfortunate by Reaſon of 
your Abode in the Country, as not to receive any one Anſwer to all I have writ 
unto you, ſo as I long extreamly to receive the King's Pleaſure in each Particular men- 
tioned in thoſe former Letters, whereunto I crave Leave to refer my ſelf. 
This Caftle is in very great Decay, I have been inforced to take down one of the 
great Towers, which was ready to fall, and the reſt are ſo craſy, as we are ſtill in fear 
Part of it might drop down upon our Heads, as one Tower did whilſt my Lord Chan- 
cellor was here, and had infallibly killed four or five of his Grand-Children, had it 
fallen either an Hour ſooner or an Hour later; I am therefore inſtantly conſtrained to fall 
to repair, and pull down what would elſe forthwith fall of itſelf, it being of abſolute 
Neceſſity to do ſo ; and will withal gain ſome few Rooms more than now there is, 
the Houſe not being of Receipt ſufficient to lodge me and my Company. 
There is not any Stable but a poor mean one, and that made of a decayed Church, 
which is ſuch a Prophanation as I am ſure his Majeſty would not allow of; beſides 
there is a Decree in the Exchequer for reſtoring it to the Pariſh whence it was taken: I 
have therefore got a Piece of Ground whereon to build a new one, the moſt conve- 
nient for the Caſtle in the World : The Foundation is already two Yards high, and 
ſhall be finiſhed by the end of June next, with Granaries and all other Conveniences. 
There will be room for threeſcore Horſes, and fo many good ones I have in this 
Town already, to fill it and make up ſuch a Troop of Horſe, I dare ſay, as Ireland 
hath not been acquainted with; I am the more careful to compleat my own Troop, 
that ſo I may freely call upon other Captains to perform their Duties.

I have in this Packet received his Majeſty's Letters concerning the Plantation of 
Ormond, wherein I have fully written my Opinion already to my Lord Treaſurer, and 
expect his further Order thereupon, But you do give me a moſt true Judgment, that 
theſe Pre-engagements to Noblemen in theſe Plantations do infinitely prejudice his Ma- 
jeſty's Service, how reſolv'd ſoever the King may, be that they ſhall not. For, under 
the Countenance of theſe Letters they are able to diſtract the King's Miniſters here, 
who will not dare to oppoſe them, and deter others from offering, or coming to ſuch 
Rates, as otherways they might be brought unto, for fear of offending them, or at 
leaſt having the Buſineſs carried againſt them, in the Concluſion ; ſo as the fewer of 
them the better. Howbeit I ſpeak not for myſelf, for now that I know his Majeſty's 
Will, I ſhall not fail to go on, the round and direct way to his Profit, be they 
pleaſed or diſpleaſed, I weigh it not, where my Faith and Duty to my Maſter fall in 
Ballance. 1 3 

You have before this, I believe, received a ſecond Letter of Complaint from me 
againſt the Victualler of the Navy; and even now comes in Captain James, tells me 
again, he hath not eat one ſweet Piece of Beef, fince he went laſt to Sea, that his Men 
are almoſt poiſoned with it, their Lips broke forth, diſtempered in their Health by it, 
and all ready to run away from him, which is the greateſt Shame and Diſhonour in 
the World, - the Captain ſeems to fault a Cooper in this Town and a Quarter-maſter in 
his own Ship, who it ſeems practisd together, to ſteal the choice Pieces, and to ob- 
trude the baſe Proviſion upon theſe poor Men. I have already laid the Cooper up cloſe 
Priſoner, and ſent Aboard for the Quarter-maſter : And conſidering this Villany was 
done at Land, hang them, if there be Law for it, or at leaſt fo pillory and lit their 
Ears, as others ſhall take little Pleaſure to ſerve the King ſo hereafter. 

Since the beginning of this Letter, I have received another Letter from Captain 
Plumleigb of the 12 of this Month, the Copy whereof I ſend you; by which you 
will find Captain Pronewlle proves no better than his Fellows. He run away for Eng- 
land before my Letter could come unto him. The other Examinations mentioned b 
Captain Plumleigb to be taken from ſuch of his Officers as are left behind him, I have 
not as yet received, ſo as I have made a Diſpatch back to him, that he ſhall take the 
Ship, Men and Examinations along with him, and give his Accompt thereof to my 
Lords Commiſſioners of the Admiralty in England; for what to do with the Ship and 
ſo many Men here, in good Faith I know not, nor have I any Commiſſion to meddle 
with them here.

Man, by one of theſe Biſcayners, whereupon I thought fit to 
examine Senet the 1ri/hman, in caſe I might get any further Light, and by him I find 
he conceives it to be done by that Villain Chriſtian Megger, who committed that o- 
ther Outrage upon the Iſle of Lundy. 


You have here alſo, the relation of Captain Fames, concerning the Comportment 


of Captain Chriſtian, Governor of the Je of Man in trucking with a Pirate all this 
laſt Summer, upon whom I have made bold to demand Juſtice from my Lords of the 
Admiralty, which I pray you to further.

My very good Lords, __ | 
H AVING got Notice that thoſe Biſcayners which took the two Dutch Ships from 
11 out of the Port at Car:ickfergus, had put off their Goods in the Je of Man, to 
one Captain Chriftian that commands under the Earl of Derby there, I directed 
Captain James, in my Name to take an Accompt thereof, which he hath done, and 
here I ſend your Lordſhips the Papers; the Man hath been to blame, to exchange 
Victual, take off Commodities three Times one after another in this Manner, knowing 
them to be got as they were, and not to ſtay the Captain when he had him on Shore. 
It is a Proceeding of dangerous Conſequence, able to encourage all the pilfering Rogues 
to haunt this Coaſt, when they find Means to put off their Prey, as faſt in one Place 
as they take it in another; Beſides this Iſle is the moſt miſchievouſly ſeated for ſuch 
a Purpoſe that can be. Therefore I beſeech your Lordſhips this Captain may be ſent 
for to anſwer his ſaid Miſdemeanors, and ſuch a Puniſhment inflicted upon him, as 
he well deſerves, left this Evil gather upon us faſter than at the firſt we are aware 
of * os 

Captain James is come to this Town from the North, and aſſures me on that 
Quarter this Channel is now free of theſe Pickers that ſo infeſt thoſe Parts, indeed the 
Seaſon of the Year will now beat them forth, howbeit I muſt give the Captain the 
Teſtimony, of a very diligent Attendant upon his Charge, of a. very civil Man in his Con- 
verſation, and able Man in his Profefſion, and ſo recommend him to your Lordſhips 
Favour, for in Truth he deſerves to be eſteemed and remembred as Occaſion ſerves. 

But I hear there is a Dunkirker, who carries ſixteen Pieces, put into Waterford, I

than the hewing in Pieces thoſe poor Souls, the Particulars I ſend to Mr. Secretary 
Coke, . | 
It is reported alſo, that there lyes another of theſe Rovers off to the South from 

this Town, ſo as not a Ship dare ſtir out, the Merchants are ſo frighted with theſe 
Depredations, but conſidering that there are here three Ships ready loaden worth 
eight or nine thouſand Pounds as they affirm, whereupon conſiſts much of their Sub- 
| ſtance, ſo as if they were loſt it would be a great undoing to this City, I have ap- 
pointed Captain James to convoy them as far as Scz/ly, and fo to fall off towards 
Kinſale, to keep that Courſe clear, which is only to be feared this Winter Seaſon.

HE Defaults of Sir Sampſon Dorrel have been repreſented to the Commiſſioners, 
T ſo as if he reform them not, there will be Care taken to ſupply them by other 
Hands. At this Time of the Year, the Ships uſe to be appointed, and the Aſſign- 
ments ſettled for the ſucceeding. Year's Service: And becauſe the Charge of the laſt 
fell too heavy upon you, we will now follow your Advice in chuſing a Ship for you, 
as fit for Service, but of leſs Expence, The Licence demanded by your Lordſhip, 
for Exportation of Wools in the Form directed, is referred to the Committee to be 
ſeriouſly thought upon, and though I often call upon it, yet it is not reſolved on: 
And there hath of late ſo much Complaint been made by Petitions to the Board againſt 
the exporting into foreign Parts both of Engliſh, Iriſh, and Scotiſh Wools, that a 
eneral Reſtraint thereof in all the three Kingdoms is agreed upon, as a Matter much 
importing the Cloth Trade, and ſpecially the Manufacturies, which run an Hazard of 
being baniſh'd out of France, and the Low Countries, by their ordinary working them 
of our own Wools. A Letter was lately ſent to your Lordſhip concerning this Re- 
ſtraint, which I ſuppoſe you have received. But if the Hence you require, may 
ſtretch no further than the exporting of: your Wools into England and his Majeſty's 
Dominions, I ſuppoſe no Difficulty will be made to grant it, and ſo ſoon as it ſhall 

be ordered, I will haſten the Diſpatch. ' e 
His Majeſty is daily preſs'd with Jriſh Petitions, which are ſtopped in my Hands, 
when they are not fit to paſs further. Theſe few ſent herewith his Majeſty referreth 
to your Conſideration only to acquaint him what Anſwer they deſerve, The Peti- 
tion of Mrs. Mary Innes, is furthered by the Suit of ſome noble Friends of hers 
in near Attendance, wherein the chief Point (wherein your Lordſhip may ſafely do 
her Favour) is to examine, whether that Wrong ſhe complaineth of in the paſſing 
of the Value of the ſixty Pound per Annum may be diſcovered and redreſs'd. For 
the other forty Pound, the Merit of her Father's Service is beſt known in that Country ; 
and the Reaſon may there appear, why it paſſed not with the reſt, The next Petition 
1s offered in the Form of a Letter brought by the Lord Dunluce from his Father the 
Earl of Antrim, the Effect whereof is, that your Lordſhip be required, upon a Sur- 
veyor's Certificate, without further hearing to ſettle him in Poſſeſſion of ſuch Lands 
as he demandeth, without other Clauſes, commanding your Favour and Reſpect to- 
wards him upon all his Occaſions: wherewith when I acquainted his Majeſty with 
the Tenor and Style, he forbare to make Anſwer till you had ſeen the Contents and 
delivered your Opinion, whereof I give your Lordſhip Notice, without acquainting 
them that your Anſwer is expected. Another Petition is, that of Sir Thomas 
Philips, who, by following the Suit againſt the Londoners Plantation, hath brought 
himſelf to that Extremity, that he can no longer ſubſiſt without Relief by ſome 
ſuch Means. I have not forborn to acquaint his Majeſty with the great Inconvenience 
of making ſuch a Precedent to perpetuate Penſions by their paſſing by Suit from 
Hand to Hand; and I am confident he will not eaſily be drawn to give way in that 
Kind : But that which he is now pleaſed to recommend unto you on this old Knight's 
Behalf, and which ſorteth better with the Inſtructions and his Service is to buy out and 
extinguiſh his Penſion for a reaſonable Sum. He hath a Noble a Day for his own and 
his Son's Life, which cometh to about 120 J. a Year, which I ſuppoſe he will be wil- 
ling to part with for 500 J. which is at leaſt as much, if not more than hath been 
offered to him, And this will both relieve him, and be no ill Bargain for his Majeſty, 
who is alſo deſirous to ſupport him by ſome: preſent Means, which he rcferreth to 
your Care.

Our Joy for the Birth of a young Duke of York is much water'd by the Sickneſs of 
the Babe, yet at this Inſtant he is better. The Nurſe is a Roman Catholick, to whom 
Sir Jobn Tunbone offer d the Oath of Allegiance, and ſhe refus'd it, whereupon there 
grew a great Noiſe both in the Town and Court, and the Queen afflicted herſelf with 
extream Paſſion upon Knowledge of a Reſolution to change the Woman, yet after 
much tampering with the Nurſe to convert her, ſhe was let alone to quiet the Queen.

Tuaven greg in a Leter of my Lord Cottington's of the 27% of the laſt Month, 
I how his Majeſty hath been moved. by. the Lord Newburgh to make a Grant of the

but that his Majeſty was graciouſly pleaſed to reſpite the Matter, till he heard from me: 


But ſince I have received, this 2 5 of October, his Majeſty's of the 290 of the laſt, 
which appoints me to confer that Place upon Mr. Carey: Secondly, your Lordſhip's of 
the 3* of the laſt in favour alſo of this young Gentleman. 
My Lord, to confeſs a Truth, this troubles me very much, and that not the leaſt 
occaſioned by your Loxdſhip's Mediation, having ſet up my Confidence to be ſtrengthned 
by your Power and Judgment, in the undeniable Rights of my Place, and that a 
ſtronger Sollicitation than my Lord Newburgh's ſhou'd not in the leaſt have gotten any

I do indeed take this for no fair Preſage in the firſt Entrance, to have a young Gen- 
tleman ſo far prevail, as that I am concluded before I am heard, in that, under Fa- 
vour which I do not only pretend unto, but without which Truſt I hold it altogether 
impoſſible for me to reduce this diſorder'd Army, or being reduced, to contain it in any 
good Order at all.

the Benefit of their Pains gather d from them by others) but that I may not be by 


the Power of a young Man's Friends in my Abſence. thus diſhonour'd, made vile in 
the Sight of this People, as to have him carry this Place from me, without ſo much 
as ever acquainting me with it, as if J were no more concerned, no more to be ac- 
knowledged in it, (being by his Majeſty's Favour his General) than if I was the

My Lord, I had nothing allowed me there, but only as Receiver, which others have 
in all other Caſes; but for all my Expences during the Time of thoſe Sittings, 
which drew unto me a great Reſort of People, and thoſe Perſons of Quality, (which 
I cou'd not with any Decency, taking Money from them with one Hand, turn 
them into the Town to ſeek their Dinners with the other) I haye not had as yet one 
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Diet allow'd another way ; but my Lord Darcy, Lord Clifford, Sir Henry Savile, 
Sir John Hot bam, Sir Henry Slingsby, Sir W am See, John Fenwick, Sir 
William Muſgrave, and divers others, who came purpoſely upon theſe, Occaſions, and 
| were themſelves and Servants continually with me at Meals, befides my Houſe 
continually: peſter d with Numbers of others all the while; ſo as I dare aver to make 
it good by my Book of Expences, that the extraordinary Reſort upon theſe Occaſi- 
ons to my Houſe, raiſed my Charge at leaſt Five Hundred Pounds, to ſpeak within 
Compaſs: Beſides divers Sums of Money given privately up and down the Country, 
to be informed of each Man's private Eſtate; by which I am ſure I advantaged his 
Majeſty's Profit many Thouſands; and the extraordinary Journeys I was forced to 
make, ſending at ſeveral Times (and that with great Hazard to myſelf in caſe they 
ſhou'd have been robbed) by ten and twelve of my Men and Horſes at once, to 
carry up the Monies and pay them into the Exchequer, as faſt as I cou'd poſſibly, 
according as I Was 1 5 0—"ong and call'd upon by your Lordſhip. And let it be 
looked into, and all the Fees for Portage-Money for the Recuſant Revenue hath not 
been unto me four hundred Pounds, fince I firſt enter'd upon that Receipt; which is 
no ſuch fearful Sum for four Years Service and Pains taking in a Buſineſs of that 
Nature. And for the Uſe of the Money, it hath never reſted in my Hands; nay, 
upon the finiſhing of my laſt Account the King was indebted to me Two Thouſand 
Pounds, which I was forced to borrow, and is to be allowed to me in this next Year's 
Account.

What I have received from his Majeſty concerning Mr. Carey, ſince my laſt to 
you, the incloſed Paper will ſhew. your Lordſhip, being the Copy of my Diſpatch to 
Mr. Secretary Coke, wherein I will not trouble you more than ſtill to defire you to 
help me as well as you may, that this Indignity be not done me. The Captains begin 
to fear they may be called upon to do their Duties, which will be to their Loſs, but 
the Honour of the King, and Safety of the State; and are now, I am confident, leſs 
affected to me than ever they will be again; for undoubtedly I will after I have brought 
them into Order, carry myſelf ſo as to be beloved of them, whether they will or no. You 
would ſmile to ſee good Sir Thomas Dutton pout whilſt I tell him, he bath the worſt 
Troop of Horſe in all Ireland; he lowers u me, as if, becauſe he killed Hatton 
Cheek, no Man ſhould dare more to call upon im for any Duty, tells me it ſerved here- 
tofore, but, I think, I have ſatisfied him it muſt not be ſo hereafter. Thoſe in Eng- 
land report me to be the moſt ſevere General that ever came here, and this already be- 
fore I begin with them, ſo as if they ſee I am to have no more Power over them 
nor Credit. with his Majeſty, than former Deputies, I ſhall infallibly have them all in 
Mutiny againſt me : Nay, by my Faith, how far they will proceed againſt me that have 
nothing to defend me but a furred Coat and an honeſt Heart, I cannot tell you ; and, 
in good Faith, unleſs Men, ſee his Majeſty gives me Liberty to prefer Men to theſe 
Places who deſerve well, and bend themſelves to his Service, I muſt, if there be Cauſe, 
look to fight for myſelf.

I have writ to my Lord Treaſurer concerning the Allowances I ſue for, towards the 
Expence of Diet and other Charges, in Execution of the two Commiſſions of Recu- 
ſants and Knightings, plainly telling him your Lordſhip is too hard for me to deal 
with, you will ſee my Reaſons, and God give you Grace to do me and all ſuch modeſt 
Suitors as I am Right, it will be your own another Day. 

For my Money for my Leaſes in the Foreſt of Galtres, I underſtand you have moved 
his Majeſty, who is pleaſed I ſhould have my Money, which is all the Juſtice in the 
World ; for, on my Faith, I had never meddled with them but to ſecure his Majeſty's 
New Park there from the Lord Savile's Claims, and have purchaſed that for ſeven 
hundred and fifty Pounds, which the King would have paid a thouſand five hundred 
Pounds for to my old Lord Savile. 

Il am in great Streights how to carry myſelf ; in the two Buſineſſes of N Plan- 
tation and Blagnal's Works. The former is required from me by thoſe who offer to 


undertake it, and they begin to ſuſne& I deal clearly with them: The latter is a con-

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tinual Charge unto me, on my Faith I am two hundred: Pounds out of Purſe enforced A. D. 1633- 
thereto; for if I did not by theſe Means keep the Workmen together, they would al 


run away for want of Work, which were great Pity; for, as I hear, they are the beſt 
of Chriftendom, and civil and orderly Men: They have caſt ſome half a Score of Mi- 
nions, which, upon Trial, prove paſſing ſmart and fine Pieces. Deliver me out of my 
Pain, and let me underſtand what Iam to do; for of all Things in the World, I ab- 
hor to have Buſineſs mould thus upon my Hands. ot | | 
I deſire your Lordſhip to let my Lord Treaſurer know, that I ſhall be very able 
ſhortly to give him a good Account of the Barony of Fort, which is a very conſiderable 
Piece. I alſo underſtand my Lord Duke of Lenox hath a Deſign upon it; albeit I have 
not one Syllable from him concerning it. I further perceive, that the Duke is likely to 
prove a great Pretender here in Ireland, through the Agency of Webb, his Secretary, who 
aſſures ſome underhand, that he may have whatever he pleaſes, and as for the Deputy 
his Oppoſition is nothing conſiderable. Nay, Webb has gone ſo far as to treat with Sir 
William Pearſon for the whole Plantation of Connagbt, and doubts not but to carry 
it intire for the Duke with his Majeſty. I write not this in Oppoſition to the Duke, 
for, in Faith, I honour him very much; but tis fit his Majeſty and my Lord Treaſurer 
knew thus much, to uſe it as in their Wiſdoms they ſhall judge fitteſt ; and, in my Opi- 
nion, there ſhould be Care had that Webb do not poſſeſs the Duke too far, for I take 
him to be a very nimble young Gentleman, and one, if I miſtake not, that will notably 
work his own Ends out of the Duke, and that more abſolutely and more prejudicially 
here in Ireland, where he will have all the Game to himſelf, than he can do in England, where 
ſome of my Lord's other Friends and Servants may overſee him. I am the rather led to 
this Advice, becauſe I find he dealt very cunningly with my Lord of Carlile, whilſt he 
was employed by him in this Country, and no more honeſtly than became him. I come 
to hear of theſe Pretences upon the Barony of Fort, and the Plantation of Connaght a 
very private Way, but a very ſure one I aſſure you; and if it come to be known I un- 
derſtand any Thing of them, it may, I aſſure you, very much prejudice his -Majeſty's 
Affairs, none of the Parties once imagining I know any thing, Therefore let me, in- 
deed the King's Service, be preſerved by your Secreſies, elſe I ſhall come to loſe Intelli- 
gence hereafter. 2 
This Term my Cauſe comes to an Hearing with Foulis, J ſend over this Servant 
purpoſely to attend it: I muſt wholly recommend myſelf to your Care of me in this, 
which I take to concern-me as much, and to- have therein as much the hetter as I ever 
had in any other Cauſe: all the Days of my Life; ſo I truſt a little Help will ſerve the 
Turn. The Bearer hath a ſhort Brief of the Cauſe, which, on my Word you will find 
Truth, for I have examined it myſelf, you will find that I ſuffer meerly in this for do- 
ing the King's Service; and that in Truth, the Arrow was ſhot at him, albeit they con- 
tented themſelves to call upon me by the Way. That the ſentencing of this Man ſettles 
the Right of knighting Buſineſs bravely for the Crown, for in your Sentence you will 
certainly declare the undoubted Right and Prerogative the King hath therein by Com- 
mon Law, Statute Law, and the undeniable Practice of all Times; and therefore I am 
a Suitor by you to his Majeſty, that he would be graciouſly pleaſed to recommend the 
Cauſe to the Lords, as well in his own Right, as in the Right of his abſent poor Servant, 
and to wiſh them all to be there. 
You are like to begin the Sentence, and I will be bold to tell you my Opinion there- 
on; you have been pleaſed ſometimes as I fat by you, to aſk me my Conceit upon the 
Cauſe then before us, admit me now to do it upon my own Cauſe; for, by my Troth, 
I will do it as clearly as if it concerned me not. Firſt, I defire you to remember how 
Greenfield was fined for calling my Lord of Suffolk only baſe Lord; how a Jury gave 
three thouſand Pounds Damages to my Lord Say for the fame Words: And then bal- 
lance the Slander moſt ignominiouſly and maliciouſly put upon me, by Sir David and 
his Son, and let not me be leſs valued than other Men, when I conceive that I merit 
to be more regarded than they : For, firſt I ſuffer meerly for my Zeal in his Majeſty's 
Service, never having given him the leaſt perſonal Offence in all my Life, Secondly, I 
was then in the Heat of his Majeſty's Buſineſs, which might (by this Means taking 
away my Credit) have been deſtroyed. I was (albeit unworthy) in that Place chief 
Governor under his Majeſty, his Lieutenant, and Preſident of his Council there, which 
makes this a direct Mutiny, and ſtirring up a Sedition againſt the Regal Authority as 
well 'as me. Thirdly, It is the moſt untrue as well as the moſt malicious Calumny that 
ever was ſet upon Man, there not being ſo much as the leaſt Shadow for any thing 
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A.D. 1633. they charge me with; ſo as the former Benefits; they have received from the 
A cron, and the continued Courteſies I had upon all Occaſions afforded them, make 


them to ſtand, I date ſay, the moſt inexcuſable Men you ever fat upon in Judgment. 
Remember how / Sir Arthur Savage was ſentenced in that Cauſe of the Lord Falkland, 
yet there was private Grudgings between them; that was but only adviſing to petition 

his Majeſty in a very foul Cauſe, thereby to bring it to Juſtice and ſuch a Ground 
for it, as ſurely there was a bloody Oppreſſion in the Buſineſs, if they could have light 
of the right Way. This, much worſe in Sir David's Caſe, no Endeavour to bring 
any thing into a Way of Juſtice, but libellouſly to take away my good Name by 
open ſlandering me in a Way without all Form or Pretence of Juſtice, no Crime 
at all committed, the Rights of the Crown only called for, and taken of the Sub- 
ject with good Contentment to all but himſelf; and for the Perſon equally conſiderable, 
the Preſident there, being, in Effect, the ſame thing the Deputy is here. Much more 
I could ſay, if I were in the Star Chamber to ſpeak in ſuch a Cauſe for my Lord Cot- 
tington: But I will conclude with this, that I proteſt to God, if it were in the Perſon 
of another, I ſhould in a Cauſe ſo foul, the Proof ſo clear, fine. the Father and the 
Son, Sir David and Henry Foulis, in two thouſand Pounds apiece to his Majeſty, and 
in two thouſand Pounds apiece Damages to myſelf for their Scandal; and they both to 
be ſent down to Tork, and there publickly at Jor--Aſives next. to acknowledge in the 
Face of the whole Country, the Right his Majeſty hath to that Duty of Knightings; 
as alſo the Wrong he hath done me, humbly craving Pardon of his Majeſty, and ex- 
preſſing his Sorrow fo. to have miſrepreſented his Majeſty's moſt gracious Proceedings, 
even in that Courſe of compounding, where the Law would have given him much

_ Your Lordſhip may be therefore intreated to underſtand, that according to his Ma- 
jeſty's Commiſſion to me and others, directed for the re- edifying of the Churches in 
the Dioceſe of Kilmore, after J had perſonally ſurveyed the Decays, and taken Minutes 
of the Charge neceſſarily required for thoſe in the County of Cavan; I appointed a 
general Meeting the Day after Lent Aſixes laſt, to give Warrants for the levying of the 
Money for that Purpoſe 3 at which Time I being in the Houſe of Mr. Richard Ajbe, 
my Regiſter, who was himſelf a Commiſſioner, attending till ſome other of our Com- 

ny ſhould return from bringing the Judges on their Way, there came to me one Mr. 
Alane Cook, my unfriendly Chancellor, being none of our Number, and ſome other 
of the Gentlemen of the Country, and craved my Hand to a Letter to the Lords Juſtices 
and Council, touching the new Applotment of Monies upon the Country for the Army. 
Whether this Letter were like to that of our Neighbour County of Fermanagb, where- 
unto my Lord of Kilfanora had ſubſcribed, and that Mr. Cook being his Son- in- law 
laboured to joyn me in the ſame Cauſe with him, or elſe he would redeem the good 
Opinion of the Country with ſuch a popular Service, I know not; this I may truly 
confirm to your Lordſhip, that I was not of Counſel, nor had any Participation with 
any Biſhop or Layman, or any Creature thereabout, and that the very preſenting it by 
that Man made me nothing forward to condeſcend to grant my Hand to it. I an- 
ſwered them that it was a Buſineſs that concerned not me at all; foraſmuch as all the 
Land I held was exempted from contributing any thing to the Soldiers. For but the 
Midſummer Aſſizes before, when, beſides my voluntary Contribution the Sheriffs and 
Collectors applotted Monies upon my menſal Land, contrary to the Act of State in that 
Behalf, I had with much ado found Remedy by a Reference from the Lords Juſtices 
to the Judges of Aſiae; at which Time the Malice of Mr. Cook towards me well ap- 
peared, for he affirmed openly, that my Lord Primate and the Lord Archbiſhop of 
Dublin enjoyed no ſuch Exemption, of their menſal Lands, which was contrary to Truth, 
and that which themſelves had told me. This Exemption allowed me, contrary to 
his falſe Suggeſtion, I now alledged, telling them that I had no Cauſe to complain. 
They urged me ſtill in reſpect of my Tenants, and the Country and the Miniſters. 
When I had peruſed their Letter, I ſhewed them that I could not concur to it, for 
there were ſome Things in it, which concerned the Time before my coming into the 
Kingdom, ſome perſonal Imputations to their former Agents, which I knew not to be 
true, nor thought fit to inſert. Beſides, the Form as I conceived was not fit; and, in 
eſpecial one Phraſe there was, that his Majeſty's Juſtice (as I remember) was appealed 
to, Sc. I told him this was no Manner to treat with his Majeſty, but rather to have 
Recourſe to his Goodneſs: For the former, their Anſwer was, that I might well take 
them upon the Truſt of their Word; for the reſt, they would needs have me take the 
Pen, and make it, as I thought good : I altered the Frame of it to an humble Petition, 
and reduced it to a more dutiful Form. And whereas Mr. Cook would have mine own 
Clerk to write it out, pretending that he had the faireſt Hand, they took him aſide 
with them, and brought it to me the ſecond Time: But ſome Things remaining till 
uncorrected, I refuſed to ſign it till they had got it written the third Time in Manner, 
as I ſuppoſe, your Lordſhip hath it. Who was the Man that took upon him to carry 
it, or ſend it about from one Juſtice or Miniſter to another, who brought it up to 
Dublin, and put it in the Hands of the Gentleman that delivered it, if your Lordſhip 
do count it worth the Enquiry, you may ſoon find out. 

You have the true Narration of the framing of this Petition. Now, will you be 
pleaſed to examine wherein I oppoſe the Service of his Majeſty thereby. It may be 
ſaid in the Maintenance and Upholding of the Army. Indeed if I ſhould have had

Dioceſe, double in Number to us, the Heads whereof are by corporal. Oath bound to 
him to maintain him and his Regalities contra omnem Hominem, and to execute his 
Mandates to their utmoſt F Orces 3. which accordingly they | do, ſtyling themſelves: in 
Print, Ego N. Dei & Apoſtolicæ ſedis gratid Epiſcopus Fernen. Offorien, &c. I that know 
there is in this Kingdom, for the moulding of the People to the Pope's Obedience, a 
Rabble of irregular Regulars, commonly younger Brothers of good Houſes, who are 
grown to that Inſolency as to advance themſelves to be Members of the Ecclefiaſtical 
Hierarchy, in better Ranks than Prieſts, inſomuch as the Cenſure of the Sorbonne is fain 
to be imployed to curb them; which yet is called in again, fo tender is the Pope to 
theſe his own Creatures: I that know that his Holineſs hath erected a new Univerſity 
at Dublin to confront his Majeſty's College there, and to breed up the Youth of this 
Kingdom to his Devotion; of which Univerſity one Paul Harris, the Author of that 
infamous Libel which was put forth in print againſt the Lord Primate's Wanſted Ser- 
mon, ſtyleth himſelf in print to be Dean: I that know and have given Advertiſements 
to the State, that theſe Regulars dare erect new Frieries in the Country, ſince the diſ- 
ſolving of thoſe in the City ; that they have brought the People to ſuch a ſottiſh Senſe- 
leſneſs, as that they care not to learn the Ten Commandments, as God himſelf ſpake 
and writ them; but flock in great Numbers to the preaching of new Superſtitions and 
deteſtable Doctrines, ſuch as their own Prieſts are aſnamed of, and at theſe they levy 
Collections three, four, five and fix Pounds at a Sermon: Shortly, I that know that 
this Clergy and theſe Regulars have at a general Meeting, like to a Synod, as they 
themſelves ſtyle it, holden at Drogheda, decreed, that it is not lawful to take the 
Oath of Allegiance, and, if they be conſtant -to their own Learning, do account 
his Majeſty in their own Hearts to be King, but at the Pope's Diſcretion, In this 
Eſtate of this Kingdom to think the Bridle of the Army may be taken away, it ſhould 
be thought not of a brainſick, but a brainleſs Man. o! WHO) 
But though I think ſtrongly for the Eſtabliſhment of the Army, perhaps I would 
have had it maintained only by the Recuſants Fines, and miſlike that they are gratified 
by the not exacting of them. Let my Letters of the 23% of March, 1629. to the Lords 
uſtices, commanding me to give them ample Advertiſements in any Particular that 
might further the Eſtabliſhment of true Religion in this Kingdom; let thoſe Let- 
ters, I ſay, of mine be ſeen, it will be found that I uſed theſe formal Words: For- 
« aſmuch as the People are generally very poor, and therefore diſcontented, very igno- 
« rant, and ſtrongly perſuaded by their Prieſts in their own Way; and the Recuſants 
« in Number far exceeding the better Part, I leave it to your Lordſhip's Wiſdom to 
« conſider, how ſafe it may be to urge them to come to Church at once, by exacting 
« the Fines for Recuſancy, unleſs ſomething do ſound there firſt, which they themſelves 
« do conceive, they do not well to refuſe to hear, &c. ” 
And to an honourable Friend of mine in England, not long after, touching this ve 
Point, That unleſs Impediments were firſt removed, and the Matter better diſpoſed, 
« to impreſs the Form preſently by the pecuniary Mulcts, would but breed a Monſter.” 
And let the Cavan Petition be peruſed, to ſee if there be ever a Word for or againſt 
the Recuſants Fines ; whereby, without further ado, I and all that joined therein, are 
juſtified from the Imputation of oppoſing in that particular, touching the Money to 
be levied upon the Papiſts, &c. | 
Yea, but at leaſt, I joined to-oppoſe the Applotment of Contribution upon Prote- 
ſtants; not that neither, for it was both applotted and paid: But to petition that the 
Lords Juſtices and the Council would forbear any further Impoſition till they ſhould re- 
preſent to his Majeſty, &c. herein only I joined. | | 
My Lord, as I have never eſteemed it to become me, or any Subject, to take upon 
me to be the Auditor of the publick Accounts, as being a Matter to be left in the Wiſ- 
dom and Providence of the King's Majeſty, the Father of the publick Family, fo I 
have yet thought, the Way ought not to be forecloſed to the Subjects, to have Recourſe 
(in humble and dutiful Sort) to his Majeſty's Goodneſs to declare their Grievances, this 
ſerving to evaporate their Diſcontents (a good Means to keep them from feſtering 
inwardly) and ſo to help to cure them, How much leſs is to be denied to the Duti- 
ful and Obedient, who had not oppoſed the Applotment made upon them, though le- 
vied diſorderly, by laying on the Soldiers without Commiſſion, by an Iriſb Recuſant

Sub-Sheriff, the moſt odious Man to the Engliſb in all the Country; for which Cauſe 
there was a Deliberation at that Aſizes to have indicted him of High Treaſon, 
though (as I think) by the Wiſdom of the Lord Chief Juſtice it was put by. The Pe- 
titioners therefore having before paid the Money impoſed, and harſhly impoſed, this 
very Thing, to petition that they might not be charged again till his Majeſty were in- 
formed, ſeems not to be worthy ſuch Blame. Gentle and wiſe was that Speech of one 
of the Kings of France (as I take it) which having impoſed ſomething on his Subjects, 
when he was told the People talked of it broadly, anſwered, Let the good Men have 
Words for their Money. ä | 

But why ſhould I join with them, eſpecially having no Cauſe to complain myſelf? 
It is true, indeed, I had no private Intereſt, having not a Foot of Land of Inheritance 
in Ireland, nor otherwiſe in the Right of my Church holding any more than will 
keep my Houle ; yea, and by the Perſon of the Propounder (being the moſt unjuſt Ad- 
verſary that I ever had in this World) I was rather ſet off, than inclined to concur with 
them: So as if the Reſpect of my Place, and of his Majeſty's Service had not drawn 
me, I had never, I think, vouchſafed to look upon the Paper. But, my Lord, I have 
hitherto thought that in ſuch Occaſions it is for the publick Service, that moderate 
Men ſhould adjoin them to the Multitude to ſound their Pretenſions, obſerve the 
Factions, and always labour to keep them within the Compaſs of Duty and Obedi- 
ence, which I endeavoured to do. And being, by God's Providence and his Majeſty's 
eſpecial Favour to me, appointed for a Father to this Part of the Country, I took it to 
concern me, as far as I might, to aſſociate myſelf with them, at leaſt to keep them from 
running into any Undutifulneſs, _ 

Theſe Grounds, I doubt not, moved the Right Honourable the Lords Juſtices and 
Council when the Cavan Petition was firſt examined at the Council-Board, and that 
rigorouſly, though none was preſent to defend it or me, yet to leave it without Cen- 
ſure; and to put a great Difference betwixt it and the Letter of the next County. And 
for my concurring, had they underſtood all, I doubt not but they would have holden 
me worthy of Thanks for the good Service which herein I performed. I had that 
Day to lay upon the County of Cavan above a thouſand Pounds for re-edifying of 
the Churches: A Charge by my Fellow-Commiſſioners at our former Meetings holden 
impoſſible to be levied in any ſhort Time: I faw well I was to have as much Dif- 
ficulty with them as with the. People, if I did not, in ſome Sort, follow their Humour. 
Of this Buſineſs, and the Sum it came to, which none of them knew, I ſaid nothing; 
they had put it into the Letter that they were to build the Churches; I paſſed it over 
as tenderly as might be, and (let me truly confeſs to your Lordſhip) the reſt of their 
Remonſtrances alſo ſo ſhortly and dryly as it may well appear, I fought rather the 
ſatisfying their Deſire, than hoped the effecting of that which they deſired. By this 
Means I had them as pliable as I could wiſh : They yielded to the building of the 
Churches by the 200 of May this next Spring, which I ſcarce expected would have 
been done in three Years. The upholding of the Army, I doubted not, would be well 
enough provided for, this immediate Service of God and of his Majeſty was more pre- 
ſent and more preſſing, which I do not yet repent me to have thus effected. I ſhall 
not need to put your Lordſhip's Wiſdom in Mind, that a flight and weakly purſued 
Objection fortifieth the Concluſion it impugns: And the Grace that is done to any, 
is not only indeared in Opinion, but is greater indeed, that hath received ſome Rub by 
the oppoſite Faction. In both which Regards I furthered his Majeſty's Service, whe- 
ther the not urging the Recuſants Fines, or the applotting of Money indifferently for 
the maintaining the Army. 

I have truly given Account to your Lordſhip of the Carriage of the Cavan Petition, 
and diſcovered to the very Bottom the Reaſons that led me to ſubſcribe it ; where- 
by I hope to have cleared it to your Lordſhip's wiſe Judgment that I have not done 
any Diſſervice at all to his Majeſty in this Affair, humbly beſeeching you firſt to excuſe 
me in your own Opinion, if you ſhould have thought otherwiſe of me; and next, to 
make true and favourable Report of the Sincerity of my Intentions to his excellent 
Majeſty. As for the outward Signs of your Diſpleaſure I ſhall patiently endure them ſo 
long as you ſhall think them conducible in the publick Good, and yet nevertheleſs 
with all dutiful Affection continue as God ſhall enable me to endeavour to ſerve you 
under his Majeſty in my Place faithfully and chearfully ; and what I ſhall want in Abi- 
lity, I ſhall ſupply with my daily and hearty Prayers, that your Lordſhip's Government, 
wiſely and reſolutely begun, may be, through the Bleſſing of God, conſtantly and

'T: u E 7 of November I received yours of the 230 of October, and in my former Let- 
A ter of the 26* of October, have anſwered ſome Points thereof. The whole Let- 
ter containeth full two Sheets of Paper cloſe written, yet it pleaſed his Majeſty to hear it 
read over every Word, To anſwer all in order, I muſt firſt tell you his Majeſty approveth 
and commendeth all the Works and Reparations you take in Hand about the Caſtle of 
Dublin; and eſpecially he is well pleaſed with your pious Reſtitution to the Pariſh of 
that decayed Church, which was ſo decreed in the Exchequer. He is alſo well ſatis- 
fied with the new Building of a Stable to contain your whole Troop of Horſe, and 
commendeth your noble Reſolution to make your own Troop ſo compleat with brave 
and ſerviceable Horſes, that you may, with Confidence, preſs others to do the like: 
Where, by the Way, let me tell you, that Ireland, in my Memory, was fo repleniſhed 
with fair Hobbies, that they farniſh'd England and other Countries, and were every where 
much eſteemed. Now we hear ſo little of them that it ſeemeth the Honour of Breed- 
ing for Service hath no more Eſteem.

God's Bleſſing to leave my Child an Eſtate able to maintain him as a Gentleman, with- 
out being burthenſome to any. | | 

And indeed, if I did not conceive this Neglect was rather the Good Will of Cook/6r2 
than any formal Direction of your own, I ſhould reſolve to perform my own Duty 
towards the Nearneſs of that Blood which runs in our Veins, without ever deſiring to 
 Intermeddle at all in your Counſels for the Government of yourſelf and Fortune; but 
indeed your Years ſhew me, you were in all Diſcretion to be meerly paſſive in that 
Action, and no doubt having my Lord Keeper's Advice therein, all is well and orderly 
diſpoſed and executed. 

Admit me then in Conſideration and Remembrance of your noble Father, and that I 
may ſay to my own Heart, I have not betrayed the Truſt he was pleaſed to repoſe in 
me, to deliver you my Opinion how you are futurely to diſpoſe yourſelf and Fortune; 
which as it ſhall come from me with all the Candour in the World, fo doth it alſo with 
all the Indifferency poſſible, defiring God Almighty you may not follow one Word of 
Advice of mine, where there is a better for you to govern yourſelf after. 

Being then upon that Period of Life, that as you ſet forth now at firſt, you will in 
all Iikelyhood continue ſo to the End, be it you take the Paths of Virtue or the con- 
trary, you cannot conſider yourſelf, and adviſe and debate your Actions with your 
Friends too much; and till ſuch Time as Experience hath ripened your Judgment, it 
ſhall be great Wiſdom and Advantage, to diſtruſt yourſelf and to fortify your Youth 
by the Counſel of your more aged Friends, before you undertake any thing of Conſe- 
quence. It was the Courſe that I governed myſelf by after my Father's Death, with 
great Advantage to myſelf and Affairs, and yet my breeding Abroad had ſhewn me 
'more of the World than yours hath done, and I had natural Reaſon like other Men, 
only I confeſs I did in all Things diſtruſt myſelf, wherein you ſhall do, as I faid, ex- 
tremely well if you do fo too, 

I conceive you ſhould lay aſide all Thoughts of going up to London theſe four or 
five Years, live in your own Houſe, order and underſtand your own Eſtate ; inform 
and imploy yourſelf in the Affairs of the Country; carry yourſelf reſpectively and 
kindly towards your Neighbours ; defire the Company of ſuch as are well governed 
and diſcreet amongſt them, and make them as much as you can your Friends; in 
Country Buſineſs keeping yourſelf from all Faction; and at the firſt be not too poſitive 
or take too much upon you, till you fully underſtand the Courſe of Proceedings; for, 
have but a little Patience, and the Command and Government of that Part of the Coun- 
try will infallibly fall into your Hands, with Honour to yourſelf, and Contentment to 
others; whereas if you catch at it too ſoon, it will be but a Means to publiſh your 
want of Underſtanding and Modeſty, and that you ſhall grow cheap, and in Contempt 
before them that ſhall ſee you undertake that, where you are not able to guide yourſelf 
in your own way. | | 

Be ſure to moderate your Expence, fo as it may be without fooliſh Waſte or mean Sa- 
vings, take your own Accompts, and betimes inure yourſelf to examine how your Eſtate 
proſpers, where it ſuffers, or where it is to be improved; otherwiſe there will ſuch an 
Eaſineſs and Neglect gather upon you, as it may be you will never patiently endure the 
Labour of it whilſt you live, and ſo, as much as in you lies, caſt from you that 
which tends moſt to the Preſervation of your Fortune, of any other thing; for I am 
perſuaded few Men, that underſtood their Expence, ever waſted, and few that do not, 
ever well governed their Eſtate. A 

Conſidering that your Houſes in my Judgment are not ſuitable to your Quality, nor 
yet your Plate and Furniture, I conceive your Expence ought to be reduced to two 
Thirds of your Eſtate, the reſt ſaved to the accommodating of you in that Kind; 
thoſe Things provided, you may, if you ſee Cauſe, enlarge yourſelf the more,

We have met upon a Commiſſion granted by his Majeſty in behalf of the. Biſhop 
of Killalla, for the reſtoring that See to the Poſſeſſions thereof; and had brought be- 
fore us a Leaſe made by a former Biſhop for ſixty Years, reſerving about the hun- 
dredth Part of the yearly Value in Rent to his Succeſſors. This we judge fraudulent 
and in diſheriſon of the Church; but then the Difficulty encounters us, that thoſe Men 
dead, theſe Perſons, which, now poſſeſs the Lands, come in by mean Conveyance, and 
ſo no Ways acquainted with the Fraud, or the Boats to be relieved in this Caſe as 
againſt them. This is the Stone of Offence, which if it be not removed, the Church 
and Crown are like to ſuffer in a Number of Particulars: Therefore I judge it fit to 
communicate with your Lordſhip what I have done in this Matter, being no more 
than my Conſcience tells me ought to be in theſe Caſes, wherein not only Reaſon of 
State, but Religion itſelf are ſo much concerned. 
My Sentence was not to touch the Purchaſer criminally in the leaſt Kind, neither that 
he ſhould bea Loſer ; for it ſhould be examined what he paid for the Leaſe, and what Profit 
he had received out of the Thing itſelf. If upon the Return, it appeared he had not .been 
fully fatisfied for the Money laid out, it ſhould be recompenſed to him forth of the Pre- 
miſſes, if the Profits had anſwered him his Money, then the Biſhop to have the Land, 
I not judging it reaſonable that, providing for the Loſs, any Lay Perſons ſhould gain 
forth of the Patrimony of the Church, raiſed from ſo rotten a Foundation; yet to conſider 
the preſent Tenant ſomething more, there ſhould a Commiſſion go ek to enquire, 


and certify the true and full Value of the yearly Rent of the Lands in queſtion, where- | 


of three Parts of five reſerved to the Church for a Rent, both that and the reſt ſhould 
be leaſed by the Biſhop to the preſent Tenant for twenty one years, paying twoYears fine 
for thoſe two Parts, which the Lands were better than the ſaid Rents reſerved. 

Let me hear your Lordſhip's Opinion herein, I befeech you, for it is of very great 
Conſequence, and more than you muſt ever expect to have where the Common 


Law is Chancellor: And if your Grace were pleaſed to crave his Majeſty's Opinion 


therein, it were not amiſs; if approved, I will then roundly and confidently go 
on in that Courſe, being clearly my Conſcience, that warrants me in the Juſtice of the 
Thing. And, by the Way, if we ſhould not alſo bind the Hand of the Biſhop, by reſer- 
ving three Parts in five of the Rent, we ſhould but wath a Blackmoor, loſe all our La-

that I may find Occafion to ſpeak my Gratitude in Deeds in your Lordſhip's Service, 
and not in Words only, which muſt needs come ſhort of what I would declare in 
behalf of my moſt real Acknowledgment of ſuch ſingular Favours. ' 

Since I have had another Letter from my Brother from Cork, where he was atrive 
from Kinſale in the Ship Sr. Jago, having availed him the Order your Lordſhip was 
pleaſed to give, that the faid Ship ſhould be delivered unto him; whereby he hoped 
he ſhould ſettle Things ſo well, that within a few Days he might depart for 
St. Sebaſtian, and it ſeems he was reſolved to make the Voyage in my Ship, in regard 
that of Mr. Ricaut with ſmall Civility would not ſtay for him ; he tells me that in paſ- 
ſing from Kinſale to Cork he met with a Holland Ship laden with Holland Goods 
near the Coaſt, which though he could eaſily have taken, yet in regard it was in a 
Place not wholly clear from queſtioning, he let her go only to ſhew his Reſpect to your 
Lordſhip, as he would have done though ſhe had been full of Treaſure; and I am very 
glad he gave this Teſtimony, though ſmall, of. his Devotion to your Lordſhip. 
Of Proneville, and Roch his Maſter, to whom they aſcribe the chiefeſt Fault, my 
Brother complains much, and how by their Negligence the Ship fell into Diſorder, and 
all was ſquandered away that was in her, the Ship having coſt me in Dunkirk 2 500 J. 
moſt of this being ſpent by Proneville's Hand, and, bee mounted to 500 /. 
more than was neceſſary in unneceſſary Proviſions and Munition with Victuals for two 
Months and a half, ſo that they have enough to give Account of. I hear they got out of 
Priſon upon ſufficient Bail, and that Proneville is vaniſhed, giving out he would come 
hither. If he comes, I ſhall refer him to Dunkirk for the giving of his Accounts, 
though he deſerves rather to return to the Tower of London, having neglected ſo far my 
Engagements for him, and the Favour his Majeſty did me here in ſetting him at 
Liberty. 5 | 

My Brother writes, he was upon departing for St. Sebaſtian, where I hope he is e're 
this, and ſhall acquaint your Lordſhip with it, when I have any certain Aviſo. I hear 
now lately from Sz. Sebaſtian, that Captain Navarro was condemned to loſe his Head, 
and thoſe, who were his chief Counſellors and Actors in the Outrage committed, to the 
Gallies ; a rigorous Puniſhment in Spain, where they do in a Manner ſuffer many Deaths 
with cruel Blows and ill Uſage; my Brother, the Veedor of the King my Maſter's 
Fleet, tells me this, and that they deſired to make Satisfaction for the Damage he cauſed, 
and that they who ſent him to Sea are ready for it, as being obliged thereunto, but de- 
fire there be ſent ſome clear and valid Proof of what it may import, not having ad- 
mitted for a lawful Pretender, one, who went thither for that End, and requires 4 50 /. 
For what concerns your Lordſhip's Stuff, I ſpoke with the Secretary about it, who pro- 
miſed me a Note of the Particulars. 
— Touching the Fact committed in the Iſland of Lundy, as ſoon as I underſtood it 
from my Lord Cottington, I requeſted ſome particular Information of it, and ſince have 
ſollicited both his Lordſhip and Mr, Secretary W:indebanke for it, but they ſend it me 
not; I deſiring to have it to ſend it to St. Sebaſtian to have the Captain and his Fel- 
lows puniſhed as is fitting for the Example of others, hoping they have already taken them 
by what I have advertiſed. But here I find no ſuch Care, in requital rather, we only muſt 
be puniſhed, when the Hollanders are defended and maintained by Sir Henry Martin in 
whatſoever they offend againſt the State; as for the Reſtitution of our thirteen Ships 
taken out of the Ports, it is at the ſame Stay I told your Lordſhip in my laſt.

But then the Act promiſed in the 
24% Article of his Majeſty's Graces directed to the Lord Falkland, under his Royal 
Hand, bearing Date as aforeſaid, muſt not be paſſed till this Commiſſion have wrought 
its full Effect: For the better expediting of which Service, I ſhall either now or by my 
next fend your Lordſhip a new Draught of that Commiſſion with ſome Alterations, 
which by the Judges and Counſel learned here are thought to tend much to the raiſing 
his Majeſty's Benefit herein; and have already promiſed to as many, as we compounded 
with, that they ſhall have their Eſtates confirmed by Act of Parliament, and that they L 
ſhall pay no Money till then, neither Fine nor Increaſe of Rent, which is the 2 
Cord we have hitherto drawn them on by. And indeed without that I do not thin 
we ſhould have got 500 J. a Year; ſo much is Mr. Caſacł generally miſtaken in the 
true Title and Eſtate they have in their Poſſeſſions. And to help the Stay of paſſing ſuch 
an Act of Limitation, as is granted by the ſaid 24 Article of Grace, there may be 
Tender made of one for eſtabliſhing their Eſtates, who either have or ſhall compound 
for the ſame with the Commiſſioners now intruſted, which is the beſt Salve I can ap- 
ply to their Sore, which we are ſure will be rabb'd on in Parliament at every Turn.

very well bear the anfwering his Majeſty ſuch Proportions of Metal, as by the ſaid 
Grants ſhall be held fit to be reſerved. = 

Thirdly, Places, where the ſeveral Sorts of Metals are to be delivered, may be from 
Time to Time very fittingly appointed in this Kingdom by the ſupream Governor here 
for the Time being, and thence be anſwered into his Majeſty's Exchequers, either 
here or in England, as it ſhall pleaſe his Majeſty to ordain it.

And therefore 
humbly adviſe, that all Pretenders in this kind may be confined to ſome ſpecial Places, 
which they have themſelves found already, rather than to exclude all other Men from 
beſtowing themſelves in the Purſuit of a publick Work, by granting beforehand that, 
which neither we nor they know any thing of. 

At my Lord CromwelPs being in this Kingdom I was much preſſed by his Lordſhip 
about the Reverſion of the Marſhal's Place, whereunto my Reply was, the Place was in 
his Majeſty's Gift, and myſelf did not at all meddle in thoſe Caſes; beſides I con- 
ceived it was againſt the King's Rule to grant any thing in Reverſion. But ſo often 
was I preſſed in it, as I told him I would impart his deſire to you, which now I do,

On Monday after Candlemas-day, the Gentlemen of the Inns of Court performed their 
Maſque: at Court; they were ſixteen in Number, who rode through the Streets in four 
Chariots, and two others to carry their Pages and Muſicians, attended by an hundred 
Gentlemen on great Horfes, as well. clad as ever I faw any, they far exceeded in 
Bravery any Maſque that had formerly been preſented by thoſe Societies, and performed 
the dancing Part with much Applauſe. In their Company there was one Mr. Read of 
Gray's-1nn, whom all the Women and ſome Men cry'd up for as handſome a Man as the 
Duke of Buckingham.

W. are all in Aſtoniſhment at the Tragedy befall'n at Egra in the Perſon of Wal 
Y leftein; few doubt of the Fact, but the Circumſtances differ: I will pick out the 
Probability as near as I can. | os FE. bed 
It is long that a Difference grew between the Emperor and Walleſtein, gale whom 
Spain, Bavaria, and the Clergy Electors wrought for his Deſtruction; he finding no 
Safety in the Houſe of Auſtria, provided for it in the Army which he commanded; 
whereof he had obliged the greateſt Part to follow his Deſigns, he therefore reſolved 
of a Revolt, and to ſeize of the Kingdom of Bohemia, and as ſome ſay, of the Empe- 
| . ror's — 
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A.D.1633.ror's Perſon : To which End Franck Albert Duke of Sax-Lawenburg, who it ſeems 
T had been ſent to him from the Elector of Saxony to negotiate the Revolt, was 


intreated to go to Duke Bernard, to perſuade him to march with all Speed to 
Egra, where Walleftein would attend him to join his Army: The like Meſſage was 
carried to the Elector of Saxony by the Count K:insky. Hereupon D. Bernard © on one 
Side, and Arnbeim on the other, marched forwards with their Armies. In the mean 
Time Walltftein ſecuring the Town of Pilſen, where he places his Treaſure, and his 
Strength, marched with the old choſen Regiments to Egra, upon the Frontier, both 
to be nearer to his Armies he attended, and to be ſafer (as he thought) in a Town of 
his Devotion, whoſe Governor was his Creature. Of all this the Emperor who had 
been long in Jealouſy, was well advertiſed, and thereupon gave Commiſſion to Galas 
to ſeize upon his Perſon, and command the Army in his Place; but he was not ſtrong 
enough to effect his Charge, and Walleftein was by this Time at Egra in the midſt of 
his own Strength; therefore a Warrant was ſent to the Governor of the Town, ſealed 
as they ſay under the Emperor's Hand, with great Promiſes to make ſure of his Perſon 
dead or alive; which, they ſay, was thus executed: They ſaw the Regiments were 
quartered about the Town, and divers were within, which made-him judge it a hard 
Matter to arreſt his Perſon without reſcuing ; therefore they reſolved to kill him in his 
Chamber at Evening when all the reſt were at Su 7 for his Manner was to retire and 
ſeldom eat with Company. Hereupon Kinsty, Trrfey, Illo, Newman, Men of Quality 
and Command, and his greateſt Confidents, were invited into the Caſtle by the Governor, 
who when they were in Merriment roſe from the Table, and ſuddenly marched in 
again with a ſet of appointed Soldiers, who fell upon them, and ſle them in their 
Places; inſtantly others ran to Walleſtein' s Quarters, where was but a ſlender Guard, and 

fled thro' into his Chamber, where he was ſlaughtered without any Reſiſtance. 
Thereupon the Gates were ſhut, and the dead Bodies were uſed like Traitors. What 
became after of his Army we have yet no Certainty, ſome ſay, many returned to their 
Obedience, and more perſiſt to revenge their General. The two chief Executioners 
in this bloody Act, are faid to be one Butler an Iriſb, and Gordon a Scotch Man, both of 
Command in the Emperor' s Service, Here it is much debated, whether the Life or 
Death of Walleftein had moſt conduced to the common Cauſe ; many think, if he had 
lived, he had revolted the moſt Part of the Army, and been an unreconelled Foe to 
the Houſe of Auſtria, which perhaps might have been true, and nevertheleſs brought 
no Furtherance to the Cauſe. For, he was ſaid to have a ſecret League with France, and 
being a Man of ſuch high Spirit and Ambition, he might have been as ill ſatisfied with 
the Princes of Germany, as he was with the Emperor his Maſter. Almighty God hath 
decided this Argument, whoſe Cauſe hath no need of Traitors. Of this we may be 
aſſured, that theſe Things happen not in the World by Chance, but by the juſt and im- 
partial Hand of him that fitteth LPS and ſeeth the Hearts of Men; in whole bleſſed

by your Lordſhip's Command I was to wait his Majeſty's good Pleaſure for a Diſpatch, 
I delivered your Lordſhip's Letter. His Majeſty cauſed me to riſe up, and went to the 
Window, where in my Sight he read every Word of the Letter, and immediately after fell 
into Speech with my Lord of Carlile, who told me, that his Majeſty ſaid, he was happy 
in Wentworth's Service, and withal, that I ſhould not wait long for a Diſpatch, forth- 
with giving Direction therein to Mr. Secretary Cote; and meeting Mr. Secretary as he 
came down from the King, he told me that he had received ſome Inſtructions from the 
King to this Purpoſe, Ro 

This Day I could not wait to ſee the King at Dinner, becauſe he dined privately 
with the Queen in her Lodgings ; but I ſtay'd the Prayers before his Majeſty in the Pre- 
ſence-Chamber this Day. | 

This Day I alſo delivered yotir Lordſhip's Letters to the Lord Duke of Lenox, the 
Lord Chamberlain, the Earl of Dorſet, and Lord Goring; and waited upon Mr. Trea- 
ſurer to preſent your Lordſhip's Thanks to him, and alfo delivered your Lordſhip's 
Letter to Sir Robert Ayton. This Night alſo I fupped with the Earl of Carlile. 

Mr. Secretary Coke went this Morning to ſhew unto the King what he had done 
in preparing the Diſpatch; and William Raylton, being at the Back-Stairs, did under- 
ſtand there, that his Majeſty ſpent at leaſt two Hours with Mr. Secretary Coke alone, his 
Majeſty dictating, and Mr. Secretary Coke writing by him. 

This Day his Majeſty dined abroad, where I waited moſt part of Dinner-time, put- 
ting myſelf into his Majeſty's Eye, and afterwards went to dine with Mr. Secretary 
Coke, with whom I ſpent ſome Time after Dinner in his Chamber, none but ourſelves 
being preſent, He made many hearty Expreſſions of his Zeal and Love to your Lord- 
thip, telling me, that the King did well approve all thoſe Things, which came from 
your Lordſhip, and that he ſhould ſpeedily ſend his Majeſty's Directions to the Lords at 
London. He told me, there were but two Things your Lordſhip defired ; the one was 
Secrecy, in which Point he wiſhed not ſo much as to mention a Committee ; and the 
er was Diſpatch, which was already put into a very good Way by his Majeſty's own 

irections. 

This Afternoon my Lord of Carlile told me, that his Majefty took ſuch Notice of 
my being there, as he aſked him, why I was not gone. My Lord of Carlile an- 
ſwered, that my Stay now was only in Expectation of ſome Parcels of Silver brought 
out of Ireland, and were to be preſented unto his Majefty as the Firſt-Fruits of the 
Silver Mines there, being left by me with a Gentleman at London, by your Lordſhip's 
Command, to ſee them caſt into Ingots, and then to be preſently brought hither. _ 

And in regard I heard not from Captain }hitmore, I did this Day, about Noon, ſend 
away a Pacquet from New-market, by Poſt, under Mr, Secretary Coke's Hand with a

This Day I ſtaid Prayers again in the Preſence, and waited ſome Part of his Ma- 
jeſty's Dinner Time, being from thence invited to Dinner with Mr. Treaſurer, who 
Aſter Dinner I came to my Lord of Carli/e's, who was. pleaſed to diſcourſe upon 
ſome Things, which I do reſerve till T have the Happineſs to ſee your Lordſhip. 

This Night I ſupped alſo at Mr. Treaſurer's, Mr. Secretary Coke, and my Couſin 
I Waited whilſt his Majeſty. was at Dinner, and afterwards I dined with my Lord of 
Carlile, which being done, I took the Boldneſs to crave his Lordſhip's Advice, whe- 
ther I might go to London to attend the Lords there, ſeeing the Ingots were not yet 
come hither, telling him, that by your Lordſhip's Command, I was to give you an 
Account of my being here, which I the rather deſired, becauſe it was your Lordſhip's 
eſpecial Direction I ſhould do ſo; and intreated my Lord of Carlile to acquaint the 
King, that the Delay in delivering this other Letter was a Fault, that lay not in my 
Power to help. His Lordſhip approved well of my intended Journey, and ſaid, I 
might do well both in that, and in obſerving your Lordſhip's Directions ſo punctually. 
I did let his Lordſhip know beſides, that, the Diſpatch being ſent away, and the Ingots 
got into my Hands, I would inſtantly make a Journey back again for preſenting them 
unto his Majeſty; and take a Courſe, that in caſe they ſhould come in my Abſence, 
they ſhould be here in ſafe Hands till my Return for delivering them myſelf. | 
After this Diſcourſe, my Lord of Carlile injoined me to repreſent unto your Lord-

Alfter Sermon was done, I went before Dinner to take my Leave of my Lord of 
Carlile, letting his Lordſhip know, that I had left the other Letter for his Majeſty with 
Mr. Secretary Coke till I ſhould return with the Ingots; and defired the Duplicates 
again from his Lordſhip. He was pleaſed to tell me, when I returned, and before my 
going away, he would bring me to kiſs the Queen's Hand. 

I came to Dinner at Mr. Secretary Coke's, where I met the Lord Cl:ford and Sir 
Gervas Clifton, and about two o' Clock began my Journey, 

This Day about four of the Clock I came to London, and the firſt Thing I did was to To. 
attend the Lord Treaſurer, but could not then ſpeak with him by reaſon of his In- 
diſpoſition, only I left Word with Mr. Gibbons of my being there to preſent my Ser- 
vice to his Lordſhip upon my Return from Court, Afterwards I came to the Lord Cot- 
tington, whom I found very free in his Expreſſions to me, telling me, that my Lord 
Treaſurer was now ſending away a Gentleman of his, one Baſhford, with an affectio- 
nate Letter to your Lordſhip, both for your faithful Service to the King, and your own 
particular Reſpects to himſelf and the NVetterviles in Ireland; and that all ſpeed, that 
may be, ſhall be uſed for a Return to your Lordſhip in theſe Buſineſſes.

And this Evening returning to London, I ſent to inquire of Captain Whitmore, whom 
it ſeems I might have expected many Days at Court ; for here he was ſtill, without 
coming himſelf, or ſending the Ingots, as your Lordſhip will perceive by the incloſed Copy 
of his Letter; the Original I keep to be given by me to my Lord of Carlile, to ſhow to 
his Majeſty at my Return to New-market, that it may appear there was no Neglect of 
my Part either to his Majeſty's Service or your Lordſhip's Commands. And your 
Lordſhip may pleaſe to obſerve, that upon my Letters ſent from New-market to Mr. Scott, 
he did caſually meet with Captain Fþ:tmore (who was not willing to make known his 
Lodging) and he promiſed to have ſent away the Ingots the next Day after Mr. Scott 
ſpake unto him, but failed as well in this laſt as in his former Promiſe. 

This Morning I did wait upon the Lord Archbiſhop of Canterbury, who told me, 11. 
that he was named a Commiſſioner by the King, and that the leaſt Finger he had ſhould 

not be wanting to do your Lordſhip Service with the beſt Readineſs he could ; and 
diſcourſed with me concerning the Ear] of Corꝶ's Monument, and of the Letters lately 

come to him concerning that Buſineſs from the Primate of Armagh and the Arch- 
biſhop of Dublin, of which his Grace, I hope, doth in his own Letter diſcourſe at 
large. 

F rom thence I came to Walling ford-Houſe, and one of the Lord Treaſurer's Gen- 
tlemen went up to tell his Lordſhip of me, bringing me Word down, that within half 
an Hour I ſhould ſpeak with his Lordſhip. In the mean Time I went to Sir John 
Borlaſe, telling him, I had an earneft Occaſion to ſend a Man expreſs to your Lordſhip, 
but knew not where to have one, yet did not acquaint him with any Thing of the Buſi- 
neſs. He told me, that he would ſpare me one of his Men, with whom he durſt truſt 
his Life.

Ir is very true that I have taken Exceptions to the Monument, which you have built 


in St. Patrick's Church; and J hope your Lordſhip will eafily conceive, I could not 
propheſy of any ſuch Thing; and therefore muſt needs have the Knowledge of it from 
thence, as I aſſure your Lordſhip J had, and from good Hands; tho I cannot now recall 
from whom. My Lord, the Report that the Tomb was built in the Place where the 
High Altar ſtood, and the Communion Table ſhould now ſtand, did not come lately 
to me, as your Lordſhip ſuppoſes; for, I aſſure you J heard of it, and complain'd of 
it to the King, and defired Remedy, before ever my Lord Deputy, that now is, was ſo 
much as named to that Place: And therefore, whereas your Lordſhip writes, that you 
built it three Years ſince, and never heard any Mouth opened againſt it, it ſeems ſome 
Mouths, which durſt not open there, did open fully here; for I aſſure you, upon my 
Credit, the Information before mentioned came unto me. I had then juſt Cauſe to 
Doubt, confidering the Forms of all other Cathedrals which I had ſeen, that the Eaſt 
Window was darkened by it; but that it is not ſo, I am fully fatisfy'd. For the other 
Exception, that it ſtands where the high Altar ftood, and the Communion Table 
ought to ſtand, I muſt clearly confeſs to your Lordſhip, I am not fatisfy'd; nor whe- 
ther it will not take off too much Room from the Quire, when the Skreen is built as 
you intend it. Neither can your Lordſhip think, that I ſhall make myſelf Judge of 
theſe or any other Inconveniences, having never been upon the Place to fee it, but 
ſhall leave it wholly to ſuch View and Confideration as ſhall there be had of it, yet 
wiſhing with all my Heart that you had erected that Monument upon the Side of the 
Quire or any other convenient Place, rather than where you have now ſet it. And I 
mult needs tell your Lordſhip ſuch an Erection as that wou'd have aſked very good 
Deliberation where to have placed it. As for the Dean and Chapter's Conſent, if they 
had underſtood themſelves and the Church better, your Lordſhip had been free from 
theſe Fears.

I RECEIVED very much Contentment, ſo ſoop as I underſtood his Majeſty had ap- 

pointed your Lordſhip to conſider, amongſt others, the Propofitions lately tranſ- 
mitted hence by me concerning the Affairs of this Kingdom, both in regard I promiſe 
myſelf they ſhall be returned back hither much better'd by your Wiſdom and Coun- 
ſel, and ſpeeded over back again according to the Weight and Importance of them, 
eſpecially that of a Parliament, which unleſs preſently called, I ſee not what will be- 
come of the Army here, or how the yearly neceſſary Payments of this Crown will poſ- 
ſibly be complied with.

An Opinion I ſhould better excuſe in them, if 
thoſe were leſs Engliſb that practiſe it; and yet this have they drunk ſo far down, as it 
will be impoſſible to gain it from them, unleſs it be not only againſt their Wills, but 
before they be aware of what is intended : Which is the true Ground I adviſed it ſhould 
be ſo much ſecreted on that Side, which, I aſſure you, put them here quite out of 
their Aim; and if that Hand be ſtill kept upon them, I truſt we ſhall be able to finiſh

of Superviſors of Wills, to ſee that the Executors ſhould do what they liſt. I wonder 
not that the Lawyers thus went about to limit and reſtrain all Courſes of Prerogative ; 
wiſh they do it not too often and too much, and that they would monopolize leſs to 
themſelves all Judicature, as if no Honour or Juſtice could be rightly adminiſtet'd, but 
under one of their Benchers Gowns; otherwiſe I am ſure they little underſtand the un- 
ſettled State of this Kingdom, that could adviſe the King to leflen the Power of his 
Deputy, indeed his own, until it were brought into that ſtay'd Temper of Obedi- 
ence and Conformity with that of England, or at leaſt till the Benches here were bet- 
ter provided with Judges, than God knows as yet they are.

I am very tender how to do any Thing, which 
might give any Impediment to the King's Buſineſs now in this Parliament, if it ſuc- 
ceed; and therefore, though I wiſh all Care for diſcovering Titles, which may help 
me, yet I ſhall, for the Time to proceed upon them, be wholly directed by you, when 
it may be fitteſt, For the Buſineſs of the Parliament, your Lordſhip will find it by this 
Diſpatch fully reſolved, as your Lordſhip adviſed; for the Manner you will fee, it is 
by Poynings Act, firſt to move from you there, as Mr. Attorney General is of Opinion 
and, we hope, little Time will be loſt by it; for the particular Ends of calling it, and 
Ways of proceeding in it, all Care is likewiſe taken to keep them till ſecret, though 
the general Reſolution for it muſt now ſhortly be publiſhed, as it is yet but rumoured. 
For the Buſineſs of hearing Cauſes at the Council-Board, it is agreed to be moſt fit and 
neceſſary for the King's Service, with that Moderation, as your Lordſhip moſt nobly 
and diſcreetly propoſes. For that of the Licence to tranſport Wooll, your Lordſhip 
will alſo find it ſettled as you wiſh, And as you will find by the Diſpatch much Ap- 
probation of your Proceeding, ſo I aſſure your Lordſhip even in our private Debates, 
much was attributed to your great Judgment in forming and diſpoſing of Things fo 
well. In ſum, here is a great Expectation of your Lordſhip's going on with Effect for 
the good ſettling that Kingdom, and advancing the King's Revenue, according to the 
good Grounds laid, in Parliament, if it proceed roundly, and with Truſt to the King; 
if not (that being broken) out of Parliament: For the King ſeems very reſolute howſo- 
ever, to hold the Reins of Goverment there very conſtant and unweakened. For your 
worthy Brother, Sir George, who is the Bearer, I proteſt unto your Lordſhip really, Iam 
very glad to ſee him ſo much reſemble you, not only in outward Shape, but in the 
inward Parts; for I do obſerve not only a good. Judgment, but great Secrecy and Ad- 
viſedneſs in all his Ways, which I muſt congratulate the rather with your Lordſhip for, 
fince it is ſo rare in the young Men of theſe Times.

My very good Lord, 

COME very late to anſwer your Lordſhip's of the 21* of January, partly that 
I thorough contrary Winds I received it late, and partly thorough the Importunity 
of Affairs here, and Diſpatches of Length and Conſequence thither, which I durſt not 
be neglective in. | 

Your Lordſhip's Brother, Don Franciſco, is a noble Cavalier of ſo much Civility and 
Merit, as in good Faith for all the Service and Courteſy I could expreſs for him in theſe 
Parts, he owes it only to hisown Worth and noble Carriage. I eſteem his Parts very much, 
and may he attain to the Accompliſhment of them and all other his good Deſires; I only 
crave his Pardon to envy him theſe good Qualities in this Corner of the World, albeit 
I honour him and them at ever after in all other Kingdoms, for ſo I might with ſome 
Partiality have manifeſted the Reſpects I bear your Perſon, and that having done leſs 
for himſelf, he had left me to have done more immediately for the Friendſhip I pro- 
feſs your Lordſhip : But ſuch hath his hard Heart been, that gathering all as a Debt to 
himſelf, he hath left nothing for me to fulfil in my Relation to yourſelf, and yet hath 
he ſo much Juſtice on his Side, that I muſt in my own Contrary give Judgment, and

* o ux great Diſpatch of the 120 of this Month ſent by my Brother I received the 

214, and do with paſſing great Contentment conſider the full and ſpeedy Reſolu- 
tion, which I have received to every Particular, as a Servant troubled with nothing 
ſo much as the Loſs of Opportunities and Seaſons in the Execution of my Maſter's Com- 
mands. Indeed, the preſent Service well requires it, and therefore as yet no Time for 
me to ſleep on this Side neither, * e 


J have 
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how the Summons might be legally iſſued, and appointed a Committee preſently to 
conſider, what was to be prepared in Conformity to Poyning's Act and other Statutes of 
this Realm, which to redeem Time I ſend by this Expreſs, as much as is ſufficient to 
warrant the Calling of the two Houſes, and that in the Opinion of the three Chief 
Juſtices here and Sir George Radchffe, after their Reading and mature Advice 
taken upon the Laws themſelves and Precedents of former Times. So as I truſt there 


needs now no more than the paſſing of theſe Acts we now tranſmit under the Great 


Seal there, and ſo to return them with all Expedition, For other Matters I ſhall 
crave Leave to follow with them fix or ſeven Days hence, fince they are like to be par- 
ticular, and of greater Length than in a ſhorter Time I ſhall poſſibly be able to acquaint 
myſelf of, as I ought. | 

To gain this firſt Entrance into the Work, I thought it fit to intruſt it in this man- 
ner with a Committee, not only to expedite the Thing itſelf the more, but alſo bet- 
ter to diſcover how their Pulſes beat, wherein I conceived they would deliver them- 
ſelves more freely, than if I had been preſent amongſt them myſelf. 

At firſt they ſeemed to fear the Parliament could not be call'd in ſo ſhort a Time; 
nevertheleſs I did not look ſo ill about me in what I had propounded to his Majeſty, 
but that laying the Statutes before them, I was able to ſhew upon the Place, it might 
be very Gly effected, according as his Majeſty's Letter preſcribed, ſo as therein ſa- 
tisfy'd they fell in Hand with the Committee, and this Night have ſettled it as I now 
ſend it unto you. | 
Some little Difficulties I was fain to work off: For, underſtanding by the Maſter of 
the Rolls and Sir George Radchffe, that they grounded their Counſels much upon 
pleaſing the People, in order to that, moved to have the Bill of Monopolies; pro- 
pounded divers other Bills of Grace; and infiſted extreamly much to have the gene- 
ral Pardon go over with the Subſidies, as good Inducements to content the Houſes. 
That they were not inclinable to ſend the Bill of Subſidies with Blanks, but to 
grant two in certain; that upon Eſtimate made of one intire Subſidy to be thirty thou- 
ſand Pounds, they grew to forecaſt that in caſe theſe Subſidies were anſwered by one 
in a Year, whereas now the Contribution was but twenty thouſand, there would be ten 
thouſand-above the ordinary Charge, and ſo conſequently for fear all Surpluſage ſhould 
be ſweeped hence upon Suits in England, the Coin tranſported to the impoveriſhing 
this Kingdom, that it was neceſſary to proportion the Supply ſo even as there might 
not be any to ſpare, which might be effected by enacting the Payments to be but one 
third Part half yearly, whereas in the preſent Draught it is a Moiety half yearly, and 
conſequently a Subſidy within the Year, where the other would be but one in a Year 
and a half, and ſo ſpin out half as much Time in the Courſe of thoſe Payments. 

I not knowing what this might grow to, went inſtantly unto them, where they were 
in Council, told them plainly I feared they begun at the wrong End, thus conſulting 
what might pleaſe the People in a Parliament, when it would better become a Privy 
Council to confider what might pleaſe the King, and induce him to call one. That 
albeit I had not in particular, as yet, to reſolve them what it was his Majeſty would 

propound, yet I knew, as all other great and wiſe Princes, his Majeſty expected to be 
truſted, nor did ever any deſerve it better from a People; that he would not in any 
Caſe admit of Conditions, or be proceeded withal, as by: way of Bargain or Con- 
tract, that he would be provided for as the Head, and cate for his People as Mem- 
bers, thorough all the Expreſſions of a gracious and good King, but ſtill according to 
the Order of Reaſon, Nature and Conſcience, Himſelf firſt, his People afterwards. 
That as for the Bill of Monopolies, it was not to be granted at all, the other Bills 
of Grace not ſeaſonable now. Whereas I durſt engage my Life, Children, and Ho- 
nour, if they went the Way wiſe Men ſhould, they might have whatever was fit and rea- 
ſonable for the Good and Contentment of the People. That the Pardon was an Act of 
Grace iſſuing merely from his Majeſty's own' Goodneſs, not ſeemingly to be pull'd 
from him, or to be put in Mind of it by us, but wholly left to his own beſt Will and

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A. D. 1634. that next under God, diſpenſed all theſe good Things for this People, the poor and 
A -natraw Conſideration of a Parliament Pardon, wherein rather the worſt than beſt of 
Subjects found themſelves benefited, would never effect it: However, it was fat below 
my great Maſter to feed the People with Shadows and empty Pretences, if thoſe other 
noble and real Favours of a gracious and wiſe King would not carry it, he could be 
well without their Money, and expect with Patience the Honour that ſhould attend 
him, the Repentance that would fall upon themſelves in the Conclufion, 
For the Subſidy I was altogether againſt their ſetting down of a certain Number, or 
that they ſhould. ſeem to put any Conſtraint upon the free and cheertul Hearts of the 
People, it not being fit that any Hand ſhould gather mean betwixt a King and his 
Subjects, but that thoſe Intelligences of Love and Obſervance, which are to paſs be- 
twixt them, ſhould immediately deſcend to the one, aſcend and be returned back again 
to the other, as mutual Obligations of Favour and Obedience, which each were inceſ- 
ſantly, the one to preſerve for and pay the other. 'I do indeed believe, three Subſidies 
I could eaſily have gotten them to yeild unto, but that being the loweſt we are to ac- 
cept (as you know) I ſaw no Reaſon at the firſt turn, to caſt from us the Poſſibility at 
leaſt of obtaining more from them upon our firſt Meeting. And as for thinking of two 
Subſidies, I deſir d them to believe they could not caſt ſuch a Miſt upon the Eyes of a 
wiſe and diſcerning King, or incline him to leave twenty thouſand. Pounds a Year, as 
the Contribution now runs, and take their two Subſidies. That which in all proba- 
bility his Majeſty would expect was to have his Army ſettled for laſting, not momen- 
tarily provided for a Year or two, and then be left in ſtraiter Conditions than 
now it is, thorough the Diſcontinuance of the Contribution ; he being very ſhort- 
ſighted that did not evidently ſee, it would be harder then to take it up again, 
than now to go on with it after eleven Years Continuance. That the Army be- 
ing even by their own Confeſſion the Nerve of this Government, giving Motion to the 
Courts of Juſtice, fetching in Obedience to their Orders and Decrees, ſecuring the 
Good in their private Eſtates from being trod down by the unequal Paces of Violence 
and Wrong, they muſt not expect to have his Majeſty to come to them once a Year 
with Hat in Hand, to intreat them to preſerve themſelves: It was many Degrees be- 
low his high Dignity to do any ſuch thing for himſelf, much leſs for them, and for 
them only this was, and for their Safety; for he did not defire Money for his Foreign 
Affairs, which yet was moſt juſt they here, as well as Exgland, ſhould in Proportion 
contribute unto, failing in one and the ſame Ship with us; but only for their own De- 
fence and Safety, without caſting one Penny into his own private Coffers. I deſired 
them to lay their Hands upon their Hearts, and tell me, if ever the Deſires of a 
Mighty and Powerful King were ſo moderate, taking, aſking nothing for himſelf, but 
all for them; Nay I adviſed - them, not to deceive themſelves, for could they fight 
againſt their own well being, yet let them reſt aſſured, his Majeſty as Pater Patrie 
would not ſuffer it, but fave them even whether they would or no, do that by his own 
Regal Power, which he firſt expected to have accompliſhed with their concurring Aſ- 
ſents. And that as the Army was the great Peace Preſerver of the Kingdom, ſo his 
Majeſty in his excellent Wiſdom, was fully parpoſed to have it ſettled not for a Day 
or two, but ſo provided for as he might altogether diſcharge his Princely Thought of 
it at after. Neither maſt they tell me that twenty thouſand Pounds a Year towards an 
Army was a Charge fo heavy not to be long born by Ireland; whereas indeed it was 
not worth ſpeaking of; not to be felt amongſt them, if indifferently and well laid: 
for they . themſelves could not deny, had the Payments been ſet on the Wealthy 
(hers moſt inconſcionably the Landlords and Money-Men to eaſe themſelves, had 
laid it upon the poor and bare Tenants) they could have pinched no Man; nothing 
have been heard but Prayers and Praiſes for his Majeſty's Perſon and bleſſed Govern- 
ment; whereas now it is pretended by ſome, there is ſo great a Cry follows this Levy. 
The King therefore deſires this great Work may be ſet on his right Foot, ſettled by 
Parliament, as the more beaten Path he covets to walk in, yet not more legal than if 
done by his Prerogative Royal, where the ordinary Way fails him. If this People 
then can be ſo unwiſe as to caſt off his gracious Propoſals, and their on Safety, it 
mult be done without them; and for myſelf, as their true Friend, muſt let them know, 
that I cannot doubt, but they will altogether ſave me the trouble, haſtgn in their Ad- 
vice, and afford their beſt Means for the fulfilling theſe bis ſo good Inifegtions, that 
as a faithful Servant to my Maſter I ſhall counſel his Majeſty to atte it fir ſt by 
the ordinary Means; diſappointed there, where he may with ſo much Ri cpect it, I 


could 
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 equld got in a Cauſe fo. juſt and n ſor him in the Head of that A. D. 1634. 
Army, and there either perſuade them bis Majeſty: bad Rea ſon on his Side, oer. 
elfe think it a great Honour to dis io the Purſuit of that, wherein both Juſtice and 
Piety had fo far convinced my Judgment, as not left me whetewithal _— one Ar- 
gument for denying my ſelf unto Commands ſo juſtly called. for and laid upon me. 
Nay, I did not aktoge

ther hold it impoſſible to effect his Deſires with the general Con- 
ſent of the Kingdom, by only taking the Supply from ſuch as were beſt able to an- 
ſwer it, and that all this while have paid little or nothing. 

As for the Ground, ſome, it ſeems, have laid, in no Caſe to make the Income 
greater than the yearly Disburſements for the Publick Service of the Crown, I held it 
to be an Opinion very narrow towards the King; beſought them I might never hear of 
it again. For ſure his Majeſty would reſent it with huge Diſdain, to have his Wiſdom 
fo circumſcribed as nat to be held worthy to be truſted with ten thouſand Pounds more 
or leſs. Beſides if it were fo ſtrait a run Courſe betwixt the Receipts and Iſſue, as that 
neither were to get the Head before the other, what ſhould become of all the Debts 
of the Crown, which they knew themſelves were near a hundred thouſand Pounds. 
Yet ſo as they would in Parliament be content to give as many Subſidies, as his Majeſty 
eught ten thouſand Pounds, I would undertake his Majeſty ſhould be content to give 
good Aſſuranee not to meddle with a Penny of the Overplus above twenty thouſand 
Pounds for the Army till all his Debt was diſcharged. 

Secondly, it was an Opinion very unſafe in itſelf and for them. Muſt there be no- 
thing to remain af the Income for to repair his Majeſty's Forts, to fill and reſtore his 
Magazines, to defray ſuch Extraordinaries as happen daily in the Affairs of private 
Men, much more in thaſe of Kingdoms? What if the Natives ſhould rebel? And 
there was no great Wiſdam to be over confident in them, being of a contrary Religion 
and fo great in Number. What if a Foreign Enemy ſhould land upon us? And that 
which had been formerly might happen again. Were it not moſt needful, to meet with 
any or all theſe Accidents which may befal us, there were at leaſt forty thouſand 
Pounds of Treaſure in the Exchequer to fet the State in ſuch a Poſture for Defence and 
Protection as in Honeur and Wiſdom, a good King is anfwerable for to the World, his 
People and himſelf? If ſome ſudden Misfortune fhauld befal the Kingdom for want 
of it, would not themſalves beſhrew their qwn Security, and others impute it unto us 
a mighty and wretched Improvidence ? But if the Receipts and Iſſue, like Hippocrates his 
Twins, muſt grow and die together, this muſt be left as an impoſſible Work. That 
they were not to think, they muſt in Time of Peace, as well as War, be Thorns in the 
Eyes and Pricks in the Sides of the Crown of England: But muſt be content in Time 
of Peace in ſome reaſonable Proportion to provide for themſelves in Time of War; 
and in the Acknowledgments of the mighty Improvements they had made of their own 
private Eſtates, from what they were, at the coming of bleſſed King James to the 
Crown, contribute with a full Hand to the Neceffities of the Publick, as well future 
as preſent, which could nat be if this Counſel ſhould ſettle in the Hearts of his Ma- 
jeſty's Miniſters on this Side, as a main and chief Principle whereupon to frame their 
Actions and Endeavours. | | 

In Concluſion I did aſſume unto them upon the Peril of my Life, and the Life of 
my Children, that it was abſolutely in their Power to have the happieſt Parliament, 
that ever was in this Kingdom; that their Way was moſt eaſy, no more than to put an 
abſolute Truſt in the King, without offering any Condition or Reſtraint at all upon 
his Will, and then let them aflure themſelves to receive back unaſked all that reaſon- 
nably and fittingly they could expect, and if this Confidence miſled them, I would be 
content they eſteem d me, neither a Perſon of Diſcretion, Truſt, or Honour, at 
—__ -.- p 
Again I did beſeech them to look well about, and be wiſe by others Harms. They 
were not ignorant of the Misfortunes theſe Meetings had run in England of late 
Years, that therefore they were not to ſtrike their Foot upon the ſame Stone of 
Diſtruſt, which had ſo often broken them: For, I could tell them, as one that 
had, it may be, held my Eyes as open upon thoſe Proceedings as another Man, that 
what other Accident this Miſchief might be aſcribed unto, there was nothing elſe that 
brought it upon us, but the King's ſtanding juſtly to have the Honour of Truſt from 
his People, and an ill-grounded narrow Suſpicion of theirs, which would not be ever 
intreated, albeit it ſtood with all the Reaſon and Wiſdom in the World. This was

H — . did, indeed, with all Chearfulneſs ade unto the Counſel, profeſſed 3 
7 would intirely conform themſelves unto it ; acknowledged it was moſt reaſonable 
this Kingdom ſhould defray itſelf; that they would not offer the Pardon, or any other 
Act that might bear the Interpretation of a Condition; that they would ſend Saga 
other Laws but ſuch as T ſhould like; nay, if I pleaſed, they would ſend over the Bill 
of Subſidy alone: But I not thinking it fit, it ſhould come ſo ſingly from the King 
without ſome Expreſſion of Care for the good Government of his People, have cauſed 
it to be accompanied, as you will receive it by this Expreſs. And as for the Act for ſe- 
curing their Eſtates, it will content them as it is drawn almoſt Verbatim after an Act 
made by King James for the Confirmation of Copyhold Eſtates upon like Compoſi- 
tion, and yet be of very great Advantage for his Majeſty. Therefore I made ſure that 
That of all the reſt ſhould not be left behind. I have likewiſe ſent herewith a new 
Draught of a Commiſſion of defective Titles; this we now have is moſt imperfect. 
Therefore I do moſt inſtantly defire, I may have a Letter to warrant the paſſing it the 
Great Seal here, albeit his Majeſty thinks good by another Letter I be commanded pri- 
vately not to proceed therein till further Warrant, which I ſhall ſtrictly obſerve. This 
I defire, becauſe I know the Commiſſion under Seal would give here a mighty Content, 
and being ſlipped might raiſe Suſpicions in them, and therefore I deſire Leave to re- 
commend this unto you as a very principal Thing not to be ſlighhte. 

And thus have we auſpicioufly enough gotten our firſt Footing; and to ſhew. I truſt 
that God is with us too, even now they bring me Word, that the Wind that bath 
been theſe ſix Weeks obſtinately at Eaſt, is come fair for England, ſo as theſe are not 
like to ſtay any longer, e to bring a 1 neceſſary little Tiungy, more to trouble 

ou withal for the preſent.

Therefore, I beſeech you that the He- 
ralds be ſpoken with as concerning the Courſe of the Proceſſion and Seſſion at firſt; 
that the Orders of both Houſes be tranſcribed by the Clerks there, ſent over as ſoon 


as may be; what way muſt be held in the chuſing of a Speaker, andall other Incidents 


to both Houſes. 
Fourthly, For all the Nobility now in England, whether Titulars or Natives, I ſhould 


ſooner adviſe to take their Proxies than preſs them to come in Perſon ; ; for, if I be not 
miſtaken, we may have more Help by thoſe than theſeQ. 

Theſe Proxies, as I take it, are only to be granted on that Side by his Majeſty, and 
therefore 1. will ſend you over in due Time the Writs, to be by you ſent unto them 
there, and the Names of ſuch as I conceive fit to intruſt them withal here.

And yet that I may acquit myſelf in both the better, I will not fail to read them 
over once a Week, that ſo, upon all Occaſions they may be freſh and ready in my 
Memory, to the End, I may more punctually obſerve and (fo far as ſhall reſt in any 
Power of mine) effect his Majeſty s gracious good Pleaſure in theſe great Affairs now 

before us. 
- In the cleventh Apoſtile it is mention'd, that the Offer to have their Eſtates here 
confirmed by a relative Act to what was already, or might hereafter be compounded, 


bY virtue of the Commiſſion of defective Titles, would raiſe an Expectation in them, 
not 
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the Revenue of the Crown in that Particular: Under Favour there is no danger at al 
of that, ſuch an one as is already tranſmitted will ſerve abundantly, eſpecially if you 

return me a Power to grant forth a new Commiſſion according to the Copy I alſo ſent 

over; for; believe me, this will ſettle that Point in a quiet and dead Peace, and ſhall

Judges and Sir George Radcliffe with the Objection taken againſt the Acts lately

* Lordſhip no doubt hath heard of a Writing that Sir Robert Oſborne, an old 
Servant of King Fames's, who ſerved him as a Querry, gave the AA on the Ma- 
nor of Grafton, mortgaged to Sir Francis Crane for 7500 J. whete Osborne dwells, 
and is one of the King's Tenants. It made * Noiſe; the Lord Treaſurer cauſed 
Ofborne to be called before the Lords, where averr'd what he had formerly deli- 
vered in Writing to his Majeſty. The Sznday following at Greenwich the King being 
preſent in Council with the Lords, this Buſineſs was reported to his Majeſty, who 
wondred how the Lords came to take Cogniſance of it, he never having referred it to 
the Board. The Lord Treafurer replied, that fince it was in every Boy's Mouth 
in the Town, that Grafton was ſold without his Majeſty's Knowledge, he hoped, his 
Majeſty would have him excuſed, if he had ſought to make the Truth appear of the 
whole Carriage of that Buſineſs, and in what State now it was. The King had taken 
well what O/borne had ſaid unto him, but hearing how he had divulg'd it, he ſaid, 
for that he thought him worthy of being committed, The Lord Privy Seal inter- 
ceded for him, whom the Lord Treaſurer ſeconded, ſo he was ſpared for that Time. 
The Man is ſtout and a very honeſt Gentleman, and the Buſineſs lying betwixt him 
and Sir Francis Crane, ſpake very Home what he conceived. For, knowing that he 
did all the Acts of an Owner, he conceived it to be his, for he ſaid, he received all 
the Rents, kept the Courts in his own Name, pulled down Houſes and ſet up new, 
had his own Stewards, his own Auditors, had given four Church Livings, made 
Leaſes for Years and took Fines.

The Sheriffs of London are now buſy in demoliſhing all Moor's Houſes, Stables, 
Coach-Houſes, and twelve or fourteen Dwelling-Houſes are pulled down to the Ground. 

This laſt Week the Earl of Suſſeæ was married to Sir Henry Leigb's Widow of 
Dichely by Woodſtock, Daughter to the old Counteſs of Devonſhire. She pays his 
Debts 1 500 J. and between them have 3000 J. a Year to keep them. Here are two o- 
ther rich Women, who bid hard for the Earl of Huntington, he is next to Suſſex, the 
eleventh Earl; the one, the Day ſhe is married, will lay him down upon a Table 
200007. which ſhe will freely give him; the other offers 500/. a Year during his 
Life, and 6000 J. in Money to go to Church and marry her, and then at the Church 
Door to take their Leaves, and never ſee each the other after. The Wedding at 
Skipton is now conſummating, the Lord is gone down, and a great deal of Wedding

In all their Undertakings 
ſince they have had the worſe, and daily we hear of new Victories, Towns taken, Men 
ſhin, Bag and Baggage taken by the Germans and Swedes, But you amaze' me, when 

yori ſay, you hear as much from me of foreign Affairs, as from any of your F riends in 

England ; I am no claſſical Author for foreign News. Why doth not Mr. Wagerly, by 
his Mafter's Command, Mr. Secretary, fend your Lordſhip Al the Extracts of foreign 
Letters? In my Maſter's Time he took cldecial Care, that all Matters of Moment ſhould 
be communicated to all Miniſters abroad ; the Deputies of Treland never failed of them 
in thoſe Times, I hear little off the Motions of the King of France this Spring. He 
hath not been well of late, which perhaps may be ſome Occaſion of the Slumber that 
now his great Deſigns are in, for but lately he would be Emperor of the Gault. I re- 
ceived a Letter of a late Date, the 190 of June, file novo, written to me from a Friend 
of mine in my Lord of Southampton s Company, who writes, that the King is now fully 
reſolved to decree in Parliament his Brother incapable of the Succeſſion, by reaſon be 
ſtands Criminal de læſa Majeftate, and hath contracted a League with the Spaniard.

I $H ALL not have Time now by my Brother to return your Lordſhip an Anſwer 


to the Letters I lately received from you, but muſt defire leave to do it in my next 


Diſpatch, which will follow dire&ly to London within a few Days; whereas this Bearet 


oes firſt immediately to the King in his Progreſs, and ſo to London afterwards. 
This Parliament goes on very ſucceſsfully, hath already freely without any Condi- 
tion given fix Subſidies payable in four Years, being (as your Grace knows) more 


than in any of my Diſpatches leading in this Parliament, I ever propoſed to be had 
in both Seſſions. So as now I dare ſay to your Grace, if I may be left to my ſelf, 
and that the King and my Lord Treaſurer will hold off their Hands, and not fetch 


the Money hence to ſerve preſent Turns on that Side, I will by the Help of God, ſet 
this Crown out of Debt, and ſettle the conſtant Payment of the Army without any 
further Charge to the Crown of England, which in a Word is as much as to ſay, I 
will pay a 100,000/. Debt, and ſettle a Revenue of 20000 J. by Year more than now 
his Majeſty hath; and if more I ſhall do, that muſt come in as over Meaſure. Nay 
I will fay thus much further, that if in all this I make one Penny of Benefit to my- 


ſelf, in the Courſe of theſe Payments, let my Maſter take my Head upon my Re- 


turn, | 
Therefore for the Love of God, aſſiſt to incline them, not to divert the Monies 


here to any other Uſe till this Crown be firſt ſerved with her own. For in good faith, 
if they do, it will mightily diſcourage me, and which is much worſe, infallibly and 
fatally ruin us in the Courſe we are in, and turn us here quite out of the Way, 
which we now walk with Chearfulneſs, and aſſuredly with the moſt Hope to ſettle 
the Affairs of this Kingdom, that there ever was ſince the firſt Conqueſt. 

Your Grace writ me Word, Cottington had a Copy of my Speech beforehand, I 
thought at firſt to have indicted him upon the Statute for a Foreſtaller ; but conſidering 
that (upon my Faith) when I received your Lordſhip's Letter, I had not bethought 
myſelf of one Syllable I was to fay, I was in great Fear, I ſhould not be able to prove 
it ſubſtantially againſt him. And ſo contained myſelf within this Belief, that my Don 
with his Whiſkers hath invented this to abuſe me. And then conſider alittle, whether 
it were not more proper to bring him into the Star-Chamber as a Spreader of falſe 
News. If you be not all grown Feathers of one Wing to jear a poor Deputy in 
Ireland, I defire the ſerious Advice of your Grace and Mr. Secretary Windebank upon 
this Point: And if you approve the Courſe, I will then write to Mr. Secretary Coke, 
deſire him to remember my Gentleman, with a Leaf or two at leaſt, when he ſhall 
come to the Sentence. 

Well; ſpoken it is ſince, good or bad I cannot well tell whether; but ſure, I am not 
able yet, to help myſelf to a Copy of it : But as it was, I ſpake it not betwixt my Teeth, 
but ſo loud and heartily, that I proteſt unto you I was faint withal at the preſent, and 
the worſe for it two or three Days after. It makes no Matter, for this Way, I was aſ- 
fured they ſhould have Sound at leaſt, with how little Weight ſoever it ſhould be at- 
tended : And the Succeſs was anſwerable; for had it been low and mildly delivered, I 
might perchance have gotten from them, it was pretty well ; whereas this Way, filling 
one of their Senſes with Noiſe, and amuſing the reſt with Earneſtneſs and Vehemence, 
they ſwear (yet forgive them they know not what they ſay) it was the beſt ſpoken 
they ever heard in their Lives.

The Meeting was, I am perſuaded with the greateſt Civi- 
lity and Splendor Ireland ever ſaw, and I aſſure your Lordſhip the Aſpect of the Nobi- 
lity, Clergy, and Gentry, far above that which I expected, and all this accompanied 
with a ſingular Chearfulneſs towards his Majeſty's Affairs. The Parties are in a man-

A examined the Spaniards, that is to fay, all ſuch of them as were in that Ship 
the laſt Year, when the pretended Piracy was committed : Theſe were only four, the 
Captain, the Purſer, the Boatſwain, and the Carpenter, the reſt of that lewd Crew 
are diſperſed or left in Spain; and thoſe which they took up to ſerve in this Voyage 
are a Company of innocent Matelots, utterly ignorant of their Actions. We find them 
ſubtile and obſtinate, confeſſing nothing but what 1/aac by Oath hath averred againſt 
them, and that only in general, denying the Circumſtances which might draw them 
into plain Piracy. We have ſent for 1/aac to Kilmore; whole voluntary Depoſition, 
with ſome others, I have here ſent incloſed to your Lordſhip, in which many Things 
are omitted which T/aac himſelf related unto me, to induce any Man to believe that 
this Spaniard is no new nor baby Thief. ae 

The 1ri/þ Merchants have confeſſed enough to confiſcate their Goods, having 
laded a thouſand Hides and thirty fix Barrels of Tallow more than they cuſtomed ; 
but deny any Confederacy with the Officers of the Cuſtom-Houſe, as appears by their 
Examinations, to which I refer your Lordſhip, 1 | 

How your Lordſhip reſolves to diſpoſe both of them and the Spaniards I deſire 
ſpeedily to know, for they begin to lye heavy on our Victuals, their own being for the 
moſt part ſpent.

2 * Tueſday Morning EF fignified unto both Houſes what his Majeſty ex- 
peed from this Parliament, to wit, a hundred thouſand Pounds Debt to be diſcharged, 
and twenty thouſand Pounds a Year conſtant and ſtanding Revenue to be ſettled for 
Payment of the Army: That his Majeſty intended to have two Seſſions of this Parlia- 
ment, the one for himſelf, the other for them: So as, if they without Condition ſupplied 
the King this, they might be ſure his Majeſty would go along with them in the next 
Meeting, thorough all the Expreſſions of a gracious and good King: Which I fortified 
with the beft Reaſons I could, according as in my former Diſpatches I have diſcourſed, 
and in the mildeſt Manner I could, not departing from the Dignity of the Perſon I 
had the Honour to repreſent. Which done, I called the Lord Chancellor unto me, and 
underſtanding that there was a muttering amongſt them of rejecting the Recorder of 
this Town for their Speaker, and chuſing ſome other of themſelves, I directed the 
Chancellor to require them forthwith to aſſemble themſelves in their Houſe to chuſe 
their Speaker, who was to be preſented before me the next Morning by nine of the, 
Clock, wiſhing them to beware of falling into the ſame Inconvenience the laſt Parlia- 
ment here did, in this the firſt Act of -a Houſe of Commons, telling them it was not 
wonth their Contention, conſidering the Power of Allowance was undeniably in the 
King, and that if he rejected, they were ſtill to chuſe another, and another, till his 
Majeſty approved thereof; and that it would be taken as an ill Preſage of ſome way- 
wardneſs or frowardneſs of Mind reigning in them, if they ſhould go about to deny 
ſuch for their Speaker as ſhould be recommended by his Majeſty's Privy Council, which 
England never did, or to ſtruggle in a Buſineſs wherein the Concluſion muſt needs be, 
according to his Majeſty's good Will and Pleaſure, whether they would or no. So they 
departed and before Dinner without any Noiſe or Oppoſition at all, choſe the Recorder 
for their Speaker. Oy 

On the next Day being Wedneſday, they preſented the Speaker, who in Truth diſ- 
charged himſelſ as handſomely as ever I heard any. | 

Thurſday the firſt of their Sitting, the Recuſant Party began ſomething warmly to 
move for the purging of the Houſe, as they termed it, with an Aim doubtleſs, to put 
out a great Company of the Proteſtants upon the Point of Non-refidency ; at laſt this 
ſettled in a Committee of Privileges to determine thoſe Queſtions, yet when it came to 
be named the Houſe was divided, the Proteſtants in a manner intire on one Side, the 
Papiſts on the other, and carried by the former, eight Voices. 54 
Having very happily in this trivial Queſtion diſcovered the Strength of both Parties, 
and being very glad to find them ſo even weighed, I confeſs I now grew very con- 
fident (upon the former Judgment I had made of this Meeting) to carry the Buſineſs, 
and fo refolv'd to move the King's Supply the next Day. 

This Afternoon I propounded the Conſideration of his Majeſty's Supply to the Board, 
and the Time when to move it in the Houſe, there was great Difference in their Ad- 
vice. My Lord Chief Baron, in whoſe Commendation there is, I aſſure you, very 
much to be ſpoken, adviſed the Houſe might be put to it the next Morning. The Pre- 
ſident of Connaght, the Preſident of Munſter, and the Maſter of the Wards, were for 
the putting it off ſome ſix or ſeven Days, grounding their Counſel upon a Fear, they 
had in the Proteſtants, leſt not being well prepared, many of them might be againſt 
granting the Supply, and ſo joining with the Popiſh Party might foil the Buſineſs in 
ſuch a manner, as would make it difficult to be recovered at after. The Maſter of 
the Rolls, Mr. Secretary Mainwaring, and Sir George Radcliffe did very effectually ſe- 
cond the Chief Baron, And after a long Pauſe, no Man offering to ſpeak, fearing 
that there might be ſome Deſign in this delay, to gain Time, to frame Parties, and ſo 
grow into full Underſtanding amongſt themſelves, the rather I had in regard ſince his 
coming to Town, found the Preſident of Connaght, leſs forward and chearful in the 
Service than I expected, and that I was well aſſured he held a ſtrait Intelligence with 
ſome leading Men amongſt the Commons, I wiſhed them to conſider how we were 
ſtraitned in Time by his Majeſty's Commiſſion, which had limited this Seſſion to three 
Weeks, fo as now there remained not above fourteen Days of Sitting, which would be 
totally run up in the neceſſary Forms of reading the two Bills of Subſidies in both 
Houſes, ſo as of neceſlity we were to put them to it as ſpeedily as might be, without 
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That the Popiſn Party's. wich ſo much Earneſtneſ for 


4 Nd purging (as they call it) the Houſe, came not, 4s I was well aſſured, from any Backward- 


neſs to fupply ths King, but out of a Hope (that by this Means putting out many of the

Joy and therefore I was abſolute in Opinion to propound it the next Morning, 
The Preſident of Connagb made anſwer, that now that I had delivered my Vote 


none of them ſhould dare to argue it againſt me, otherways he conceived many of them 
| ſhould not have adventured it to the Point fo early. 

The Chancellor thereupon fully declared himſelf for the next Day, and that, if 1 had 
| been of the contrary Mind, yet he ſhould have craved Leave to have difſented- f om-me. 

But underſtanding well enough whither that Speech of the Preſident tended, to 
wit, if the Succeſs had not anſwered Expectation, the Fault muſt have dwelt with me, 
I roundly and earneſtly told them, I was very indifferent what Reſolution the Houſe 
ſhould fall upon, — too juſt and gracious a Maſter ever to fear to be anſwerable 
for the Succeſs of Affairs in Contingence, fo long as I did ſincerely and faithfully en- 
deavour that which I conceived to be for the beſt ; that there were two Ends I had my 
Eye on; the one I would infallibly attain unto, either a Submiſſion of the People to his 
Majeſty's juſt Demands, or a juſt Occaſion of Breach, and either would content the 
King : 'The firſt was undeniably and evidently beſt for them ; but could my Maſter in 
his Goodneſs confider himſelf apart from his Subjects, or theſe become ſo Ingrate, I 
ſpake it confidently upon the Peril of my Head, a Breach ſhall be better for him than 
any Supply they could give him in Parliament: And therefore I did defire that no Man 
ſhould deceive himſelf; my Maſter was not to ſeek in his Counſels, nor was he a Prince 
that either could or would be denied juſt Things. 

The Courſe: therefore I preſcribed them was, ſo ſoon as the Houſe was well ſettled, 
that the Maſter of the Rolls ſhould move the Supply upon Generals, inforcing it with 
the beſt Arguments he could, Which I told them was not to be diverted by any other 
Propoſition, not by moving that it might reſt till the Houſe had taken this purging 
Phyſick they ſo hotly called for, to which their Anſwer was ready; that Buſineſs was 
in a — ſo the Houſe diſpofleſs'd of it; and was not to ſtay all their other Buſineſs 
in the mean Time: And ſo roundly to put this to the Queſtion, and to divide the Houſe, 
which if they carried, then were they preſently to put the Houſe into a Committee, 
and not to leave it till they ſhould gain the Supply; but if they loſt the firſt Queſtion, 
then my Opinion was, they were to let it reſt till we might __ adviſe in Council 
how farther: to proceed, 

And ſo I broke up the Council, telling them my Maſter expected that every Mem- 
ber of this Board, in Affirmance of their own Counſel tranſmitted over to his Ma- 
jeſty ſhould ſpeak heartily, for fix Subſidies to be paid in four Years, and to prepare 
all their Friends with all the Power and Credit they had, which I muſt carefully ob- 
ſerve and truly count over according to each Man's Merit and Service. 

The next Morning being Friday, the Maſter of the Rolls moved it very ſeaſonably, 
and certainly by the judgment them all with very great Ability and Advantage. 

Juſt as 1 foreſaw the Popiſh Party moved a Stay till the Houſe were purged forſooth: 

hey put it roundly to the Queſtion, and carried it by twenty eight Voices, inſtantly 
the Houſe turned into a Committee, that Side fearing to loſe their Part of the Honour 
and Thanks, came round with all the Chearfulneſs poſfible, and the other ſurprized, 
and no Time left to recolle& themſelves, they all with one Voice concluded the Gift of 
fix Subfidies as was deſired before Twelve of the Clock. | 

The reſt of this Seſſion we have entertained and ſpun them out in Diſcourſes, but 
kept them nevertheleſs from concluding any Thing, yet have finiſhed within the firſt 
liraited Time. No other Laws paſſed ' but the two Acts of Subſidies, and that other 
ſhort Law for confirming all ſuch"Compoſitions as are or ſhall be made upon the Com-

My Lords and Gentlemen, 
SH ALL crave Leave, with your good Favours to take you to witneſs as of the 


1 greateſt Honour ſo of the greateſt Burden I ever ſuſtained, being intruſted at this 
Time in this high Court to communicate with you the Counſels, the Purpoſes of 2 
wiſe and mighty King. And howbeit, the Reaſons leading and Reſolutions ſet in aſ- 
ſcmbling Parliaments be the hidden Secrets, the priviledged Peculiars of Kings, for 
which they afe in no kind accountable, nor ought any Subject uncall'd to inter- 
meddle: Yet is his Majeſty graciouſly pleaſed that I thus ſet forth the Grounds of this 
| preſent Meeting faithfully and evidently before you. And it Temples conſtituted by 
the Pagans to their Jupiter, Apollo, and thoſe other Gods of the greater Volume, were 
(as the Architect rules it) to be left ſub dio, without any other than Heaven for a Cover- 
præ- 


ing, Quoniam horum Deorum & ſpecies & effettus in aperto Mundo atque lucente 
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 ſentes videmus: Then ſure, with far better Reaſon than thoſe their fictitious Gods are A. D. 1634. 
tze princely and juſt Intendments of my gracious and great Maſter to be by us all this . 
Day celebrated under the Sun, conſidering that if we, who have the Happineſs to ga- | 
ther the bleſſed Fruits of his Government, could prove ſo ingrate as not to acknow- 
ledge them, yet ſhall their own Weight and Piety convey them along, proclaim' him 
aloud to future Ages famous, even among the beſt of Kings. 
Thus then being to diſcourſe unto you of theſe Counſels, theſe Purpoſes, wherein 
ourſelves and Poſterities alſo are ſo deeply concerned, I cannot chuſe but promiſe un- 
to myſelf your ſerious Attention and readieſt Aſſiſtance, For juſt it is that his Majeſty's 
Eyes having been awake, his Ears open, ſo many Years for your Tranquillity and Peace, 
you ſhould now at length afford him for ſome few Hours your Hearts and Hands in the 
Conſideration and Settlement of his Affairs, under the well-pleaſfing Shade of whoſe Great- 
neſs and Goodneſs you enjoy all that you have. 
I ſhall, as near as I can, ſpeak in the Style of my Royal Maſter, which is to be 
with Brevity and Clearneſs, and begin with the Certificate of the State of the Re- 5 
venue and Debts of this Crown, as it was tranſmitted over unto his Majeſty by my Lords, 
the then Juſtices, and this whole Council, in February 163 1, preſently after his Ma- 
jeſty had been pleaſed to ſet me apart for this Employment : The principal Parts where- 
of were theſe ; 
That the Debts of the Crown were an hundred thouſand Pounds 1r:/þ. 
That the ordinary certain Charge did exceed the annual conſtant Revenue twenty 


thouſand Pounds Engliſb at leaſt. 85 
That nothing was to be ſaved from the Civil Liſt; for that was the rich Diſpenſation 


of his Majeſty's uniform Juſtice among you. 

That nothing was to be retrenched from the Martial Liſt ; for the Army was of abſo- 

lute Neceflity, the great Preſerver of the publick Peace, and in no Caſe to be leſſen'd. 

That the Revenue had been ſo narrowly fitted as there was no hope of any conſider- 

able Increaſe to be had from thence, : 

And that there was no other Poſſibility remaining to ſupply the ordinary Payments 

of the Army, but by levying the twelve Pence a Sunday upon the Recuſants. 

But his Majeſty held it more natural and proper, in Caſes of Conſcience and Reli- 
gion, to ſoften and incline the Hearts of Men by the good Examples of Life, and the 
ſound and perſuaſive Doctrine of his Clergy, than by Conſtraint to inforce a ſeeming 
Conformity, and far more graceful and comely in a King to expreſs himſelf towards 
his People through Gentleneſs and Clemency than by Stiffneſs and Severity; ſo as this 
Streightneſs of his Affairs could not wreſt from him a preſent Reſolution to follow that 
' Courſe : But his tender Indulgence to his good People, whereof he underſtood there 
was ſo great a Number, Recuſants, in this Kingdom, moved him to command a Stay 
of all Levies of that Duty till my coming over. 

Upon theſe Terms it. ſtood when J received the Sword, having it chief nevertheleſs 
in my Inſtructions ſpeedily to adviſe with this Council for diſcharge of theſe Debts and 
Payment of the Army: And having it eaſily and univerſally granted, that after the Ex- 

nce of ſo much Engliſh Treaſure and Blood for your Preſervation, it ſtood with all 
the Reaſon in the World this Kingdom ſhould now bear and maintain itſelf, and that 
the Army, the principal Nerve, which gave Motion to the Civil Government, was not 
to be weakned or infirmed; they adviſed the Continuance of the Contribution a Year 
longer, and that in the mean Time his Majeſty might be moved for a Parliament, as 
the fitteſt Expedient for the Eſtabliſhment of ſo great a Work. An Advice indeed 
fince ſeconded in a Manner by you all, as will appear by your ſeveral Letters now in 
my keeping. 

And now you ſee his Majeſty hath graciouſly condeſcended to your own Deſires, as 
ever beft pleaſed to tread the ancient Paths in publick Services, to take his People along, 
to have you. yourſelyes co-operate with him for the individual good of you both, 
Juſtice and Protection deſcending, Duty and Obedience aſcending, being thoſe Intelli- 
gences which ſhould paſs the beſt Entertainments betwixt a King and his People. 

And conſidering the Army hath been ſo often and weightily repreſented over to his 
Majeſty from this Council, and in a Manner from the Body of this whole Kingdom, 
to be of abſolute Neceſſity, giving Comfort and Encouragement to quiet Minds in their 
honeſt Occafions, containing the licentious Spirits within the modeſt Bounds of So- 
briety, it confiſteth not with his Majeſty's Wiſdom to give unto the World, no not the 


Appearance of ſo much Improvidence in his own Counſels, of ſo much Forgetfulneſs 
| in 
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A. D. 1634. in a Caſe of your Safety, as to leave this Pillar of his Authority and your on Peace 
Punſet for Continuance at leaſt one fix Months before the wearing forth of this Contri- 


bution. It ſeemed therefore good to his Majeſty to call you thus early to Council. to 
adviſe, how the hundred thouſand Pound Debt might be diſcharged, this Army fo pro- 
vided, as might altogether eafe his princely Thoughts of that Cafe hereafter. N ff 

Thus have you heard the Counſels preceding, and the two Propoſitions ſubſequent. 
And that you might alſo the better underſtand the Order and Decorum to be obſerved 
in your Proceedings, I am further by expreſs Command to ſignify unto you, that his 
Majeſty is purpoſed to make two Seſſions of this Parliament: This for the Crown, and 
another at Michaelmas for you ; this to provide for himſelf as Head, and that to care 
for his People as Members, Yet this I dare aſſume, that if you fail not the King in 
this former, his Majeſty above all you can think will go along with you in that 
latter Seſſion, through all the Expreſſions of a gracious and wiſe King: But till, ac- 
cording to the Order of good Manners, Reaſon, and Nature, himſelf firſt, his People 
afterwards. | | 

And albeit his Majeſty needs inſiſt upon no other Argument to bow you to his juſt 
Defires, but his own Perſonal Merit, and thoſe Sovereign Duties you owe him for his 

aſtice and Protection, in Compariſon whereof, I confeſs indeed all that can be ſaid is 
far ſubordinate, yet you will admit me, that, ſees, how much the whole Frame of this 
Commonwealth by a cloſe Conſent of Parts is like to ſettle or ſuffer with the good or 
bad Succeſs of this preſent Meeting, as a Perſon that hath no End but uprightly to 
diſpenſe my Maſter's Juſtice amongſt you without Acceptance of Perſons, nor expects, 
hopes for no other Rewards than through the Monuments and Teſtimonies, I truſt, 
I ſhall be able to leave behind me, to be acknowledg'd, when I am gone, by you and 
your Children, a true Lover of your Country, Give me Leave, I ſay, as a Perſon 
thus qualify'd, thus affected to tell you plainly, that if you do not perfectly and 
chearfully conform yourſelves to fulfil his Majeſty's Defires, you render yourſelves to 
all equal Minds the moſt unwiſe, the moſt unthankful, the moſt unpardonable People 
of the whole World, | 

For lay your Hands upon your Hearts, and tell me, if ever the Deſires of a mighty 
and powerful King, were ſo moderate, ſo modeſt, taking, aſking nothing for himſelf, 
but all for you, 

His Majeſty hath contracted a vaſt Debt merely in the Service of this Crown, and 
now after a long Peace, and your private Eſtates mightily improv'd under the Guard 
of his Wiſdom and Juſtice, he moves you to eaſe his Crown of this Burden, which 

ou are now ſo well able to do. Can any Thing be more patient in Forbearance or 
more ſeaſonable in Time ? : 

His Majeſty iſſueth all he hath willingly for your Protection and Safety, nay hath 
enter'd into a new Charge of ſeven thouſand Pounds a Year Engliſh for ſafeguarding 
your Coaſt, to give the more Life and Comfort to your Trades and Merchants, covets 
no more than that, he beſtowing all he hath upon you, you ſhou'd beſtow the ſmall 
| Remainder upon yourſelves, that you bear the Charge futurely in Part, that have hi- 
therto entirely gather'd the whole Profit. Is any thing more according to Reaſon or 
Nature? | 

His Majeſty and his Royal Father, ſince their happy Acceſſions to the Crown, have 
had but one Subſidy of you, nor any thing elſe, ſaving this Contribution towards the 
Army, for which you had Immunities granted, of more Value to yourſelves than this 
Gift was to the Crown; where England in that Time hath given them thirty Subſi- 
dies. And can you be ſo indulgent to yourſelves, as to be perſuaded, you muſt ever be 
exempt from your Proportion of the Charge, living in the more ſubordinate Kingdom? 
If it ſhould be ſo, certainly the Stars were more propitious to you than to any other 
conquer'd Nation under Heaven. | 

No, no, let no ſuch narrow, inward Conſiderations poſſeſs you, but roundly and chear- 
fully apply yourſelves to the Contentment of his Majeſty after your long Peace, let 
our Encreaſe be that of our beſt Grounds, Qui majore ubertate gratiam quietis 
referre ſolent. Let your Gifts preſerve the three Properties, the Maſter Architect re- 
quires in our beſt Buildings, let them be, ad uſum, ad ſpeciem, & ad firmitatem. 

Ad uſum they ſhall be, if they prove ſeaſonably anſwerable to the preſent Exigent 
of the Affairs. For, if they hold not Proportion with theſe, there will be no Symme- 


try in them, and ſo perchance you may be anſwered in the Words of the Prophet,

your Bed is ſhorter than that a Man can ftretch himſelf on it, and your Covering nar- 
rower than\that a Man can wrap himſelf in it.

Next ad ſpeciem; for the Way of doing imports much with great Princes. And Beauty 
and Comelineſs they ſhall have, if they flow freely without Conditions, if your Pro- 
ceedings be as befits Subjects towards a King, not by way of Contract, or between 
"Merchant and Merchant. For as all other wiſe and mighty Kings, my Maſter expects

the Honour of your Truſt, due to him indeed not only in the common Caſe of King 


and People, but to him by particular Merit. For call but to Mind, that where your 
Agents gave ſixſcore thouſand Pounds to be paid in three Years, his Majeſty for your 
Eaſe was content to take it in fix, enlarging to you his Graces the whilſt ; and then 
ſurely ſo great a Meanneſs can never enter your Hearts as once to ſuſpect his gracious 
Regard of you and Performance with you, where you affie yourſelves upon his Grace 
and Bounty, . | | 

Laſtly, they muſt be ad Firmitatem, for Laſting and Strength. That is, there muſt 
be a ſtanding Revenue (mark it well) provided by you to ſupply and ſettle the con- 
ſtant Payments of the Army. For it is far below my great Maſter to come at every 
Year's End, with bis Hat in his Hand, to intreat, that you would be pleaſed to pre- 
ſerve yourſelves. : e orSraig 

Next let me adviſe you, ſuffer no poor Suſpicions or Jealouſies to vitiate your Judg- 
ments, much rather become you wiſe by others Harms. You cannot be ignorant of the 
Misfortunes theſe Meetings have run of late Years in England, ſtrike not therefore 
upon the ſame Rock of Diſtruſt, which hath fo often ſhiver'd them. For whatever 
other Accident this Miſchief may be aſſigned unto, there was nothing elſe that brought 
it upon us, but the King's juſt ſtanding to have the Honour of our Truſt, and our 
ill-grounded obſtinate Fears, that wou'd not be ſecured. This was that Spirit of the 
Air that walked in Darkneſs, abuſing both ; whereon if once one Beam of Light and 
Truth had happily reflected, it had paſſed over as Clouds without Rain, and left the 
King far better contented with his People, and them much more happy, albeit as they 
are (Thanks to God and his Majeſty) the happieſt of the whole World. 

Take heed of private Meetings and Conſults in your Chambers, by Deſign and Pri- 
vity aforehand to contrive, how to diſcourſe and carry the publick Affairs when you 
come into the Houſes. For beſides, that they are in themſelves unlawful, and pu- 
niſhable in a grievous Meaſure, I never knew them in all my Experience to do any 


Good to the Publick or to any particular Man; I have often known them do much 


Harm to both. But you will fay, you are called hither to conſult de arduis Regni 
negotiis; true, yet in theſe Houſes, not in your Chambers, here is the proper Place, 
here his Majeſty will graciouſly accept, and thank you for your good Counſel: But 
he expects not to find you muttering, or to name it more truly, mutinying in Corners. I 
am commanded to carry a very wakeful Eye over theſe private and ſecret Conventi- 
cles, to puniſh the Tranſgreſſion with a heavy and ſevere Hand, therefore it behoves 
you to look to it. | | 

Chiefly beware of Diviſions in your Counſels : For Diviſion confines always upon 
Ruin, leads ever to ſome fatal Precipice or other. Divide not between Proteſtant and 
Papiſt; for this Meeting is merely Civil, Religion not at all concerned one Way or 
other. In this I have endeavoured to give you Satisfaction both privately and publickly, 
and now I afſure you again there is nothing of Religion to be ſtirr'd in this Parliament, 
being only aſſembled to ſettle the Temporal State, which you may now ſafely confide 
upon. For believe me, I have a more hallowed Regard to my Maſter's Honour, than 
to profane his Chair with Untruths, ſo as if after all this any ſhall again ſpring this 
Doubt amongſt you, it is not to be judged to ariſe from Hardneſs of Belief, but much 
rather from a perverſe and malevolent Spirit, deſirous to embroil your peaceable Pro- 
ceedings with Party and Faction. And I truft your Wiſdom and Temper will quickly 
conjure all ſuch forth from amongſt you | 


Divide not Nationally, betwixt Engliſb and Iriſh, The King makes no Diſtinction 
betwixt you, reputes you all without Prejudice, and that upon ſafe and true Grounds, 
J aſſure myſelf, his good and faithful Subjects. And Madneſs it were in you then to 
raiſe that Wall of Separation amongſt yourſelves.

For you might as well tell me an Head 
WY might live without a Body, or a Body without a Head, as that it is poſſible for a 
King to be rich and happy. without his People be ſo likewiſe, or that a People can be 
rich and happy without the King be ſo alſo, Moſt certain it is, that their well-being 
is individually one and the ſame, their Intereſts woven up together with ſo tender and 
cloſe Threads, as cannot be pulled aſunder without a Rent in the Commonwealth, 

And therefore you are to look upon them equally and at once, and to ſtudy this not 
perfunctorily but conſcientiouſly; for this is a conſcientious Duty, as was excellently 
and piouſly expreſſed by the prime Father of this Church, which many of you did, 
and all might have heard, and forth of my Zeal to God's Church and the Good of this 
Commonwealth, I with from my Soul, wou'd have all made yourſelves capable of 
hearing it, and that we might have had your Company as well in the Church as here 
in the Houſes.

1. may eaſily make or mar this Parliament. If you proceed with Reſpect without 
aying Clogs and Conditions upon the King, as wiſe Men and good Subjects ought 
to do, you ſhall infallibly ſet up this Parliament eminent to Poſterity, as the very 
Baſis and Foundation of the greateſt Happineſs and Proſperity that ever befel this 
Nation.

W HEREAS at a Parliament holden at Drogheda on Monday next after the Feaſt 
of St. Andrew the Apoſtle, in the tenth Year of the Reign of King Henry the 
VII” before Sir Edward Poynings Knt. then Lord Deputy of this Realm of Ireland, 
an Act was made for and concerning the Order, Manner and Form of Parliaments to 
be holden and kept in this Realm of Ireland, whereby it was Ordained and Eſtabliſh- 
ed, that no Parliament ſhould be holden thereafter in the ſaid Land, but at ſuch Sea- 
ſons as the King's Lieutenant and Council here ſhould firſt certify the King, 
under the Great Seal of this Land, the Cauſes and Conſiderations of all ſuch Acts as 
them ſeemeth ſhould paſs in the ſame Parliament, and ſuch Cauſes, Conſiderations 
and Acts affirmed by the King and his Council to be good and expedient for this Land, 
and his Licence thereupon as well in Affirmation of the ſaid Cauſes and Acts, as to 
ſummon the ſaid Parliament under his Great Seal of England had and obtained. And 
whereas at a Parliament holden at Dublin on Tueſday the firſt Day of June in the 30 
and 4 Years of the Reign of King Philip and Queen Mary before Sir Thomas Rad- 
chfe Knight, Earl of Suſſex, then Lord Deputy of this Kingdom, it was Ordained and 
_ Enacted and Eſtabliſhed, that the ſaid Act ſhould be expounded, underſtood and taken 
as in the ſaid Act of the 34 and 4* of King Philip and Queen Mary was declared, 
viz, That no Parliament ſhould be ſummoned or holden within this Realm of

ſiderations, Cauſes and Articles of ſuch Acts, Proviſions and Ordinances as by them A. D. 1634.

declaring their Pleaſure either for the paſſing of the ſaid Acts, Proviſions and Ordi- 
nances in ſuch Form and Tenor as they ſhould be ſent into England, or elfe for the 
Change and Alteration of them, or any Part of the ſame, and that as well after every 
Authority or Licence ſent into this Kingdom for holding a Parliament, as alſo at all 
Times after the Summons and during the Time of every Parliament thereafter to be 
holden within this Realm, the Lieutenant, Lord Deputy, Lord Juſtice, Lord Juſtices, 
or other Chief Governor and Council of this Kingdom for the Time being, ſhould and 
might certify all ſuch other Conſiderations, -Cauſes, Tenors, Proviſions and Ordinances 
as they ſhould further think good to be enacted and eſtabliſhed, at and in the ſaid 
Parliament to the King and Queen's Majeſties, their Heirs and Succeſſors under the 
Great Seal of this Realm of Ireland; and ſuch Confiderations, Cauſes, Tenors, Pro- 
viſions and Ordinances, or any of them as ſhould be thereupon certified and returned 
into this Realm under the Great Seal of England, and no other, ſhould and might 
paſs and be enacted here, in every ſuch Parliament within this ſaid Realm of Ireland, 
in Caſe the ſame Conſiderations, Cauſes, Tenors, Proviſions and Ordinances, or any 
of them ſhould be agreed or reſolved on by the three Eſtates of the ſaid Parliament. 
And whereas in this preſent Seſſion of Parliament the Lords Spiritual and Temporal 
being aſſembled, did the 240 of July now laſt paſt, ' appoint and ſelect a Committee 
of eighteen Lords for Grievances, and taking into Conſideration of ſuch Acts as are 
fit to be propounded to be paſſed, and ſuch Statutes as are in Force, which are fit to be 
repealed; which Committee met accordingly, and gave Order unto his Majeſty's learn- 
ed Counſel for drawing of ſeveral Acts to be paſſed, viz. on the 26 of July laſt, 
for reſtraining the barbarous Cuſtoms of Plowing by the Tail, of pulling the Wool 
off living Sheep, of burning Corn in Straw, and barking of ſtanding Trees, of cut- 
ting young Trees by Stealth, of forcing Cows to give Milk, and of building Houſes 
without Chimneys; and likewiſe on the 30h Day of the ſame Month, the ſaid Com- 
mittee gave further Order to his Majeſty's learned Counſel to draw Acts for and touch- 
ing the Limitation of his Majeſty's Title, not to extend above threeſcore Years, ac- 
cording to the Effect of the Statute of 21m9 Jacobi Regis made in England, and in 
purſuit of his Majeſty's Pleaſure ſignified by his Highneſs's Inſtructions brought over 
by the Agents of this Kingdom in Anno 1628, and for reſtraining the ſtealing of 
great Hawks with Nets, and ſetting Hawks for Aire once in ſeven Years, throughout 
the Kingdom, and for preſerving of Game: And laſtly, on the firſt Day of this In- 
| ſtant, another Committee of the Lords appointed for Privileges, gave like Order to his 
Majeſty's Attorney General, with the Advice of ſome of the Judges to draw an Act 
for making ſuch Noblemen as are reſident in England liable to all publick Charges and 
Payments taxed by Parliament in this Kingdom, whence their Titles of Honour are 
derived, with Limitation that every Earl, deriving his Honour from this Kingdom, 
ſhould, within two Yeats next after this preſent Parliament, purchaſe in this King- 
dom Lands to the Value of three Hundred Pounds per Annum, every Viſcount Lands 
to the Value of two hundred and fifty Pounds per Annum, and every Baron Lands to the 
Value of two hundred Pounds per Annum, or otherwiſe their Honours derived from this 
Kingdom to be void: And whereas alſo the ſaid Committee for Privileges directed the 
Lord Chancellor to move Us the Lord Deputy, that divers Acts drawn up by his Majeſty's 
Judges of the ſeveral Courts, and conſidered of and allowed by their Lordſhips, might 
be further proceeded in as appertaineth, which the Lord Chancellor did accordingly : All 
which former Proceedings of their Lordſhips, We the Lord Deputy taking into due Con-

{aid Lords adviſedly or purpoſedly intended to violate or innovate in any Thing, otherwiſe

LL your Letters, which as yet unanſwered lye here before me, I ſhall reſpectively 
diſcharge myſelf of at once, as they come in order, beſeeching your Lordſhip's 
Pardon, if I take the Liberty now and then to paſs over four or five together, ſo long 
as I do not neglect in any one Point I receive from you to return a preſent and im-

For Sir Philip Mainwaring, I have told him how much he is bound to your Lord- 


ſhip, who no doubt will acknowledge it all his Life in ſuch a Sort as it well deſerves. 

As for your Letter touching the Tallow, although it bears Date the 30 of Fuly, I 
received it not till the 4* of Auguſt, which is juſt the Monday after this Seſſion of 
Parliament, before which Time both the Houſes had preferred their ſeveral Petitions 
for the free Exportation of this Commodity, together with their Reaſons, ſo as I could 
not endeavour to prevent it. And albeit, 1 had received your Directions in Time; 
yet impoſſible it would have been to ſtop them, ſo extreamly do they judge this Re- 
ſtraint to prejudice the whole Kingdom, being their great Staple Commodity, out of 
which they pretend are to be raiſed their own Rents and all the great Payments to his 
Majeſty; and indeed I am of Opinion the Courſe intended will infinitely diſcontent 
them all, nothing ſo much, and deſtroy their Trade above all that can be foreſeen. 
Their Petitions with other Things I will tranſmit the next Week by the Secretary, de- 
firing that nothing be done haſtily herein, but that it may be well conſidered by your 
Lordſhips on that Side; and that then whatever is to be done, I may have my Warrant 
from his Majeſty, judging it, in a Buſineſs of this general Extent, neither ſafe for your 
Lordſhip or me to vouch any other mediate Authority, but directly from the King 
himſelf. | 

And thus I have gone over your Lordſhip's two Letters of the third, and now I go on 
to two others of yours of the 4* of Fuly. The former mentions the Allom-Works, 
which Mr. Burlimachy deſires to deal with for Part of my Term. But indeed the 
Rent is ſo great that I dare not venture to meddle with a Man of no better Credit 
than Burlimachy'is at this Time, for if he ſhould break with me, as he has done with 
others, it might half undo me; and as for the Profit of the Bargain, it is utterly un- 
certain, But I defire that for the more ſecuring of this Revenue to the Crown, your

Lordſhip would order them to keep the Works in good Repair, and dig the Mine or- 


derly and well during their Term according to their Covenants, elſe may it prejudice 
me very much, that am in Remainder. Alſo, if I might underſtand for which of your 
Lordſhip's Sons you would appoint the five hundred Pounds a Year Penſion from the 
Time I enter to the End of my Term, it ſhall be inſtantly ſealed and perfected, be- 
ing utterly purpoſed to fulfil to a Letter in Plainneſs and Truth every Word that paſ-

For the Pipe-Staves of Abraham and Tho. Chamberlain, if they cauſe their Agent to 
come to me, I will mediate with the Patentees for the Tranſportation of them, or 
at leaſt that they ſhall have a reaſonable Price for their Staves as they are indifferently 
worth.

Vox Letter of the 80 of October came fafely to me at Petworth the 19% of the 
ſame Month. You accept ſo well of my poor Abilities to ferve your Lordſhip, 
that it encourages me to go on chearfully, and never did I it more willingly to any Man. 
For, I ingenuouſly confeſs to your Lordſhip, that ſince the firſt Time that I had the 
Honour in Parliament to hear you ſpeak, you did ſo abſolutely purchaſe both my 
Thoughts and Affections, that ſince then 1 have ever reflected upon you as on an extra- 
ordinary Perſon, and have ever paſſionately wiſhed you all Happineſs, and been your 
humble Servant, though I had not the Means to let you know ſo much, until upon 
your Imployment into that Kingdom, where you now reſide, you let me know your 
Deſire to have me write to your Lordſhip. | | . A 

In the firſt Place, I muſt crave your Lordſhip's Pardon for any falſe Advertiſements 
I have written in my vacation Letters. I affect nothing more than Truth, and ſhall 
ever be willing to retract any Thing that upon better Information I find not to be fo; 
Being but newly returned to London, I ſhall briefly relate how I find all Things here, 
though ſome late goers hence have perhaps preſented them to your Lordſhip already. 

I find Mr. Maſon of Lincol/n's-Inn Recorder, recommended by his Majeſty to the Ci- 
ty, and by them willingly elected; Mr. Littleton Sollicitor ; his Predeceſſor refuſed to 
be Serjeant or Judge, continues of the King's Counſel at large, and hath Leave to plead 
within the Bars in Weſtminſter-Hall.

for they would have brought all Efex from Stratford-Bow to Colcheſter, to be Foreſt. 
Tis not yet judged, for the Gentlemen of that County being unprepared for a Defence, 
they have Time given them until the 20h of February, then the Juſtice in Eyre will 
ſet again.

One Sir Anthony Roper of Kent was fined in the Star-Chamber for Depopulations 
four thouſand Pounds, to the Relator one hundred Pounds, to the Parſon of his Pariſh 
one hundred Pounds, and to the Poor of the ſame Pariſh one hundred Pounds; He is 
injoined alſo to repair thoſe Houſes he hath demoliſhed within two Years, to let his 
Farms at reaſonable Rates; if he ſhould dye in the Interim, yet he is obliged to have 
theſe Things performed, and not to come forth of Priſon 'till he hath'given Security 
for the true Performance of every Part of this Cenſure. ao 

The Lord Morley's Buſineſs alſo hath received an Hearing in the Star-Chamber this 
Term; the Charges againſt him were theſe, That in Court he ſhould ſay to Sir George 
Theobalds, What a baſe Raſcal is this? I am no Companion for ſuch a baſe Fellow, ſuch 
a Dunghill Rogue as thou art; for challenging him to go out of the Court, ſaying, 
Thou baſe Raſcal, I will cut thy Throgt; for punching him on the Breaft, and catching 
him by the Throat with his Hand: All which was done and faid nigh to the Chair of 
State in that Room, where their Majeſties were entring. The Lord Morley's Counſel 
confeſſeth the Charge, ſaying, It was done in a Paſſion, (they might have more truly 
aid in an high Fit of Drunkenneſs) ſo ſubmitted to the King's Mercy. The Attorney 
purſues him fiercely, ſhows his Learning, and brings his Precedents, all which I omit. 
The Cenſure begins, my Lord Cottzngton was not there, Judge Jones began, and all con-

Your Lordſhip hath heard of Sir Miles Fleetwood's Commiſſion to go let Leaſes for 
thirty one Years in the Manor of Grafton; his Majeſty's Commiſſion he received 
from the Lord Treaſurer ; and, as I hear ſince my coming to Town, | hath raiſed upon 
it, without Sale of Woods, but only making up the Tenants Eſtates thirty one Years, 
eighteen thouſand Pounds, Much of it is paid in already, whereof ſome hath been 
tendred to Sir Francis Crane, but he refuſeth his Acquittance upon thoſe Terms it is 
offered, Shortly this Buſineſs is to be heard before the Lords at the Council-Table, I 
believe publickly ; for, Sir Francis Crane defires many of his Friends to be there at the 
Hearing of it.

Another Bill, which was 
nigh Hearing betwixt the Lord Mobun and Sir James Bagge, upon a Motion of Ser- 
jeant Bramſton's, is yet put off, until that be added to the Bill, which he moved for; 
which was, that Bagge ſhould give account of fifty five thouſand Pounds which he re- 
ceived to provide Victuals for the King's Ships, that the Victuals were of ſo ill a Con- 
dition, that they had killed four thouſand of the King's Subjects. He moved alſo, that 
Examination might be made, how theſe. great Sums were diſpended, ſince the Cry of 
the Country went, that many yet wanted their Money, and that others had not-their 
full due Debts, but that Sir Fames Bagge compounded them to the \ Grievance of the 
People. Upon this Motion the Bill was ſtopped, and what he deſired, fully granted. 
My Lord Keeper's Son's Wife, the Lord Craven's Siſter, died lately of Child- birth, in 
Worceſterſhire at their Country Houſe there, where they had been Houſe-keepers near a 
I come now to a Rodomontado of ſuch a Nature as is ſcarce credible. Sir Fohn 
Sutling, a young Man, Son to him that was Comptroller, famous for nothing before 
but that he was a great Gameſter, was a Suitor to a Daughter of Sir Henry Willoughby's 
in Derbyſbire, Heir to a Thouſand a Year.

above the Eſtimate I formerly made, as I am very fearful to proceed in them, leſt when 
J had begun, and, as I thought, done my Maſter good Service, I might receive Blame 
for want of good Underſtanding of theſe Buſineſſes. Therefore I ſhall beſeech your

The Libel indeed is w ous foul and ſcandalous, and foreſeeing they meant to 
proceed criminally with him in the Lower Houſe, and ſo tranſmit him at after to the 
Lords to be judged, according to the Manner of England, I thought good to gain a 
Priority of Suit from them, as unſatisfied in myſelf, whether his Majeſty ſhould think

him, albeit abſent, without ſo much as mentioning the Deputy and Council; ſo little 
did his Lordſhip regard, or little at leaſt remember the Proteſtation I put in againſt 
theſe Courſes upon the parting of the former Seſſion.

My noble Lord, : 


I HOPE my laſt Letters have aſſured your Lordſhip of my Reſpects, for there was not 

much in them elſe, that might excuſe your Trouble: nor any greater Cauſe of theſe, 
for with me that is enough; and with your Lordſhip, your Nobleneſs hath made me 
know, they are not ungracious. : ; 

I would write your Lordſhip ſomething more, if I knew what other Men did not 
write, and what were moſt ſerviceable, and that I will endeavour. If I fail, I had ra- 
ther ſuffer a Charge of Importunity than Neglect. For, though I ſerve not your Lord- 
ſhip, I honour my Election, when I ſtrive to ſerve you. 

From Germany we hear only of the French Proſperity ; who have relieved Heidel- 
burg Caſtle, and poſſeſſed it: and they are in Deſign to force the Electors and Cities of 
Colen, Mentz and Trier (almoſt already in facto uſurped) and the Duke of Newburgh, 
to take theirs or the Dutch Protection, To which end they machinate a new and 
ſtricter League; and will both appear in the Land of Liege, as the Rendezvous, with 
ſeveral Armies. And if they can by Terror affect their Purpoſe (for it is believed thoſe 
Princes are not unwilling to have the Excuſe of an Army to cover their Defection) then 
the States may deliver Maeſtricht to the French, which will be their fit Frontier, and a 
Wall to the Dutch, and theſe may get Colen in Exchange: and thus between them they 
will command all the Rhine as high as Straſburgh : What the Iſſue is like to be I leave 
to your Lordſhip's Wiſdom and Judgment. Sure I am, we have too much looſed the 
Reins to the Dutch, and by Contempt enforced them to fall into the Gulph of dange- 
rous Friends, | 

This Day we have Letters come, . and I believe them, as far as any firſt Report, that 
Gravelin is given up to the French, which will make open War, yet not eaſe us: for 
we are not out of as near a Danger, that a growing State doth get Harbours right againſt 
us. The News hath this Induction of Credit, that the Governor was in diſtruſt, and 
refuſed to appear at Bruſſels: But I commend it to your Lordſhip as Men do Fiſh, for 
the Freſhneſs, not for Certainty ; yet this I collect, that if it be not true, the Root of it 
is the Diſaffection of the two Crowns, France and Spain; and of this a Third might 
make good Uſe. \ | 

Your Lordſhip, perhaps, hath heard of a Rumour of Affection in the King of Po- 
land (a brave, valiant, and undertaking Prince) to marry the Lady Elizabeth Palatine, 
and though no great Encouragement hath been given him to confirm him; yet I have 
newly received a good Advertiſement that he hath reſolved it, and procured the Conſent

In general, we” are advertiſed from other Parts, and out of 
rance itſelf, that as the French now affect that Extent of Monarchy, which the Spa- 
ni ard had in deſign, fo W in the Relation, which in that Reſpect they have 
to us, they work by the fame Arts. The Spaniards made uſe àgainſt us of our own 
Subjects, both Clergy and Laymen: Now the French Cardinal fuhs'as large a Courſe 
both by erecting Seminaries, and religious Houſes for our Fugitives, and by entertain- 
ing our martial Men for his Service in the Wars.

This Noland and theſe Colonels 
ſerved long under the Spaniard, and have quit to ſerve France for more Pay:

y a Letter of the 11 of the laſt Month, amongſt other Particulars, I am com- 

| B manded to ſwear the Earl of Nithiſdale of this Council, and to adminiſter unto 

him the Oath in ſuch Caſes uſual; as alſo to enlarge his Grant of forfeited Recogni- 

zances from the thirtieth Year of Queen Elizabeth till the tenth Year of his Ma- 
jeſty's Reign. 2 So ; 4 

And likewiſe I bear in mind right well the Recommendations your Majeſty, by your 
Letter of October was Twelve-month, were pleaſed to give me of this Noblonlan's 
Affairs, and the Bounds ſet me therein, ſo as howbeit in Virtue of thoſe Letters, as 
alſo forth of my own Affections to the Perſon, I would be moſt ready to do him Ser- 
vice; yet I muſt conform myſelf to the Dictates of your Majeſty's good Pleaſure, and 
be bold firſt to apply the Rule of State and Conveniency to theſe Defires of his, pre- 
ſent my humble Opinion upon the whole Matter before I dare ſuffer them to paſs any 
further. 

For his being a Counſellor, your Majeſty may vouchſafe to admit me humbly to cer- 
tify that all which fit at this Board have been accuſtomed in the Time of Queen Elz- 
abeth, and ever fince, befides that of a Counſellor, to take the Oath of Supremacy, 
To diſpenſe therefore with this, without ſpecial Warrant, I could not; to offer it to 
his Lordſhip unexpected, might be interpreted a Surpriſe, and in caſe he ſhould refuſe, 
put ſome little Blemiſh upon a Perſon on whom your Majeſty is pleaſed to ſet a Mark 
of your Princely Favour : So I reſolved freely to acquaint him with all, and before it 
came to be further publiſhed, aſcertain. myſelf from his Lordſhip, whether he would 
take the Oath of Supremacy or no. And well it was I held this Courſe ; for impart- 
ing thus much unto his Lordſhip, the hearing of it troubled him exceedingly, affirm- 
ing, with great Confidence, and, as I believe, with like Truth, he never dreamt of 
the Oath, which indeed was ſuch as he might not be perſuaded to take ; how- 
beit, he would ſwear to be a true and faithful Subject with all his Heart. My Reply 
was, without an expreſs Warrant I might not in any wiſe admit him, whereupon he 
expreſſed ſome Grief that your Majeſty had at all been moved therein, profeſſed that 
had he known this in Time he would never have ſtirred in it; yet ſo far as I might 
judge, ſeemed not fully ſatisfied with my Anſwer, or willing to reſt with it here, but 

rather propoſeth to endeavour the obtaining a Diſpenſation or Qualification of that Oath 
from your Majeſty. 

In good Faith, Sir, I like his Lordſhip's Converſation and Company very well, and 
obſerve nothing in his Courſes here, but ſuch as becomes him every Way, But the 
Duties of this Place I hold by your Majeſty's Favour, oblige me to Plainneſs and 
Truth, which, God willing, I will never forfeit for any or all the Reſpects in the World 
beſides. 5 

So then I ſhall humbly crave Leave ſhortly to repreſent the ill Conſequences, which, 
I fear, will follow the bringing in of his Lordſhip to be of this Council. 

It will give a great Scandal to the Proteſtant, and a great Encouragement to the 
Popiſh Party; the former whereof, as they are at all Times the moſt and beſt aſſured 
Subjects, ſo in this Parliament have they expreſſed all poſſible good Affections and 
Chearfulneſs to your ſacred Perſon and Affairs; whereas the other are ever to be 
ſuſpected, and have in particular carried themſelves very peeviſhly, and frowardly the 
laſt Seſſion, as I have more fully and truly ſet forth in my Diſpatches to Mr. Secretary 
Coke. | 

T judge it, without all Queſtion, far the greateſt Service that can be done unto your 
Crowns, on this Side, to draw Ireland into a Conformity of Religion with England; 
which indeed would undoubtedly ſet your Majeſty in greater Strength and Safety, with- 
in your own Dominions than any thing now left by the great and happy Wiſdom 
of yourſelf and blefled Father unaccompliſhed, to make us an happy and ſecure 
People within ourſelves; and yet, this being a Work rather to be effected by Judg- 
ment and Degrees, than by a giddy Zeal and Haſte, whenever it ſhall ſeem good in 
your Wiſdom to attempt it, (for I am confident it is left as a Means whereby to glo- 
rify your Majeſty's Piety to Poſterity) there will, in the Way towards it, many Things

ſeems rather to be of Opinion than Subſtance unto him. And whether it were fit in a 
Caſe of no greater Neceſſity or Uſe to break in upon this Rule and Practice, of fo much 
Im nce and Aſſurance unto this Government, and thereby leave an Open for others 
to preſs in after, who elſe would never dare to attempt it, is very well alſo to be 
weighed. | | | 

Al that can be pretended to qualify it by is, the new Oath of Allegiance granted to 
this People in your Majeſty's Graces, the fifteenth Article. But this is readily an- 
ſwer'd too, that however your Majeſty were pleaſed in their Favour to admit the 
taking of ſuch an Oath as ſufficient in the Caſe of common Counſellors at Law, and 
other your Subjects here upon ſuing forth of Liveries and ſuch like; yet was it never 
apply'd in the Caſe of a Privy Counſellor or of any Judge, who ſets upon any of 
your Benches, but that they ever were ſtrictly put to the Oath of Supremacy as for- 
merly. And again, whether your Majeſty will give Life and Countenance to thoſe 
Graces, which are now ſo happily laid to reſt, by taking them into Practice again, 
ought in my Judgment to be carefully and wiſely foreſeen, _ | 

So as upon the whole Matter eſteeming it my Duty in Things concerning this Go- 
vernment humbly to offer my Reaſons as occaſion ſhall adviſe, as well where I am 
commanded to execute your Commands, as where my Opinion ſhall be required afore 
the Reſolution be ſet; and conſidering that it may fortune ſome Things to ſlip, which 
are not ſo handſomely laid aſide, as expedient not to be done at all, I do in all Submiſ- 
ſion crave Leave to deliver my Opinion and Judgment in this Affair, which is, that 
his Lordſhip ought to be fatisfied in reaſon of State and Government not further to

But T find it, as I take it in Mr. Secretary Coke's laſt Diſpatch, that there was no need 
to keep the Parliament together for this, for that J had already undertaken to intitle 
the King to the Plantations without a Parliament. I ſee I ſhall not need to fear any 
thing I write ſhould be forgotten, and I am glad of it, wiſhing with all my Heart, that 
all the Promiſes of his Majeſty's Servants were written in Braſs, that we might ſee, 
who comes neareſt a Performance. Tis true, I find in a- Letter to my Lord Treaſurer 
of the 8 of Sept. 1633, I mentioned an intitling of the King to Ormond, if once 
freed of the Pretences; but as for Connaght, I never ſo much as mentioned it, which 
is of the two much the greater. 

The other Point wherein I conceive I am miſtaken is, that my Advice for conti- 
nuing the Parliament by Prorogation contradicts my former Opinion, viz. that I was 
none of thoſe that were in love with long Parliaments: That I writ too, I confels, 
to Mr. Secretary Coke, and of that Mind I am till; but here was my Error, that a 
Parliament continued by Prorogation, but not to meet but when the King found his 
own Affairs to require it, otherwiſe not at all, I did not take to be the ſame Thing 
with a Parliament afſembled, ſet together, adviſing and diſcourſing of publick Affairs, 
and commonly as they underſtand one another better, ſo drawing to an Intelligence, 
Unity, and maintaining one and the ſame. Propoſitions, which I confeſs difſevered into 
all the Parts.of a Kingdom, as they muſt have been by a Prorogation, I did not, nor 
yet do take to be one and the ſame Matter. 

It is of your wonted Affection to remember me of my Son's Wardſhip, and conſi- 
_ dering how Infirmities every Winter grow upon me (and by the Way I have been trou- 
bled with an Humour, which in a ſtrict Acceptation you might term the Gout, ſo as I

Mr. Evelyn, one of the Six Clerks, received, preſently after Twelfthtide, a Writ ſent 
him into the Country, ad audiendum Fudicium: He came up and petitioned the Lords, 
that his Counſel, being Vacation, were moſt of them out of Town, the Recorder Ma- 
ſon employed at the Seſſions at Newgate, Mr, Herbert ſworn of the King's Counſel, 
His Reaſons were ſo good, that they gave him Time until the Fedne/day after the Term: 
But that Day is paſt and gone by reafon of Londonderry, The Earl of Bedford hath 
alſo received a Letter from the Lord Keeper, to anſwer in the Star-Chamber to a Bill 
put in there by the King's Attorney, about ſome Buildings anciently built about Covent- 
Garden, before he had Leave to build there. He yet ſtands it out, but 'tis thought, 
being a wiſe Man, he will accomodate it, by giving ſome greater Sum of Money, ſince 
it is likely to bring him in ſo great a Revenue for the future, T3747 | 

My Lord of Dor/et firſt, my Lord of Carlile after, were ſent of Meſſages from his 
Majeſty to the Maſter of the Wards, Sir Robert Naunton, about the beginning of Can- 
dlemas Term to leave his Place. After many Solicitations, his Anſwer was, That the 
« Term now on Foot was very ſhort, leſs Buſineſs in it of any Term in the Year; tis 
e true his Weakneſs and Infirmities 1 him from being preſent in Perſon in the Court, 
« and at the Compoſitions, yet no Buſineſs ſtopt with him, he was able enough to ſign 
« all Things brought unto him; and if his Majeſty would pleaſe to look back, 
« it was clear that my Lord Treaſurer Burleigh, by Reaſon of his great Employments, 
« and many Infirmities, ſcarce fate four times in one Year in that Court; that his Son 
« the Earl of Saliſbury, ſcarce twice in any Term, except upon very important Occa- 
« fjons; that the Earl of Mzddle/ex, in theſe latter Times, had done the like: Not- 
« withſtanding theſe Examples, he had diligently, whilft his Health permitted him, 
« frequented the Court as much as any Officer there, and intends to do b as ſoon as he 
« js recovered. This cold Winter he is much better than he was, and he hopes by 
« Eaſter Term to be very able to attend his Place, But if it ſhould happen other- 
« wiſe, then he would ſurrender it, and lay it at his Majeſty's Feet.” This Anſwer gives 
not Content. For I hear newly of a Commiſſion that is coming forth to enquire what 
Damages the Subject ſuffers by his Abſence out of Court, as alſo the Diſadvantages the 
King undergoes in his Profits there by his being away. There are ſix named, but 1 
know but five of them, Sir Richard Wynn, Sir Henry Spelman a great Antiquary, 
Sir Henry Spiller, Laurence Whitaker, one Charles Harbor, Surveyor General of 
the King's Lands. But they have done nothing yet, neither do I know whether this: 
be given out to bring the old Man to what is deſired, or it be a Truth indeed. 

The Sheriff of Suſſex ſent up to the Lords to receive their further Directions what he 
was to do, giving them Information that ſeven or eight poor Towns in that County 
ſtood out, and would not pay towards the Shipping.

Chidley drew the Letter, which 
was ill taken, and five of them ſent for up; among which Sir William Stroud, Sir Ed- 
ward Giles Baronet, Seymour Chidley, and Drake, were ſummoned up, who are come 
all, except Giles, who is weak and not able to appear. They have appeared, received

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enough to them to have travailed four hundred Miles to ſo ſmall purpoſe. Now I am A.D.16 34. 
ſpeaking of the Weſt Parts, I cannot omit the Relation of an Outrage committed at Vo 


Falmouth in Cornwall. A Spaniſh Ship that came from the We/?-Indies, by foul Wea- 
ther much wracked at Sea, came into that Harbour, the Inhabitants thereabouts hearing of 
it, flock'd in great Numbers, and fell to pillage and rifle her ; the Officers coming, they 
ſend for ſome of the Deputy Lieutenants, and neighbouring Juſtices: All would do no 
good, they beat the Officers, and would not obey the juſtices, rent her up, and carried 
away all her Goods, crying out, one and all, That Things muſt be worſe before they 
can be better. Complaint being made hither, Purſuivants are ſent down to apprehend 
and bring hither the principal Actors in this Tumult, where I doubt not, but they will 
receive condign Puniſhment for their inſolent and rebellious Speeches and Actions. | 

In this laſt great Froſt, the French loſt Philipſburgb, a Town of extraordinary Conſe- 
quence, the Key of the Palatinate, the King of France's Magazine for Money, Corn; 
and Munition. He received a mighty Loſs in the loſing of it. It was taken by Sur- 
priſe in the Night, by him that had been Governor there before: All the French, that 
were found in it, were put to the Sword. The King and Cardinal took this ſo grievouſly, 
that they ſent inſtantly to the Marſhal Ja Force, and to Colonel Heyborne, to aſſault 
the Town; they have endeavoured to do ſo, but were beaten off with the Loſs of ſome 
three or four hundred Men. They begin to cry up the Germans for excellent Soldiers; 
and ſurely of late Times, they have behaved themſelves fo well, that they have gained 
whatſoever they have undertaken. | 

Sir Robert Le Grice is dead; ſo is the Chief Juſtice Richardſon; both of them little 
miſſed in the Commonwealth: Never ſat there a Judge in that Court that was leſs re- 
ſpeed. He deſired to be buried in Weſtminſter, and was ſo, poorly and meanly, at- 
tended only with Hackney Coaches, and ſcarce a Judge, or any of his own Profeſſion 
to attend him to his Grave; yet he hath left behind him an Eſtate better than three 
thouſand Pounds a Year. Many are named to his Place, Bridgeman, Pye, Bartlett, 
Vernon, Serjeant Bramſton ; but I believe until Eafter Term there will be none put in 
his Place. Mr. Selden is remitted of thoſe Fetters that lay upon him; I take it to be

Our French Cavaliers are come home, only the Heir of Cavaliero Swf? (a Lord he 
was) died in France of the Small-Pox, running hence for fear of a Star-Chamber 
Bill for ſome drunken Outrage he had committed a little before Chriſtmas. Young Will 
Crofts came home firſt, to attend his Bill in the Star-Chamber; then on the Eve of the 
Queen's Maſk, came the Lord Dunluce and Wat Mountague. Mr. Mountague is well 


received by the King and Queen; he attended alſo the Lord Treaſurer, with whom, and 


with every body elſe, it is now preſumed he is upon very good Terms. He hath Wit and 


good Abilities, God ſend him to uſe them well. For the preſent what his Servants, 
coming two Days after him from Paris, brought, drowned all the Relations and 
News he brought himſelf; which was, that Pillioran, Monſieur's Favourite, lately 
created Duke and Peer of France, and married to the Cardinal's Niece, upon whom 
the King beſtowed three hundred thouſand Pounds Sterling in Lands, Moneys and 
Governments, was arreſted by the Captain of the King's Guard, and committed cloſe 
_ Priſoner; fix others, at the ſame Time, Men of Quality, depending upon Monſieur, 
and him, were taken and committed to the Baſtile. Since, our Agents there have ad- 
vertiſed the ſame to Mr. Secretary Windebank, as alſo that he is delivered over to his 
Commiſſaries to try him.

I promiſe you, 
you can make haſte, that can get the Gout ſo ſoon, I thought you had been contented to 
ſtay till you had been nearer threeſcore firſt; tis no ſuch lovely Companion, and I 
know you would be glad to be rid of it.

N ow that I am a conſtant Sojourner in Weſtminſter, I crave Leave to ſend that Side 
of the Sea a monthly Tribute of my humble Obſervance to your Lordſhip. 

Since my laſt of the 1* of February, Matters have ſucceeded untowardly with the 
King of France at home, and abroad. In Germany, where. he hath two Armies mo- 
ving upon the Frontiers, (one under the Duke of Rohan, the other under Marſhal de 
la Force, both Proteſtants) he hath had ill Succeſs. For, ſince the Surpriſal of Philips-

Here- 
upon the Duke of Puy Laurent and eight more are faſt in the Baſtile, though a few 
Days afore the ſaid Puy Laurent was made Duke and Peer of France, and married 
the Cardinal's Niece, with whom he had two hundred thouſand Crowns, and was ad- 
mitted to the Cabinet Council, and all this for bringing Monſieur back again to Pa- 
ris; beſides, certain Letters of Intelligence written by him to the Duke of Lorrain 
were diſcovered, ſo that it is thought he cannot eſcape unleſs his Wite ſave him by her 
Alliance. Touching Germany, the Swedes diminiſh daily, and tis feared the Propoſi, 
tions of Peace ſent to Vienna by the Duke of Saxe, Brandenburgh, and others, will 
not take effect, now that the Emperor. thrives ſo well. He hath lately taken the 
Imperial Chamber of Spire, Wirtſburg, Hagenaw, and all the Towns betwixt the Da- 
nube and the Mein; and the great City of Auspurg begins to parley, which is the 
freſheſt News thence. * | 

The King of Poland ſent Ambaſſadors lately to Sweden with high Demands: There- 
upon a Treaty of Accommodation is now afoot in Elbing; where Sir George Douglaſs 
is ſent Ambaſſador hence, and another from France, to take up the Matter: Which 
will be an hard Taſk, as the Caſe ſtands. The Overture of the Match betwixt that 
King and the young Lady Elizabeth is interrupted by a Propoſition, that was lately 
made for a Daughter of Florence. PPE NES 

The King of Denmark is content to look on, and fit as neuter till he feathers his 
Net again, having lately married his eldeſt Son, and ſettled the youngeſt in the Arch- 


biſhoprick of Bremen, without much Noiſe. 
The King of Spain, with the Flower of his Nobility, is at Barcelona, where an ex- 


traordinary Army is preparing. Tis ſaid, he will make ſome Irruption into France 


that Way, ſomewhere amongſt the Hills; ſome Deſign he is expected to do in Perſon. 
Italy is quiet, yet the Duke of Lorrain's Caſe is much reſented there, and they 
ſpeak of a League to reſtore him, to which purpoſe the Cardinal of Lorrain is now 


negotiating at Rome. 


The States of Holland make ſhow to go betimes to the Field this Spring, and on 


the other Side the young Cardinal begins to bruſtle his Feathers. | 
For home News, the Londoners have not been ſo forward in collecting the Ship- 


Money, fince they have been taught to ſing Hey-down-derry, and many of them will 


not pay till after Impriſonment, that it may ſtand upon Record they were forced to it.

My Lords, Eg 1 5 | 

r I had been here on Wedneſday laſt, J had, peradventure, ſaved the greateſt Part 
of the Trouble of that Day, and, I hope, I ſhall put off the Diſpute reſerved for 
this Day, and propoſe nothing but what may haſten the Iſſue of the Buſineſs, My 
Lords, it was without my Privity that the Defendants had put in a Demurrer to this 
notorious and ſcandalous Bill, If I had been of Advice in it, I had withſtood it; 
but I cannot but commend the Defendants Counſel, that finding any Advantage laid hold 
of it. My Lords, I ſhall ſay nothing to the Advantage of the Defendants Part, though 
I know how ſcandalous, how falſe, how weak, how improbable, almoſt how impoſ- 
fible divers Circumſtances are laid down in the Bill. I ſhall fay only a Word or two 
of the Perſons of the Defendants, and the Nature of Sir Ant. Pell's Account, with 
Admonition to ſuch Lawyers as plead at this Bar, not to preſume to call it either 
diſhonourable in the King or Treaſurer to make Compoſitions for Debts that are in 
Arrear, eſpecially fince Sir Ant. Pell hath Security for his Money, that might be taken 
for much more. My Lords, for Sir Fames Bagg's Perſon, I muſt profeſs he is neither 
Countryman, Ally, or ancient Acquaintance of mine; but what Nighneſs he had to 
me at firſt was from the King's Recommendation, who commended him and his Ac- 
counts to me, as one that had ſo well ſerved, and fo largely diſburſed great Sums in 
his Majeſty's Service, that I ſhould have a particular Care of his Buſineſs and Re-imburſe- 
ments.

Way find myſelf fit here as a Party, but as a Judge, and therefore ] ſhall as ſtrictly as any o- 
ther cenſure that Party which fhall be found delinquent. Your Lordſhips that fit here 
have been Witneſſes and Judges of my publick Actions, and I ſhall defire no other of 
my private.

Lordſhip's Pardon. _ | 

1 art paſſing glad his Majeſty and your Lordſhip approve of the Courſe held, in 
ſettling with them here the Articles of England; I humbly thank your Lordſhip for 
concealing the Primate, and more I have not to ſay upon this Matter. 

I conceive the Primate is well ſatisfied in Dean Andrew's Tranſlation to the Biſhop- 
rick of Fernes, and fo is the Man himſelf, Never any ſo well pleaſed, or ſo much 
deſirous, I perſuade myfelf, to take a Rochet to Loſs as he: Had he not died a Biſhop 
he had been immemorial to Poſterity, where now he may be reckoned one of the Wor- 
thies of his Time. But the beſt Jeſt is, now that he leaves the Deanty of Limerick, 
I find he hath lett a Leaſe very charitably to himſelf, contrary to the Act of State, 
which will eauſe him to reſtore, and fo make that Deanry worth one threeſcore Pounds 
a Year better than now it is, and furniſh his Lordſhip with an Argument, to move 
thoſe to do the like to him, that uſurp the Rights of the Biſhoprick of Fernes.

withal : But I quieted him by approving his writing to your Lordſhip, and aſſuring 
him, I ſhould repoſe myſelf in whatever was aſſented by your Grace; to whoſe Wil- 
dom indeed I wholly ſubmit myſelf, being very ready to do therein, as I ſhall receive 
Directions from you.

He will not die ſo rich a Man as was 
conceived in Land; which they ſay is not fix thouſand Pounds a Year, and charged with 
a Debt of thirty thouſand Pounds. That Monday the King viſited him, but ſtayed a 
very little while in the Chamber; he breathed then with ſo much Pain and Difficulty, 
and ſo loud, that the King could not indure it. Tuęſday and Wedneſday he lingered on, 
rather worſe than better, though one of thoſe Days the Phyſicians purged him. Though 
not yet dead, yet they name Treaſurers in the Town; ſome my Lord Cottington, others 
your Lordſhip, and ſome the Biſhop of London; but moſt, that it will be regulated 
awhile by a Commiſſion, whereof my Lord Cortington to be of the Quorum: But theſe 


are only Conjectures. 


I will go off awhile-from” this Subject, and return to it again anon. I have ſeen a 
Paper of two Sheets ſent into England by the Lord Mountnorris to a Sollicitor of his,

Within two Days after I met your Servant, Mr. Raylton, in the Streets, 
who aſked me, if I did uſe to hear from the Lord Mountnorris, or had ever writ to him? 

My Anſwer was, I abhorr'd it; I had met him often in two Families my honourable 
Friends, Sir Humphrey May's, and my Lord Cottington's Houſes, but I was ſo far from 
contracting any Friendſhip with ſo tedious a Man, that I was wont to bring Cats into the 
Room to drive him away. He then aſked me, if I had not ſeen ſuch a Paper of his, 
as I have formerly mentioned? I told him I had, and would do my beſt to get him or 
Sir George Wentworth the Sight of it. Coming to my Lord Cottington at Night, I told 
him this Paſſage, having ſhowed it to no body but his Lordſhip. He told me your 
Brother had been with him, and ſpake of ſuch a Paper lately ſent out of Ireland, and 
repeated ſome Things out of it, by which my Lord Cottington ſaw clearly, he had not 
ſeen it, and told your Brother he had, and ſaid, he would get it again. He ſpake to me 
to do ſo, which inſtantly did, and your Brother hath ſeen it, to whoſe Relation I refer 
your Lordſhip, © | | 

Sir Henry Wotton is at this Time under an Arreſt for three hundred Pounds upon Ex- 

ecution, and lyes by it. He was taken coming from the Lord Treaſurer's ſolliciting a 
Debt of four thouſand Pounds due to him from the King. Leſt my Letter ſhould not 
go with the preſent Meſſenger, the Biſhop of Derry's Man, I will conclude; only add 
this, that this 126 of March, I received certain Knowledge from many of my Friends 
intereſted in the Lord Treaſurer's Friendſhip, at two of the Clock of that Day, that he 
could not live, that he was ſpeechleſs, and lay a dying. So defiring God Almighty to

May it pleaſe your Lordſhip, _ 0 . 
Letters of the 16 and 12 of March, IJ hope are come ſafe to your Hands: I write 
M thick upon theſe ſpecial Occaſions to your Lordſhip, otherwiſe what is freſh and 
new now amongſt us, would at the Month's End be no News to you in Ireland. Fri- 
day Morning about three of the Clock the Lord Treaſurer died; and he ſaid over Night 
to many of his Friends, that he ſhould do fo about that Hour. He died in great Pain, 
entring his Bed not above one Hour before his Death, crying out vehemently upon 
a Pain in his Kidneys, and moſt of that Hour tumbling and rowling up and down: 
At length he fetched three great Groans and expired. At Night he was opened by V al ſon 
the Surgeon, his Heart two Inches fat about, a fat Heart, his Liver and Lungs good, 
his Sweet-bread naught, his Spleen good, but his Kidneys clogged with Stones; in one 
of them a Stone four Inches about, in the other a Stone like the Cork that ſtops a Bot- 
tle; the Bottom of his Stomach very foul, black, raw, being corroded with ſome ma- 
lignant Humours. He is to be buried at Wincheſten; and the King hath commanded 
all at Court to mourn for him one Day, Sunday the 220 of this Month, being Palm- 
Sunday. His Eſtate in Land, as I writ before, not fix thouſand Pounds a Year full out, 
(beſides Shrines, the Inheritance of his Anceſtors, fix hundred Pounds a Year) given to 
his Son ; he hath given the Inheritance of that to Tom Weſton, Annuities only of three 
hundred Pounds a Year to his two younger Sons; to his Wife fifteen hundred Pounds a 
Year for her Jointure, NRoehampton furniſhed during her Widowhood; to his un- 
married Daughter four thouſand Pounds; and to his Daughter Whyte one thouſand 
Pounds: He hath made his eldeſt Son ſole Executor. With theſe Legacies his Debt is 
twenty five thouſand Pounds. Upon Bonds, to moneyed Men of the Town, he owes 
thirteeh thouſand Pounds, in Bills to Tradeſmen up and down the Town fix thouſand 
Pounds already come in, beſides more expected. Not one hundred Pounds in his Houſe 
at his Death. It is ſaid, the King gave him twelve thouſand Pounds ſince Chriftmas ; 
for five thouſand Pounds of this he ſent ſome Day before his Death to Sir Robert Pye, 
but he would not pay it, ſaying, for ought he knew he was dead. The King was 
preſently made acquainted with it, who ſent an expreſs Command to Pye to pay it, but 
he died firſt. The Archbiſhop of Canterbury ſent to him to vifit him, and that he 
would come and do him the laſt Office, to pray with him, give him the Sacrament, 
and affiſt him now approaching to his End: He returned him many Thanks by my Lord 
Cottington, whom he ſent over to Lambeth to his Grace to deſire him to forgive him, 
if ever he had offended him, and ſpare his Pains of coming to him, God be thanked, he 
was at Peace in his Conſcience. It is whiſpered and believed that he died a Roman Ca- 
tholick, and had all the Ceremonies of that Church performed to him at his Death. And 
none but ſuch were preſent with him when he died, three Phyſicians, Moore, Gifford, Min- 
fton, Gage, Watſon, and ſome others of his Family. Some few Days before he died, he 
recommended by my Lord Cottington to the King theſe three, firſt the Duke of Lenox; 
then his Son, the Lord Weſton, whom he ſaid, he had bred up to ſerve his Majeſty, and 
therefore recommended him to his Protection; and laſtly, Sir Richard Titchborne, whoſe 
Honeſty and Abilities he much commended ; and ſaid further, that he had a Heart right 
fet for his Majeſty's Services. His Body goes hence towards Wincheſter within two or 
three Days, which Place he choſe, becauſe he faid, his Son would make his Seat there; 
and fo I think he will, if he cannot get a Place at Court, which his Father endeavoured 
with all his Arts and Power now towards the End of his Days, but was not effected. Cer- 
tainly he had an Eye upon the Maſter of the Court of Wards Place for him, he would 
not have been ſo violent to throw out Sir Robert Naunton for my Lord Cottington, or 
any Friend elſe, but for that Son. Since his Death, the Sunday following, was my Lord. 
Cottington declared Maſter of the Wards, and the Seals delivered to him. Sir Robert 
Naunton having the Thur/day Night before written to the King, and ſent him both his 
Patent and the Seals: But this he did not, until he had ſeen and read the Commiſſion 
that was out againſt him, and that the Commiſſioners had once ſat about it. There is 
alſo a Commiſſion out for regulating the Treaſury until the King ſhall pleaſe to make 
a Lord Treaſurer, and five only of it; the Archbiſhop of Canterbury, the Lord Privy- 
Seal, the Lord Cottington, and the two Secretaries, whereof the Chancellor only of the 
Reorum, and Sir William Beecher, to attend the Commiſſioners. |

634. Here is a new Buſineſs revived, your Lordſhip hath heard of a ſtrong F riendſhip 
T heretofore betwixt Sir Robert Howard and the Lady Purbeck, for which ſhe was called 
into the High Commiſſion, and there ſentenced to ſtand in a Sheet in the Savoy Church, 
which ſhe avoided then by flight, and hath not been much looked after ſince, having 
lived much out of Town, and conſtantly theſe laſt two Years with her Father at Stoke 
until he died; but this Winter ſhe lodged herſelf on the Water Side over againſt Lam- 
beth, I fear, too near the Road of the Archbiſhop's Barge; whereof ſome Complaint 
being made, ſhe had a Serjeant at Arms ſent with a Warrant from the Lords of the 
Council to carry her to the Gate-Houſe, whence ſhe will hardly get out, until ſhe have 
done her Penance. The ſame Night was a Warrant ſent figned by the Lords, to the 
Warden of the Fleet, to take Sir Robert Howard at Suffolk-Houſe, and to carry him to 
the Fleet; but there was never any Proceeding againſt him, for he refuſed to take the 
Oath ex Officio, and had then the Parliament to back him out, but I fear he will not 
eſcape ſo now, So wiſhing your Lordſhip all the Happineſs your own Heart can deſire,

YA him, that your Maſter's Subjects had been worſe uſed on this Side fince my 
coming to the Government than ever they were before, which could not be expected 
from me, whom you took to be as well affected unto your Nation, as any other Miniſ- 
ter of his Majeſty. 

I muſt confeſs I ſhould not h believed this almoſt from any other Man than the 
Secretary; ſure I am, I never did imagine your Lordſhip could ſo much miſtake my 
Actions or Thoughts, which had in a publick Way manifeſted themſelves fo clearly, as 
that ſince my coming over I ſhould have been complained of for it to his Majeſty by 
the French Ambaſſador. | 

But howſoever this happens, I will not deſervedly nor willingly loſe the good O- 

inion or Confidence of a Perſon I ſo much value and eſteem as yourſelf, nor 
ſuffer Miſunderſtandings to gather and grow betwixt us, whenas there is ſomething 
which tacitly ſuggeſts unto me, your Lordſhip and myſelf ſtanding in a clear Light, 
the one to the other, ſhall or may be the ed of much future good to both 
theſe Crowns and their Subjects. 

Theſe Conſiderations, full of Truth and Honour, move me with your Trouble to

Being rotutized back to London, and in ſome Diſcourſe betwixt your Lordſhip and

Upon my firſt Entrance to this Government one of your Biſcayners, according as 
before Time they had done, took a Dutch Ship out of this Harbour, and in a Manner 
from under the Sides of his Majeſty's Ship. Hereupon Sir Richard Plumleigh gave 
them Chace, tecovered her, and brought ſome fourteen of your Men back with him 
into this Caſtle: And howbeit this was ſuch an Infolence in them and Diſhonour to the 
State, as not to be endured; yet did I ſollicite their Enlargement with my Lords the 
Commiſſioners of the Admiralty of England; which at length I procured, and in- 
ſtantly ſet them at Liberty, having taken Care, during all the Time of their Reſtraint, 
that they wanted neither Meat, Cloathes nor civil Uſage, which I provided them at 
my own Charge, and in the Conclufion ſet them at Liberty without one Penny demanded 
for Diet, or otherwiſe, as in ſuch Caſes is by the inferior Officers accuſtomed; with 
Money in their Purſes, and my Paſs for their better Help in their Journey. — — 5 

Not long after Proneville was likewiſe ſtayed by Sir Richard Plumleigh in the Weſt 
of Ireland, myſelf advertiſed, and my Order expected thereon; but I underſtanding the 
Ship to be your Lordſhip's, the Captain under your Pay and Employment, gave preſent 
Order for his Enlargement, and that he ſhould be in all Reſpects civilly ufed and ſup- 
plied with any thing he might want, and the Country afford. | 

Howbeit Proneville, that underſtood ſo much of his own Demerits as to apprehend 
the Danger he ran by his Stay, got privately away before thoſe my Directions could 
poſſibly come back, and tranſported himſelf over to your Lordſhip in England. 

In the Interim he was accuſed by the Maſter and others of the Ship he commanded 
of Piracies and Depredations, which might juſtly have coft him his Life and forfeited 
the Ship, and this I can make always appear by their ſeveral Examinations ſtill in my 
Cuſtody; nevertheleſs upon Proneville's return back to this Town with Letters of 
Credence from your Lordſhip, I was far from ſtirring thoſe Queſtions in his contrary, 
but forth of my Affection to your Lordſhip. uſed him with more reſpect than the 
Dignity of the Place I hold would have diſpenſed for a Rear-Admiral of our own,

1 am ſure above that J held him in himſelf worthy of, and preſently gave Direc- 
putting of the Ship and Men again under his abſolute Command, as for- 
merly, being that which your Lordſhip deſired from me. Weck an 
The next that came hither was your Lordſhip's Brother Don Franciſco; but him I 
muſt not mention in the Liſt of theſe Men, or of the Courteſies done by me to your 
Nation; for in his own Perſon he deſerved fo well, as I am much rather a Debtor to 
his Virtues, than he either to any Performance or Deſires of mine in his Service: And 
indeed there is this Difference in his Caſe from all the reſt, that where they had much 
better than they merited, he had much leſs; howbeit, there was no Will awanting 
in me neither, to do him all the Honour I poſſibly could. 

Not long after it fortuned Captain Don Paſquall de Eſpeleta, coming with his Ca- 
tholick Majeſty's Pacquet from Spain to the Marquis of Aitona, was by Storms caſt up- 
on this Coaſt, and ſtaid by the Lord Preſident of Munſter, the Advertiſement there- 
of, together with thoſe Letters brought hither for my Order, which I did with all 
Diligence, ſent back thoſe Letters incloſed within a Cover of my own directed to the 
Captain, gave Directions to the Preſident for his Enlargement, and that he ſhould 
be furniſhed, of any Thing, which in that Exigent he might want, were it Money or 
what elſe ſoever, and enabled by all Means we could afford him to follow and purſue 
the Commands he brought with him from Spain with Effect. 1 

Upon another Advertiſement that there was a ſmall Man of War diſcovered in this 
Chanel, I gave Order to Richard Plumleighᷣ to fetch him in, which he did, and brought 
the Ship into this Harbour and the Captain unto me; but finding him to be of Dun— 
kirk, and that he had a Commiſſion from the Marquis 4 Aitona, without further 
Examination or Stay (taking the Account he gave of himſelf, which was, that he 
was driven caſually into the Chanel, where it was probable enough he came hither 
for worſe Purpoſes) I forthwith ſet him free, only defiring him to forbear coming 
here any more, to exerciſe Acts of Hoſtility, conſidering his Majeſty was obliged in Ho- 
nour and Juſtice to ſafeguard and protect his Allies trading hither in a fair and amicable 
Way of Commerce, being no more than the Crown. of England had ever accuſtomed to 
do within the Chanel of St. George, which we have ever judged our greateſt and 
chiefeſt Port. | | 

Not long after another ſmall Veſlgl of Dunkirk was caſt away in the North, not 

far from Londonderry, the Men all ſaved brought a Suſpicion upon themſelves by en- 
deavouring to eſcape; their Goods many of them recovered, being ſome the native 
Commodities of England, ſome of Scotland, as well as ſome of Holland, gave great Oc- 
caſion of Suſpicion; the Captain, and ſome others of them, were brought up hither 
before the Lord Chancellor, Judge of the Admiralty, and having no Commiſſion from 
the Marquis to ſhew, which as they alledged was loſt with the Ship, were here de- 
tained 'till the Matter were further cleared; which I underſtanding, albeit in this Pro- 
vince I have no Admiral Juriſdiction at all, yet did I interpoſe and procure their En- 
largement within two Days, without any other Demand or Charge unto them at all. 
J ſent for the Captain, ſpake with him myſelf, told him, that if he did inform in whoſe 
Hands any Parts of the Goods ſo ſeized were, I would cauſe them, or the worth of 
them, to be reſtored him to a Farthing ; or if any other hard Meaſure had been of- | 
fered him or his Company, that if he would acquaint me withal, Satisfaction ſhould 
be given to his Contentment, perſuaded him to be confident upon me, I would not 
fail him therein: But he pretended; albeit he had ſuffered great Loſs thorough that 
Shipwrack, yet could he blame no Man for it in particular, and ſo we parted. 
Laſtly falls out this Buſineſs concerning the Duke of Maguedea's Ship, whereunto at 
her firſt Arrival I intended nothing but Courteſy and Reſpect, affording them more 
Favour than I would have done any of my Maſter's Subjects, the Particulars where- 
of I formerly mentioned in my laſt to your Lordſhip of the 3* of October. And what 
hath paſſed fince I have been neceſſitated unto much againſt my Will; Firſt, by their 
unworthy joining with the Merchants. to cozen his Majeſty in his Cuſtoms; and 
ſecondly, by reaſon the Captain was accuſed by four Witneſſes in Point of Piracy, 
upon which Teſtimony he fince ſtands convicted. Yet even in this Particular, finding 
the Scrivan, and divers others of the Mariners clear of the Piracy, I ſet them all at 
Liberty, ſaving the Captain and ſome two or three more; came to account with them 
for their Wages forth of the Freight for the Wines and other Goods they brought out 
of Spain; paid them every Penny they could demand forth of my own Purſe, get lt 
again of the Merchants as I can; and do till reprieve the Captain, in caſe his = 
1 | | Eg * 
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King my Maſter, or of any other King or State, I would, upon my Faith, have ſuf e 
fered him to have been executed long before this Time. 

So as now I appeal to your own Nobleneſs and Juſtice, and confidently aſk you the 
Queſtion, what I could do leſs for my. Maſter's Honour, or more for thoſe of your 
Nation thus (contrary to the expreſs Articles: of Peace) continually riding betwixt 

Headland and Headland, watching. the Outlets and Mouths of our Harbours, either 
ſtopping all Commerce and Trade, or otherwiſe ſpoiling ſuch as ſhould dare to attempt 
it with us; prophaning my Maſter's Chambers, not only within this Chanel, but even 
in the more inward and unqueſtionable of our Harbours ; entring our Ports in a ho- 
ſtile Manner (as this Captain Fita formerly did, the Manner whereof the incloſed In- 
formation will ſhew you) taking forth the Ships there repoſing under the Wings of 
my Maſter's Protection, deſpoiling, nay burning them before our Faces, without any 

d at all to the Honour due to his Majeſty, or fear of that Puniſhtnent, which the 

Allies of this Crown might. juſtly deſire to be inflicted upon them by the Power of 
my great Maſter ; nay infeſting and robbing his Majeſty's own born Subjects in his 

own Seas? | | | 

Beſides, we on this Side muſt forth of reaſon of State temporize with the Ho/langers, 

loved we them as little as you do, and in good Faith for my own Part; I do believe I 
love them not much better; for, all the Trade of this Kingdom, in a Manner, is as yet 
driven in their Bottoms, ſo as until we be furniſhed with Veſſels of our own, which 
will be a Work of Time, we muſt of Neceſſity comply with them, or all the native 
Commodities of this Kingdom will ſtand and periſh upon our Hands, to the utter im- 
poveriſhing of this People. Now, for a Man to put out one of his own Eyes, to put out 
two of his Neighbour's were much Malice; but to put out both our own Eyes, to put 
out one of the Hollanders, were a downright Madneſs. To conclude then, I am confi- 
dent you would do the ſame Things I do, were you in my Stead; and muſt needs 
judge it a paſſing natural Motion in me, as much as I may, to preſerve the Subjects 
of my great Maſter, who hath honoured me with this Truſt, and in ſome ſort com- 
mitted them to my Care; and, in Concluſion, love and value me much the more; for, 
certainly he that is not zealous and true towards his own Maſter, can never be ſo to an- 
other: So as I will in all Aſſurance believe you can judge no other of me than formerly, 
or that I can be thought other than in all Truth I am, a reſolved and conſtant Lover 
of your Nation, and in a more eſpecial Manner

half, not doubting but he will aſſiſt me in giving you this Satisfaction. 

In fine, my Lord, the Lord Treaſurer hath concluded with his many Infirmities, and 
paid his laſt Tribute to Nature: His Majeſty of Great Britain hath loſt a great Miniſter, 
and of great Merits and Abilities, though, perhaps, to ſuch cholerick Men as myſelf, he 
might now and then ſeem too irreſolute and long; and truly he was ſo in my Buſineſs, 
which might have been ended e' er this with equal Conveniencies. This Accident hath 
given Occaſion, not only to your Friends, but to all generally to ſet forth your Excel- 
lence's Deſerts,” and how neceſſary your Preſence is here, though it be well known how 
important alſo it hath been to that Kingdom; and I hope this Conſideration will 
bring you hither by that Time the two Years be ended, (which you told me of at 
your Departure) if not ſooner, and that 1 ſhall have the Honour to kiſs your Hands 
before my going hence; which my Succeflor doth not much preſs for hitherto. I {ay 
nothing of my Lord Cottington, and of the Paſſages here at Court, not doubting but 
you will have particular Information of all from Perſons better informed than myſelf.

n Av E not been hitherto in poſſibility with my own Hand to anſwer your Ma- 
1 jeſty's Letter of the 9 of the laſt Month by Reaſon of my Indiſpoſition: No ſooner 
am I able to fit up but I thus crave your gracious Pardon. 

For the great Buſineſs of the Londoners Plantation, it contents me exceedingly to 
hear it at laſt concluded with ſo much Honour and Advantage to your Majeſty: And 
whatever your Pleaſure is to command me therein, ſhall be faithfully purſued. Beſides, 
your Majeſty ſhall be ſeaſonably advertiſed whatever I conceive may tend to the Better- 
ing of that Service. Methinks, Sir (if I may be ſo bold) would your Majeſty be pleaſed 
to reſerve it intire to yourſelf, after it be once ſettled well, it might 7 a fit Part of an 
Appennage for our young Maſter the Duke of York. Believe me, I am of Opinion, it 
may be made a Seigniory not altogether unworthy his Highneſs; and for ſo good a Pur- 
poſe, I ſhould labour Night and Day, and think all I could do too little. 

I underſtand the Lord Wilmot is highly offended with the Queſtion ſtirred on your 

Majeſty's Behalf concerning your Manor of Athlone; and boaſted it is, that Cauſe 
ſhall be taken hence, and his Lordſhip a Perſon better regarded than to be abandoned 
to a Proſecution here. 
For my own Part, if, preſerving my Faith to your Majeſty, I could have avoided 
meddling with him, I ſhould not defirouſly have begun with a Gentleman (howbeit al- 
together unknown to me) of ſo boiſterous and turbulent a Diſpoſition, as they report 
him for in this Kingdom; yet muſt I ſtill affirm moſt aſſuredly, his Lordſhip will be- 
come deeply cenſurable in the Caſtle- Chamber, and all the Reaſon in the World, to re- 
ſtore the Crown to the Land, which is richly worth five hundred Pounds a Year.

my Pardon theſe arrive you ſo late. Kh, 
In the firſt Place, I ſhall advertiſe you, how we have proceeded, and at length con- 


cluded the Taxing and Levying of the Six Subſidies. 


This Buſineſs hath been long and often conſulted by the Committee appointed by his 
Majeſty to conſider thereof, and Inconveniencies there were to be avoided on both Sides: 
if we ſhould barely have truſted the Commiſſioners in the Country, we muſt have made 


account not to have raiſed them aboye thirty thouſand Pounds apiece; if they had becn 


rated by Commiſſioners in an extraordinary Way, I ſaw no great probability of railing 
them much above five and fifty thouſand Pounds a Subſidy, accompanied with great Cla- 
mour and Diſcontentment, which ought to be avoided in Levies of this Nature: Now 
how to fail even betwixt theſe two, was the Difficulty, and the Courſe I held was thus; 
J cauſed Commiſſions to ifſue to ſelect Commiſſioners for three or four of the Couutics 
here next adjoyning, whereof two in each County were Counſellors, unto which two, 
I gave ſpecial Inſtructions to, appoint Aſſeſſors, and to give them a Charge to examir.c 
them ſtrictly, upon Oath, if need were, of the uttermoſt Value of every Man's Lands 
and Goods within their ſeveral Limits; and then after ſuch Preſentment given in, in 


Writing, to conſult it again with the Committee here, before they proceeded to a final 


rating thereof. This was ſo well executed by the Maſter of the Rolls and Sir Chas let 


Coote, in the County of Kildare, as it wrought the Effect I ſecretly deſired, and indeed

had in my Eye all the Way. 
For by theſe ſtrict Proceedings upon the firſt Entrance into the Buſineſs, there was a 


mighty Fright amongſt them, that every Man ſhould be rated according to the uttermoſt 
Value of his Eſtate, which drew them of the Houſe, ſecretly amongſt themſelves, to 
judge the only Means to avoid this Miſchief would be, for themſelves to undertake tlie 
bringing of the Subſidies to a Certainty, and to ſet a Rate upon each County, before their 
parting.

I hold under Favour my Lord Mount norris to be an Offic cr of no great nor quick 
Endeavours in his Majeſty's Service, a Perſon held by us Fa that hear him, to be 
maſt impertinent and troubleſome in the Debate of all E ulineffes And indeed fa 
weary are we of him, that I dare ſay, there is not one of us willing to join with him 
in any private Counſel. Sure I am, my Lord Chief Baron complains of him extremely 
in the Exchequer, that he diſorders the Proceedings of the whole Court thorough his 
Wilfulneſs and Ignorance, ſo as he were a happy Man if might be delivered gf 
his Vexation there. His Courſe of Life is very ſcandalops, indeed a Diſhonour to the 
Place, being extremely given to good Fellowſhip, and it ſeems in that Humour is ſo full 
of Talk, that it is the Recreation of ſome to draw him into thoſe Diſtempers as often

And the ſaid Officers, 
Governors, Captains and Conſtables, challenging large Arrears for their Soldiers and 
Wardens reſpectively, are to be paid ſo much only of the ſaid Arrears, as they, or their

They are alſo of Opinion, and do humbly adviſe, that all Arrears due to Almſmen 
and maimed Soldiers, they demanding the ſame in Perſon, or to the Heirs, Executors, 
or Adminiſtrators of ſo many of them as are dead, be paid without any Defalcation.

Some few Cenſures paſſed here in the Star-Chamber this Term, two of them ore tenus:

Keeper, and the whole Council, for which he was fined three thouſand Pounds; but is 
not worth much: Alſo the Keeper of Newgate, he is more able; and laſtly my Lord 
Savile, who in the Suit betwixt my Lord Newcaftle and himſelf, with his Complices, 
was fined five thouſand Pounds, his Part three thouſand Pounds. He went to the Flee, 
. and there lay until he gave Security for the Payment of his Fine, ſuch as it ſhould be, 
3 when it was mitigated. The Lord Mobun's, and Sir Tames Bagg's Cauſe was heard four 
„ Days this Term, but is put off until the next. I hear Mobun produced a Letter, which 
* Was not read publickly, but the Lords handed it one to another, wherein Bagge was 
ſomewhat wanton in his Style to the Lord Mobun; they both having ſome Buſineſs at the 
Council- Table, he prayed God to ſend the Lords Grace and Wiſdom, and to Sir Thomas 
Edmonds Standing, if it were in the Afternoon. It is likely Mobhun may receive ſome 
Danger by this Bill, but he will be repaired by his Croſs- bill againſt Bagge. And ſome 
are of Opinion, that the Lords will not cenſure one before they have heard the other. 
On St, George's Eve, the two Ambaſſadors of France, with ſome Importunity de- 
ſired an Audience, when they declared that their Maſter had declared and publiſhed a 
Denunciation of War againſt the King of Spain; being thus authentically delivered, it 
was by the moſt held for a Truth, but yet ſome there were that did not believe it. It is 
almoſt now a Month ſince this Report, yet cannot I yet tell whether it be fo or no. The 
new Ambaſſador to do ſome ſpecial Service to his Maſter's Aﬀairs, confidently averred it;

with four in Livery to drive them. My Lord C/anrickard, his Son and my Lord Dun- 
luce, were of our Company (for I rode too) but not one of the Scozz/þ Nation; which 
was the more obſerved, becauſe many of our Eng/;/h+did the laſt Year that Honour 
unto my Lord Morton.

On the other Side, Saxen Weymar is joined 
with Marſhal de Ja Force and the Landgrave of Heſſe and Lunenburgh have Troops 
afoot ; the Duke of Rohan hath an Army toward the Valteline to obſerve the Motions 
of Italy, where the Duke of Savoy is content to aſſume the Title of the Chriſtian 
King's Generaliſſimo beyond the Alpes, whilſt his Brother is in Spaniſb Pay in Flanders, 
though with ill Succeſs.

The Imployment of Witherings is of another Nature, only to ſettle 
Stages for Conveyance of Letters, to run with that Celerity, that the Intercourſe be- 
twixt the Kingdoms by Letters may be performed with more Diſpatch than heretofore, 
and without Charge to his Majeſty, and with great Benefit to both Kingdoms ; which 
IT doubt not but your Lordſhip will advance in what you can.

As therefore it is expedient by ſuppreſſing the firſt Movers, to cut 
off that Dependence in all Things belonging to Civil or Martial Affairs; ſo it is moſt 
neceſſary to intercept their Influence in Parliament, where they may do mot hurt. 
There the exceſſive Multitude of Corporations and Burgeſſes will always increaſe 
Faction, ſpecially when the greateſt Part remain fo ill affected. The Remedy then 
which you propound, by a legal Proceeding againſt old Corporations, that have uſurped 
upon the Crown, is very well approved: And his Majeſty requireth you to purſue 1 
with Care and Diligence, in ſuch Way as in your Wiſdom you find belt.

\1NCE my laſt of the firſt of June, there hath been much ſtirring Abroad both in 
the Netherlands and France, yet not ſo much as Report gives out. The Heollanders, 
fince the Conjunction of the French Troops under Chaſtillon, have been Maſters of the 
Field, and the Infant Cardinal hath kept in his Trenches in expectation of ſome 
German Forces. The Prince of Orange hath taken Dieſt and Tillemont, where 
ſome Barbarouſneſs was offered by the French to the Nuns and other Women, 
which hath much averted the Affections of the Flem/b towards them: Thence they 
plundered the Country all along to the Walls of Louvain, where they could do 
little good, but are parted with a foul Repulſe. Picolbomini is come down with 
6000 Dutch Horſe, and 1000 Dragoneers, and there are great Likelihoods of a 
Battle; for there are above 150,000 Men in Arms on both Sides, and I do not ſee 
how that Country is able to ſuſtain them long, ſo that fear of Famine muſt make 
them fight. The Spaniard was never forced to that exigent in thoſe Parts, the 
French aſſailing him on the one Side, and the Hollander on the other. The great 
Standard of Gaunt is diſplayed, which commands every one to be ready to ſerve in 
Perſon: And in France the Van and Arriere Ban is proclaimed by found of Drum 
and Trumpet. Since the Defiance by an Herald of Arms there is a Declaration ſet 
out in France, wherein open Hoſtility and actual War in the higheſt Nature that 
may be is denounced againſt Spain by Sea, Land and freſh Waters, whereunto the 
King exhorts and enjoins all his Subjects, Vaſſals and Servants, and invites all his 
neighbour Princes and Confederates, eſpecially the Hollanders, nos tres chers & grands 
amis, they are the very Words. The Duke of Saxe hath at laſt made his Peace 
with the Emperor, and there are Blanks left for any other German Princes to come 
in. So that I believe there will be little doings there, and 'tis feared all the German 
Forces will come down tumbling: upon France, and make it at laſt the Stage of the 
War. He hath provided well for his Buſineſs towards Tah, the Duke of Savoy being his 
| Confederate, and the Duke of Parma lately brought in, and Rohan having lately made 
himſelf Maſter of the Valteline; which muſt awaken Milan: Towards the Mediter- 
ranean he hath taken a Courſe to entertain an Enemy. The King of Spain hath a 
Fleet of Galleons and Gallies thereabout, but they had lately ill Succeſs, for ſeven were 
caſt away. Here in London Men's Fancies are diverſely diſtorted and bent, ſome for the 
one, and ſome for the other; for my Part T am as indifferent as can be, but as the 
Matter reflects upon my own Country, only I would have the Scales kept even between 
them, and that our neareſt Neighbour have ſtill a Competency of ſubſiſting Strength 
and not overgrow us. | 

Our Fleet is now about Falmouth, they have not met with the French; with the 
Dutch they have, who have complied with them. They ſpeak of an Engliſb Ship 
that was made ſtrike Sail by ſome French Men of War. | | 

My Lord Keeper at the Cloſe of the Term made a Speech in the Star-Chamber, 
wherein commending his Majeſty's Care in ſetting out this Fleet upon his own Charge 
and the Port Towns, being a Fleet of Providence, rather than Neceſſity, he intimated, 
that his Majeſty intends the next Summer to ſet out a greater, and that the Inland 
Towns ſhall contribute, and that the Judges ſhall give Notice thereof in their Circuits.

1 n AVE deferred writing any News to your Lordſhip fince the diſmal Overthrow of 
1 Prince Thomaſo by the French Army above Namur, in hope I ſhould be able to 
relate ſome other good News, advantageous to the King of Spain's Service, which 
face that Time happened, wherein your Lordſhip's Servant was intereſted. That un- 
fortunate Meeting of Prince ene with the French cannot deſerve the Name of a 
Battle, it was carried in that Confuſion, and to this Hour we ſcarce know how it be- 
n or ended, howſoever our Folks were beaten and loft the Field, Baggage and Ar- 
tillery, our Horſe after the firſt Charge fled and forſook our .Foot, the Number of Men 
killed and wounded did not exceed fifteen hundred. Had the Battle been delayed ſome 
three or four Hours longer, I with my freſh Men had been there, having my Order 
1 to that Effect; but God hath I hope preſerved me for a more fortunate Enterpriſe. 
1 The French after this marched to Maeftricht, and united they were to the Prince of 
Orange his Army, which being thus joined they marched. into Brabant and came to 
the Town of Tilmont, which they took up in an Aſſault, Motion of Accord being a 
Foot: What Cruelty, Outrage and Impiety was there committed is beyond Expreſſion, 
They have taken in Ar/chot and Dięſt without Reſiſtance. Some few Days after this 
great Army attempted to march towards Bruſſels, with ſtrong Confidence to conquer 
the whole Country, but the Bulk of our Army marching fideling to it, diverted this 
brave and bold Enterpriſe, then it retired back and lodged itſelf upon the 234 of une 
near the City of Louvain, where by Order of his Alteſſe, TI was ſent and three other 
Regiments for the Defence of that vaſt and ill fortified Town, The Enemy laid 
Siege unto it upon the 24, they were in Number hard upon threeſcore thouſand, and 
/ we were not above four thouſand five hundred Soldiers. The Siege was. very hot, 
Valour appearing of either Side, Tt fell to my Lot to have the Charge of the two 
Ports, againſt which the Trenches and Batteries were erected. My poor Endeavours 
were not wanting to advance the King's Service, and to purchaſe myſelf and my Na- 
tion Honour, I will not inforce my own Merits in this Occaſion, but refer it to the 
relation of others, This hot Play continued for eleven Days to the great Loſs of the 
Befiegers. I have not loſt of my whole Regiment, hurt and killed, above threeſcore 
and ten, though we made ſeveral bloody Sallies. The two brave Armies were forced 
to raiſe the Siege and marched towards Arſebot north of Louvain, where as yet they lye 
in no ſmall Danger, the Prince Cardinal's well reinforced Army, and thirty thouſand 
Horſe and Foot from Germany under the Conduct of Picolbomini every way endeavour- 
ing to intrap them. What will be the end of this Tragedy Time will diſcover; my 
Opinion is, that few of the French will ever eſcape. What further News will happen 

I will not fail to notify unto your Lordſhip. 

I cannot forbear to acquaint your Lordſhip of the ill Uſage of old Captain Tyrre!'s 
Son, whoſe Bonds your Honour at my Intreaty was pleaſed to have cancelled, having 
been formerly himſelf and his Father Priſoners for ſome Miſdemeanor ; the Father and 
Son having promiſed. to bring hither a Company for my Regiment, to which Effect 
your Lordſhip gave a Warrant for tranſporting of his Men, he is now gone to Owen 0 
Neal's Regiment, by which proceeding I cannot collect any juſt Dealing or Fidelity in 
their Behaviour, which 1 leave to your Lordſhip's Conſideration to redreſs.

Neverthelefs beſeech you admit me to reprodat anediondy to yourſelf the Con- 
ſequence of this Buſineſs, the greateſt ſure yet on Foot, whether your Majeſty's own 
Honour or Profit be confider'd, the civilizing and enriching this People, or ſecuring 
this Kingdom under the Dominion of your Imperial Crown. 

"Certainly upon the welt-governing this Occaſion depends the good or bad, not of 
this alone, but of all the future Plantations, which without queſtion muſt be the only 
Means under God and your Majeſty to reform this Subject as well in Religion as Man- 
ners; and till this be fully effected, I conceive them (under F avour) not a Nation to 


be over far truſted unto by the Engliſh. 


If it be followed with juſt Severity, this Oppoſition will prove of great Uſe to the 
Crown, as any one Thing that hath happened, fince this Plantation fell in Propoſi- 
tion. It ſhall not only, with a confiderable Addition of Revenue, bring Security to this 
County, which of the whole Kingdom moſt requires it, but make all the ſucceeding 
Plantations paſs with the greateſt Quietneſs that can be deſired. Whereas if this fro- 
ward Humour be negligently or looſely handled, it will not only blemiſh the Honour 
and Comelineſs of that which is effected already, but cut off all hope of any future 
Plantation. For if the Contrivers herein eſcape undiſciplin'd, it will fo encourage the 
Natives in their natural Averſeneſs to theſe Services, as they will never in theſe Caſes 
find any Title for the Crown hereafter. 

Beſides, it will in the Perſon of my Lord Clanrickard make an End of all Triſh 
De ndences, being now the only one conſiderable left amongſt them : Which un- 
doubtedly hath been in the Ages before us a ſtrong and forcible means of many great 
Diſſervices to the Crown of England, and of many grievous Oppreſſions upon this 
People.

We began at the County of Roſcommon, where we cauſed a Jury to be impannelled 


of the principal Gentlemen and Inhabitants of the {aid County, before whom his

Majeſty's Evidence, being fully laid open by his learned Counſel, it was fo manifeſt A. D. 1635. 
and clear, as there was no place left for any Contradiction, which fo wrought on the —" WV 
Judgment of the Jurors, as howſoever their own Intereſts were moſt nearly concerned 

therein, yet they choſe rather to imbrace the Truth, and fo find for his Majeſty, than 

in relation to their own private Intereſts to prejudice their Confciences by not finding 

the King's Title: Which Act of theirs they performed with ſo much Chearfulnefs as we 

muſt do them the Right to value it to his Majeſty accordingly. His Majeſty's Title 

being agreed to be found, we there continued for a Time to reduce it into a formal and 

legal Inquiſition ; which being done in all the Formalities neceflarily incident to a 

Work of that Nature, we departed from thence to the County of Sligo, and fo from 

thence to the County of Mayo, in every of which Counties his Majeſty's Title was 

found in ſuch manner, and with the like Freedom and Forwardneſs of Affections as in 

the County of Roſcommon. Our Work then in theſe three Counties being ended, we * 
came finally to this County of Gallway, which we purpoſely ſo appointed, in regard © 
by ſome private Intelligences we had amongſt them, we apprehended more difficulty | 
here than in the other Counties. When we came hither, we omitted nothing that we | 
conceived might conduce to the Clearing and Manifeſtation of his Majeſty's Title : 

Wherein we ſo laboured as we well aſſure ourſelves, it appeared moſt juſt, honoura- 

ble and unqueſtionable to all equal minded Men that heard it. Yet the Jury (two of 

them only excepted) remaining as it ſeems reſolute in the Averſeneſs they had propoſed 

to themſelves (all out of Will and accompanied in divers of them with great want 

of Underſtanding) neither regarding the Clearneſs of ſo unavoidable Evidence as 

they then had given them, againſt which nothing material was objected which had 

not been formerly alledged in the other Counties, nor the Example of their neigh- 

bouring Counties, whoſe Eſtates were as deeply involved therein as theirs, moſt obſti- 

nately and perverſely refuſed to find for his Majeſty, though we endeavoured to fatisfy 

them ſeveral Ways beyond any we had taken in any of the other three Counties. 

We then bethought us of a Courſe to vindicate his Majeſty's Honour and Juſtice, 
not only againſt the Perſons of the Jurors, but alſo againſt the Sheriff for returning ſo 
inſufficient, indeed, as we conceived, a packed Jury, to paſs upon a Buſineſs of fo 
great Weight and Conſequence; and therefore we fined the Sheriff in a thoufand 
Pounds to his Majeſty, and bound over the Jury to appear in the Caftle-Chamber, 
where, we conceive, it is fit that their pertinacious Carriage be followed with all juſt 
Severity. And becauſe we ſaw apparently, that there had been plotting and combining 
to ſtand againſt his Majeſty's Title, inſomuch as the Viſcount Clanmorris, Nephew to 
our very good Lord the Earl of St. Albans and Clanrickard, hath been heard to ſay 
in a vaunting Manner, before the Jury gave up their Verdict, that they would have 
given a great Sum of Money, that we had begun here, that ſo by not finding the 
King's Title here, the other Counties might take Example to do the like, we judged 
it needful inſtantly upon the Place to publiſh a Proclamation (a Copy whereof we 
herewith ſend you) to the Intent, if it might be, to break the Combination, however 
to make all the Natives of this County inexcuſable, if they did not accept the Grace 
thereby offered, and to open the Paſſage of his Majeſty's Juſtice more plain and ho- 
nourable, by this Means taking from them all the Pretence they might make, that 
the Fault was only the Jury's, and ſo the Puniſhment properly appliable to them, and 
not to the reſt of the County, who might alledge themſelves to be altogether innocent 
therein, The Reaſons, which upon the Ground of good Aſſurance we muſt affirm to 
have been the Occaſion of the Averſeneſs we have found here to his Majeſty's Deſigns 
are theſe, | 

Firſt, That there is ſcarce a Proteſtant Freeholder to be found to ſerve his Majeſty 
on this or any other occaſion in this County, being in a manner altogether compound- 
ed of Papiſts, with whom the Prieſts and Jeſuits (who abound here in far greater 
Numbers than in other Parts) have ſo much Power, as they do nothing of this Nature 
without conſulting them. | : 

Secondly, The Counſellors at Law, being all of them Recuſants, ſhowed themſelves 
over buſy, even to Faction, in this Service againſt the King, and by whoſe Advices, we 
find Reaſon to believe, the Jury were very much guided. 

Thirdly and Laſtly, (which in the Duty we owe his Majeſty we may not forbear td 
declare, though we honour much the Nobleman's Perſon and acknowledge his Merits) 
the Dependence, which all this County in general have of the Earl of St. Albans and 
Clanrickard, whole great Eſtate in this County together with his far ſpread Kindred, the 

| great 
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great Relation both Prieſts and Lawyers have to his Lordſhip, and all this fortified 
with his Majeſty's Power now in the ſaid Earl's Hands, as Governor of the Town and 
County of Gallway, in Nature little leſs than a County Palatine, renders him a Perſon 


ſo potent in this County, as nothing which is carried in an ordinary Courſe of Pro- 


ceeding can move here without him. And for Proof thereof, of many Reaſons, which 


we here upon the Place do ſee clearly, we muſt take the Freedom to declare 
Firſt, That at our being in the County of Mayo, a Counſellor at Law having by 


Direction from Jobn Donellan, the Earl's Steward, brought the Earl's Letters Patents to 


the King's Counſel to be tranſcribed into the Draught of the Inquiſition prepared for 
this County, after it had remained a ſhort Time there, there arrived here out of Eng- 
land a Servant of the Earl's, and with him a Servant of the ſaid Viſcount Clanmorris, 
Nephew to the Earl, who had been lately before ſent thither for more certain and pre- 
ſent Directions to be had in this Buſineſs, and the ſaid Counſellor at Law received a 


Letter from the ſaid Donellan by a Meſſenger, who with much Earneſtneſs importuned 


the ſaid Counſellor to reſtore the Patent, ſaying, they were undone if it were not re- 
ſtored (which Letter we conceive the ſaid Donellan ſent upon the Intelligence he then 
received forth of England) upon Receipt of which Letter the ſaid Counſellor went in- 
ſtantly to the King's Counſel and took back the Earl's Letters Patents. And whereas 
we were certainly informed, that divers Gentlemen were reſolved to have acknow- 
ledged the King's Title, upon thoſe Men's Arrival they altered their Reſolutions, and 
fince ſtand in Oppoſition thereunto. 

Secondly, The ſaid Viſcount Clanmorris, the Earl's Nephew, appeared openly before 
us, as the gracious Lord to countenance the Oppoſition of the County, and to con- 
tradi the King's Title. Which we are well aſſured he would not have adventured to 
have done without a ſecret Privity he had of the Earl's Intentions, Deſires and Direc- 
tions therein, being otherwiſe obnoxious himſelf ro the State, and liable to a Sentence 
in the Caftle-Chamber this next Term in a Cauſe there formerly depending againſt 


Thirdly, As I the Deputy and others of the Commiſſioners were publickly at our 
Seſſion interrogating one of the Jury that diſſented from the reſt, Richard Bourk of 


| Derrimachleglin, another Nephew to the Earl (being alſo himſelf one of the Jury) 


pulled him by the Sleeve with whom we were ſpeaking, thereby labouring to divert 
the Juror from declaring, that his Conſcience led him to find for his Majeſty, which 
notwithſtanding the Juror did, which was done with ſuch unaccuſtomed and unſuffera- 
ble Boldneſs in open Court in our own View, to the out-facing, as it were, of all Juſtice, 
and conſequently his Majeſty's Authority by which we were there aſſembled, as we 


found it juſt and neceſſary to fine him in five hundred Pounds. 


Fourtbiy, The Earl's principal Servant and Steward Fohn Donellan, being one of 
the Jury, we ſaw plainly that he guided the reſt which way he pleaſed. For, when 
we called them by Poll and interrogated them (which we did in ſeveral Queſtions) 
all thoſe, that ſpake before him, ſpake doubtfully and variouſly, where they that ſpake 
after him did ſtill uniformly and poſitively agree with him, 

Fifthly, Moſt of the Jurors are of the Earl's Kindred or near Alliance, or Depen- 
dents on him, ſaving thoſe two who found the King's Title, which two, for ought we 
can learn, have leaſt Relation to his Lordſhip. _ | | 

Theſe, beſides many other Inſtances falling within our Obſervation upon the Place, 
are bumbly offered as Reaſons to induce us to believe, that the Earl by a cloſe and 


underhand Intelligence with thoſe of this County had imboldened and perſuaded them 


not to find, which otherwiſe, conſidering how they were led in by the other three 
Counties, they would not have dared of themſelves to have done. 

Whereupon we, his Majeſty's Servants, out of the Knowledge and Experience we 
have of his Affairs here, and the State of the Kingdom, do humbly crave his Majeſty's 
Leave in the firſt Place to certify, that if the Cauſe of Religion (which, as you better 
know, works moſt powerfully and violently on the Minds of Men) ſhould any Time 
be pretended whereby to ſhake the Faith or Loyalty of this People from the Crown, 
there is no Part that lyes ſo open to let in a Foreign Enemy, that is better fitted with 
Harbours for ſuch a Purpoſe, that hath the Intercourſe and Commerce with Sparn, or 


that is more naturally inclined to that Nation, than this County of Gallway. 


Obſervable alſo it is, that howbeit the Earl hath made ſome Buildings and Improve- 
ments in this County, yet have they been ſo ordered, as to this Day he hath not 
brought in one Engliſoman to plant amongſt them, excepting ſome few poor People for 

the 
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of Natives, and thoſe altogether Papiſtts . 
_ © Secondly, We muſt tepreſent this to his Majeſty as a Buſineſs of mighty Conſequence 
to his Affairs, whereon depends no leſs: than the Good or Ill of this preſent, and all 
other, the intended: Plantations; which under God and his Majeſty are, in human Pro- 
bahility, the likelieſt Means to ſettle and ſecure this People for the Crown. For, if it 


be purſued with Attention and Severity, this Averſeneſs of theirs will work a notable 


Effect, not only to the conſummating of this Plantation in Hand, with all the Honour 
and Juſtice, and Advantage to his Majeſty that could pofſibly be defired, but facilitate 
all the reſt thorough the whole Kingdom. Whereas, if it be followed negligently and 
remiſsly, it ſhall infallibly not only take away all hope of any further Plantation 
hereafter; but alſo all the Honour and Beauty of this great Service already done in the 
other three Counties; with this, that ſuch is the Strength and Clearneſs of his Ma- 
jeſty's Title, that the Earl of St. Alban's Oppoſition is not at all conſiderable, but ſhall 
without all queſtion, as it hath: done hitherto, ſo ſtill work excellently to this Purpoſe 
above any other Means that could in reaſon have been expected. So that it is all our 
Opinions, that it conduceth much more to his Majeſty's Ends, he ſhould perſiſt ob- 


—_— 


ſtinately therein, rather than otherwiſe; And therefore we humbly adviſe, that no 


Aſſent by way of Submiſſion be accepted from him on that Side to the King's Title, 
as ſuppoſing him able that way to contribute any Strength to that which we can do 
without him, and thereby to lay an Obligation on his Majeſty. And that if he con- 
form not to the Proclamation by freely acknowledging the King's true Right and un- 
doubted Title by tlie Time therein limited, that he be not received thereunto at all. 
Which Proclamation we have delivered here to his Deputy Lieutenant-Governor to be 
publiſhed, whereof we are well aſſured his Friends or Servants here will give him ſea- 
ſonable Notice, ſo as he may not pretend any Ignorance thereof. And we befeech 
his Majeſty, that neither he nor his Son may be admitted to come into this Kingdom 
until this Service ſhall be thoroughly and fully finiſhed, it being probable, that either 
of their Preſence here in that Time may give ſome Interruption thereundd. 


Thirdly, That there is now a fair Opportunity put into his Majeſty's Harids t6 lay 


a ſure Foundation for reducing and ſecuring this County of Gallway (of all the four 
by much the greateſt) by fully lining and planting it with Engliſbd; which could not 


have been ſo thoroughly done, as for the publick Safety is neceſſary, if the pretended 


Owners of Lands in this County have not a greater Proportion taken from them than 
is appointed by the Articles of Plantation to be applied to his Majeſty's Benefit in the 
other three Counties: And ſeeing by their own Act they co-operate in it, whereby his 
Majeſty, is juſtly provoked ſo to do, and thereby to put a Difference between them who 
force him to undertake a Suit at Law for his own, and his other Subjects who readily 
acknowledge his Right, and who will think it hard that others leſs conformable than 


they ſhould be put into an equal Condition with them. We therefore have reſolved that 


I, the Deputy, ſhall forthwith give Order to the King's learned Counſel to put the King's 


Title into a legal Proceeding (if his Majeſty in his Wiſdom ſhall. not find reaſon to 


direct the contrary) which we conceive may be in a fair and orderly Way by an Ex- 
chequer Proceeding to ſeize for his Majeſty the Lands of the Jurors, and of all that 
ſhall not lay hold on his Majeſty's Grace offered them by the Proclamation, And af- 
ter his Majeſty be poſſeſſed thereof, which we are of Opinion may (without any Strain 
at all) be had in a very ſhort Time, we may at better Leifure advertiſe our humble 
Opinions, how the ſame may be managed moſt for his Majeſty's Honour and Profit, 
as alſo molt for the ſecuring and quiet of the Country, and humbly attend his Majeſty's 
good Pleaſure, and purſue it accordingly, But under Favour, we think neceſſary that 
many Particulars be well weighed and provided for, before there be either an actual Sei- 
ſure, or any open Declaration tending thereunto. As that it will be fit that the old 
Fort of Gallway be forthwith repair'd, (which we conceive may be done with about a 
thouſand Pounds Charge) and Order given by me, the Deputy, that four or five Foot 
Companies be garriſoned in the ſaid Fort, and four Foot Companies more, and one 


Horſe Troop to be garriſoned at Atbenry, a Town fituate ſome eight Miles from 


Galkoay, and fortified with a ſtrong Wall. That the Earl's and his Son's Foot Com-

2. That foraſmuch as the ſaid Inhabitants have and do duely for their Parts obſerve 


their Conditions in making Payment yearly of the ſeveral Sums reſerved, and are con- 


tented hereafter ſo to do, but by Reaſon of the Wars and other Troubles happening in 
that Kingdom, they have not had the Means hitherto to paſs their ſaid Lands as was 
intended unto them; but have been humble Suitors unto his Majeſty to grant them 
that Grace and Favour.

C1NCE.my laſt, I have been for the moſt Part in the Country, and ſometimes at 
8 Court, where the greateſt News was lately, that the King is very ſenſible of the 
Wrongs our Merchants receive daily at Sea, by the French: For, beſides the great Ship 
that was taken upon the Coaſt of Barbary by the French Cardinal's Couſin, who was 
Admiral of three Ships, many others have been made Prize, and lately a Dover Man 
paſſing to Calais was taken, and the Men put to the Torture, by the Violence whereof 
a Confeſſion was wrung out of them, that they were bound for Dunkirk; a Barbariſm 
equal to that of Ambeyna. Hereupon my Lord General had Commiſſion ſent him from 
Saliſbury to chaſe, call in, fink or fire any French that come in his Way, untill 
theſe Wrongs be repaired. They ſay, he hath Order alſo to ſtay Hollanders for the 
Affront, or rather Act of Hoſtility, they did lately in the North Parts by offering to 
take a Dunłirter from out of one of the King's Chambers, and landing armed Men 
upon our Coaſts. _ 

There went a great Fleet of Dunkirkers lately amongſt the Holland Buſſes, and made 
ſuch an Havock of them, that above one hundred were taken and ſunk, having but 
four Men of War to guard them, while the reſt were imployed to join with the French 
Fleet, and flouriſh in our Seas. | | 

The Sconce holds out toughly, and I believe will hardly be regained ; for the Spa- 
niard ſeldom caſts up what he hath once ſwallowed, I am fo far acquainted with the 
State of his Stomach, There hath been no way left unattempted by Battery, Sapping 
and Fire Works; but ſince nothing will do by Land, they have recourſe to the Water, 
in which kind of Stratagems they are moſt expert, to find a way to make both the 
Rivers meet and ſwell up, and ſo drown it by Cataracts.

And they ſpeak of certain odd Paſquils that 
are diſperſed of him in Amſterdam, being painted with a French Doublet and a Spaniſh 
Hoſe with this Motto, Infidus Utrigue, The Infant Cardinal on the other Side is 
retired to Bruxels, for. Victuals grew ſcant, which made Sickneſſes to grow rife in 
his Army; and the Marquis d' Aitona, who was his chief Prop and Guide is lately 
dead. Beſides, the French have made deep Incurſions into Artois and Hainault, but I 
do not hear that they have faſtened upon any thing yet. The Imperial General was

Admonitions of Friars and Jeſuits ſo devoutly as they would by no Means find for 
the King, but went very currently againſt their Evidence, upon my Faith the moſt ob- 
durately and ſtupidly I ever ſaw. Now ſince, I hear they have ſent over Agents, for- 
ſooth, into England, to what Intent I know not, but I truſt they will be welcomed 
as they deſerve; it having been anciently the chief Art of this Nation, by the Inter- 
vention of theſe Agencies, to deſtroy the Services of the Crown, and ſtrike thorough 
the Honour and Credit of this State and the Miniſters thereof, But I truſt they will 
find this Receipt to fail them now, and the Temper of their Conſtitution better 
underſtood, than that fuch Phy ſick as this, ſhall be longer thought to be proper to reco- 
ver them forth of that Superſtition and Barbariſm, which hath hitherto been the Reproach 
almoſt of the Engliſb. In a Word, this Opportunity made uſe of rightly, as I am 
confident his Majeſty forth of his excellent Wiſdom will, remember that I tell you, 
it will work more powerfully towards a Conformity in the 1ri/h to our Religion 
and Civility, than any other that hath happened in our Time, and ſettle this King- 
dom in the greateſt Security in itſelf, in the greateſt Strength to that other of England 
to boot; excellent Effects, becoming indeed the Times of our great Maſter, and which 
ſhall convey him over to Poſterity in Glory above his Royal Progenitors, You may

In your Lordſhip's of the 29t* of September you firſt give Notice, that the Leaſe of 
Fiſhing, which Mr. Chamberlain had for eight hundred Pounds, your Lordſhip had 
now let for a thouſand Pounds Rent, This his Majeſty approveth as a very good Ser- 
vice; who in his Letter had reſerved the Condition of Improvement, as you well re- 
member. Mr. Chamberlain is here eſteemed an honeſt and able Merchant, who driveth 
an ample Trade, and might be a means to advance the Trade of that Kingdom; 
which I conceived to be defired by your Lordſhip ; and therefore was willing to en- 
courage him, ſo far as might be without Prejudice to his Majeſty's Profit, which he 
ſeemed in all Things to ſubmit unto: His Licence for Pipe-ſtaves was obtained at the 
Board only for the Service of his Majeſty's Navy: And the Lords do all commend 
your great Care in cauſing good Security to be taken to prevent any Intention to tranſ- 
port them to other Parts. He was in Treaty with the Officers of the Navy when this 
Licence was obtained. And as the Order you preſcribe is very well allowed, ſo your 
Lordſhip may be confident, that the King's Service being provided for, in ſuch ſort as 
you now ſet down, no Merchant or other will be enabled by any future Act or Licence 
to incroach upon his Majeſty's Sales, or interlope in any kind. Mr. John Crane, Clerk 
of his Majeſty's Kitchin, is now in the Place of Sir Sampſon Dorrell Victualler for the

E my laſt of the middle of November, I gave you an Account of Sir James Bagge's 

Buſineſs cenſured in the Star-Chamber. It pleaſed ſince his Majeſty to ſhow him 
extraordinary Favours: For, the Monday following the Cenſure, the King ſent his Pro- 
hibition to the Lord Keeper, that the Sentence ſhould not be drawn up, nor entred 
againſt him, nor no Warrant ſhould be awarded forth to impriſon him. Some have 
endeavoured with his Majeſty to take off theſe Prohibitions, upon good Grounds of 
Reaſon, and the Practice of the Court, alledging further the Inſolency of Bagge's 
Carriage fince his Cenſure, his open coming Abroad, his feaſting, for which even his 
Friends condemn him; yet nothing is altered, he is ſtill at Liberty, neither is the Sen- 
tence entred. 

The great Commiſſioner, the great Director in other Men's Eſtates is dead, the Lord 
Savage, who had an univerſal Gout took him all over his Body, which put him into a 
ſtrong Fever, which in leſs than ten Days ended him: His Eſtate 2 500 J. a Year 
clogg'd with a Debt of 30000. contracted by himſelf, his eldeſt Son, and his own 
Wife; his proper Debts 14000 J. his Son 100007, and his Wife the reſt. My Lord 
Rivers is their hope, who is rich both in Land and Money, and cannot by reaſon of 
his great Age long keep it from them ; that now is their greateſt Comfort. 

The Prince Elector Palatine hath been here at Court this Fortnight. The Earl 
Marſhal from the King, and the Lord Goring from the Queen went to Graveſend to 
attend him, who the ſame Night brought his Highneſs to the King, who received

I SHALL in a few Lines give you an Anſwer to four of your Letters, wherewith I am in 
preſent chargeable, which howbeit it comes ſlowly, yet the Blame is not mine, but 
occaſioned by the Winds, which for three Months have been conſtantly at Weſt, ſo as 
your Letters came very lately to my Hands. 

The firſt bears Date the 30 of September, your Letter to the Commiſſioners of 
the Plantation J have delivered, and herewith you receive a full Return to all the 


Particulars concerning that great Buſineſs, whereunto I am able to add nothing, ſaving 


to certify you of the huge Contentment they all took to find that his Majeſty is re- 
ſolved to go on roundly therein, the good or bad Succeſs whereof is conſidered and 
looked after here as one principal Means either of Safety or Diſtraction to this whole 
State; and howbeit, in truth it be in itſelf of mighty Importance, yet do they here 
apprehend it full as much as it is. And ſurely nothing will ſo much ſettle or encourage 
the. Proteſtants and all well affected Subjects, as to ſee that it be followed and attended 
upon with the wakeful Eye of his Majeſty, and his Miniſters as well on that as this 


Side: And therefore where their Contentment goes along with his Majeſty's Honour 


and Juſtice, it would not be neglected. 
Next I can be of nothing more confident than that if this Plantation be carried 


thorough with Circumſpection and Reſolution, we are not to apprehend any Thing at 


all the Oppoſition of the ill affected, they are not able, they dare not perſiſt in it: 


therefore truſting there will be a ſteady Hand held upon it on that Side, there remains 


nothing for us here, but to intend the faithful and ſeaſonable Execution of his Majeſty's 
Directions, wherein, believe me, you ſhall not find me aſleep. | 

I find that nothing would give theſe Commiſſioners ſo much Satisfaction, and even 
in my own Judgment ſo much enable us, and diſpoſe all to a ſpeedy and happy Con- 
cluſion as to remit theſe Agents of Gallway in the Condition of Priſoners, and their 
Propoſitions intirely to our Conſideration and legal Proceeding on this Side; which 
I am inclined unto the rather, for that I find in their Propoſitions offered to you no- 
thing of new, but ſuch lean Objections as have been buffeted at every Enquiry for the 
Title, and nothing left to hang upon them but Skin and Bone as they ſay; as alſo 
becauſe in Truth I conceive this Courſe of publick Agency is moſt indecent and un- 
comely, and which hath been in all Times the Occaſion of mighty Diſſervices to the 


Crown there, and of exceſſive Prejudice and Diſquiet to the Subject and State here; 


and therefore to be taken up ſo by the Roots, as never to bring forth thoſe bitter 
Fruits hereafter ; which I am verily perſuaded we ſhall effect, if it be committed to 
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by Cenſures in the Caftle-Chamber, not alone upon the Agents, but upon their other 


-onfederates, which are neither few, nor of low Condition I will awarrant you. 
The Commiſſioners appointed to inquire out the Number of Quarters, and the 
ſeveral Proprietors. and Proportions they have of the Lands ſubject to Plantation in 
the three Counties of Reſcommon, Sligo and Mayo, are returned; but as yet we have 
not had Time to take their Account, only for certain they have done very good 
Service, and the King's Part will prove'full-as great, and indeed better than we ever 
expected. I ſhall not fail the next Week to call them together, and ſo continually ply 
it till we be ready to deliver our humble Opinions to his Majeſty, not only upon the 
Plantation itſelf, but upon all the Incidents thereof, which ſhall be ſpeeded as much 
as is poſſibhle.

For the Debt of Sir Archibald Atchyſon's, it was transferred from Rhee (or I cannot 
tell whence) hither, and therefore I confeſs, not at all in my Thoughts or Care further 
than my Obedience to his Majeſty's Direction inforceth me unto, when that comes in 
place I can readily deny myſelf in all Things; yet my Duty till emboldens me to 
write that ſuch Tranſpoſition of Debts as theſe, if Way be given them, will in Con- 
cluſion utterly diſappoint all his Majeſty's ordinary Payments, and return empty into 
our Bofoms all the Labours of us here, for paying the Debts of this Crown, and raiſing 
a ſtanding certain Revenue to anſwer the conſtant annual Payments; and great Pity it 
were the Conſideration of any one Man, in an unuſual, and, under Favour, improper 
Way, ſhould overthrow ſo excellent a Work, which I am perſuaded would give great 


Contentment to his Majeſty in itſelf, and operate too with much Advantage by Way 


of Example, it may be, even upon the Exchequer in England. 

I humbly thank you for your favourable Regard of my Recommendations in the 
Behalf of Sir George Hamilton and Captain Price; and yet more am I to acknowledge 
your Anſwer touching Sir George his Suit for a Proportion of Plantation Land, a better 
could not be given, yet is it but ſuitable to that uniform ſincere Courſe I have al- 
ways obſerved you to trade in, fince I had the Honour to ſerve his Majeſty in this 
Place; for which, God is my Witneſs, I ſpeak ſimply the Truth, I ſhall honour you 


all the Days of my Life. 


{Yours of the 234 of October, concerns only the Defire of her Majeſty to renew to 


her own Uſe certain Leaſes heretofore granted to the Earl of Ormond, wherein I ſhall

His Majeſty's Anſwer to the Lord Tunbridge, as moſt gracious towards me, ſo paſ- 
ſing judicious and diſcerning in itſelf. This young Nobleman ſpeaks very loud con- 
cerning me, yet I am too far off to hear him, or how near ſoever not to be ſcared 
out of my Duty to his Majeſty, hoping that when his Lordſhip comes to be of my 
Age, he will fee his own Error and juſtify me, if I rather ſtudy the publick than any 
Man's private, As touching the Agents of Gallway, I have no more to ſay, the Pro- 
ceeding with them on that Side could not be better, and the reſt we muſt expect 
thence, truſting the Concluſion will be ſuch as the Beginning promiſes, and as will 
ſettle this Kingdom in a better Condition for the Crown, than I can ſay as yet is 
(or indeed like to be) without the judicious governing of this Plantation and preſent 
Occaſion. | 
I have received his Majeſty's Privy-Seal for the levying of two hundred Horſe 
to be added to this Army, which will give them on this Side great. Confidence 
and Countenance in their Proceedings, and I aſſure myſelf the Charge will not prove 
conſiderable, in reſpect of the Benefit and Advantage it will bring to his Majeſty's Af- 
fairs. Beſides this Extraordinary will undoubtedly be born by the larger Shares his 
Majeſty may juſtly take in the County of Gallway, by reaſon of their ſingular Ob- 
ſtinacy and Perverſeneſs, I confeſs I am infinitely contented with the gracious Favour 
his Majeſty hath done my Lord Dillon in granting him this Command of a Horſe 
Troop, I proteſt more than if it had been done to myſelf, ſo much am I in love with 
the Gentleman's Parts and intire good Affections; certainly T am perſuaded he will as 
well deſerve it as any other of the Nation; and for his juſt and due Acknowledgments, 
his own Pen will better ſet them forth to you, with his Suit that you would be pleaſed 
to repreſent them to his Majeſty, indeed an honeſter or an abler Gentleman you ſhall 
ſeldom have the Opportunity to mention. 3 
I have peruſed my Lord Wilmot's Submiſſion, and in regard you require my Senſe of 
it, I ſhall expreſs it clearly and plainly. I take the Paper figned by his Lordſhip tranſ- 
mitted hither by you, and here by me returned you back, to be a full Confeſſion of 
his Guilt, yet leſs ambiguouſly expreſſed, if the laſt may were changed into would: 
And if that thereupon his Majeſty graciouſly pleaſe to preſerve an ancient Servant of 
the Crown, and his Counſellor from publick Cenſure, truly I ſhall judge it very well 
ſuiting his princely Clemency, nor did I ever adviſe other, till his Lordſhip. provoked

„The Matter then I agree, only I differ a little in the Means; for, howbeit I aſſent 


that hereupon the Proceedings be ſtaid as againſt him in the Caſtle- Chamber, and will 
forthwith give Directions accordingly, or rather myſelf not expreſly ordering and 
commanding the Proſecution, you may be ſure none on this Side will dare to move at 
all in it; yet can I not at all adviſe the Bill be abſolutely taken off the File, till upon 
his Lordſhip's Repayment of the Money by him received in Prejudice of the Crown, 
the Land be reaſſured back from the Purchaſers to the King, which I will undertake 
ſhall be worth five. hundred Pounds Sterling by Year of ſtanding and certain Revenue, 
The Bill-ſtill depending will be a good Spur to bring his Lordſhip on, whereas elſe 
I believe you will find him flow enough to reſtore the Morſel he had digeſted fo long 
ſince.

by his Lordſhip, then the Bill to be taken from the File, but in Caſe he neglected the 
Reſtitution of the Crown, or ſought to ſpin out the Matter into Length, then his 
Lordſhip ſhould expect the Bill muſt proceed with more Severity againſt him: And if 
he were directly concluded to ſee his Majeſty reſtored of his Land before the begin- 
ning of Trinity Term next, or elſe then the Proceeding to go on criminally againſt 
him, it were to my Judgment the better.

Now as for the Suit to be preferred in the Exchequer-Chamber againſt his Lordſhip 
and the Purchaſers, being the legal Way to bring back the Right and Title to the 
Land, as the other is the proper Way to bring the Crime to Judgment, I am humbly 
of Opinion, it ought in any Caſe actually to proceed notwithſtanding; and that his 
Lordſhip be abſolutely commanded either to come hither in Perſon, or preſently ſend 
his Agent ſufficiently authoriſed, both to anſwer the Information in the Exchequer, as 
alſo to treat with the poor Purchaſers, and to take ſuch a Courſe for their Satisfaction 
that they may be willing to join in the regranting the Lands, and lodging them in the 
Crown. It ſtanding with all Honeſty and Conſcience his Lordſhip ſhould reſtore unto 
them the Monies he had of them, which, as I take it, come to near four thouſand 
two hundred Pounds Sterling. This I hold more neceſſary than any other in the 
Whole Caſe, and will prevent in a great Meaſure, any Prejudice that may fall upon 
the Title thorough the Forbearance, vouchſafed his Lordſhip in the other Court, where 
the Crime is in Queſtion, So as unleſs I have other Directions in your Anſwer to this 
Diſpatch, I will take a Courſe the Information be preſently put into the Excheguer; 


and Proceſs iſſued and ſerved upon his Lordſhip and all the Purchaſers, to bring 


them to a Conformity the ſooner, however to anſwer by the Beginning of the next

Before this Council I charged the Lord Mountnorris with his Speeches concerning 
me, which his Majeſty, I humbly thank him, had given me a Warrant to do, In 
ſhort, the Words were fully proved, and atteſted in his Preſence. by the Lord Moore 
and Sir Robert: Loftus, and, if there were need, will be, I am ſure, by a dozen Perſons 
more, ſo publickly was he pleaſed to traduce me, and fondly to endanger himſelf. 
After a full and clear Hearing of all he could ſay in his own Juſtification, they pro- 
ceeded to ſentence him upon the thirteenth and one and fortieth Articles of the Publick 
Orders in Print for the good Government or Ordering the Army. And ſo have adjudged 
him to be impriſoned, diſarmed, and to be caſhiered and baniſhed forth of this Army, 
as having offended againſt the one and fortieth Article; and further adjudged him to die, 
as having offended againſt the thirteenth Article. But myſelf and all the Captains will 
become moſt humble Suitors to his Majeſty to pardon him the Puniſhment of Death, 
which in ſtrictneſs might be juſtly inflifted upon him. And till we receive his Ma- 
ieſty's further Pleaſure therein, he is to remain here a Priſoner in the Caſtle under the 


Cuſtody of the Conſtable. 
I will by my next ſend you the Sentence with all the Reaſons inducing it, wherein 


you will find, that in Honour and Juſtice leſs could not be done; that their Opinions 


were uniform, and the ſame from the firſt that ſpake to the laſt; and that, I fat filent 


all the while, and gave no Sentence of my own at all in the Cauſe. 
There is by this Sentence a Captain's Place fallen void, which I am an humble 


Suitor to his Majeſty for his Leave, that I may beſtow it upon my Lord Caulfield, a 
very honeſt, able, and well affected Gentleman, and one that hath a Promiſe of it under 
his Majeſty's Signet.

At which Time albeit I the Deputy was preſent, in reſpect of the Neceſſity of the 


Preſence of his Majeſty's General of his Army at ſuch a Council of War; yet muſt 


we all certify, that I the ſaid Deputy did not declare any Opinion at all in the Cauſe, 

but contained myſelf in Silence during all the Time of the private Debate amongſt us, 

that were to give our Judgments upon the ſaid Cauſe, and in the Concluſion without 
any Aggravation or other Repetition of the Matter, did only as General of the Army 
barely affirm the Sentence ſo given by us, without expreſſing my own private Senſe of 
the Cauſe one way or other. 

We are further to certify unto. you, that at the ſentencing of this Cauſe, the Mat- 
ters laid to his Charge were ſo fully proved in his own Preſence, and the Letter and 
Senſe of the Law, by which he was to be judged, (being the ſame this Army had 
always been governed by) ſo expreſs in Point of Puniſhment to the Tranſgreſſors 
thereof, as it was not in our Power to preſcribe any Arbitrary Puniſhment, or indeed 
any, Puniſhment at all, other than that the Law led us to, and which the incloſed con- 
tains, which we muſt declare he juſtly deſerved, as well. in regard of the Offence con-

HEREAS the King's moſt Excellent Majeſty, by his Highneſs's Letters of the 
W 31 of July laſt directed to us the Lord Deputy, hath been graciouſly pleaſed 
to ſignify, that as he ſhall ever expect, that all due Reverence ſhall be given by his 
Subjects to the Perſon, whom he appoints to be his Deputy and General of his Army 
within this his Kingdom of Jreland: So, on the contrary, he ſhall hold them blame- 
worthy, eſpecially being Perſons who have received their Dignities from him, or hold 
their Places of Honour and Truſt under his Government, and yet ſhall forget their 
Duty that way in their Words or Actions, to the ill Example of others: And taking 
Notice of the Carriage of the Lord Mountnorris, his Majeſty's Vice-Treaſurer and 
Treaſurer at War here (who holds a Captain's Place in his Majeſty's Army) by ut- 
tering ſome Speeches inciting a Revenge upon us the Lord Deputy and General from a 
Lieutenant of this Army, for performing the Duties of our Place with Modeſty and 
good Reaſon in the Time of exerciſing our Troop, which his Majeſty in his ſaid Let- 
ters declares to be an Offence much unbeſeeming the Gravity of a Privy Counſellor to 
us the Lord Deputy, and the Duty of a Captain to his General, and not to be ſuffered 
in any well-governed Army, where good Diſcipline muſt be the Rule and Square of 
every Man's Actions; and therefore being very ſenſible of the Honour of us his Deputy 
and General of his Army, which may ſuffer herein, and be of ill Conſequence in the 
tuture, he hath by his faid Letters willed and commanded us the Lord Deputy and 
General upon Receipt of thoſe his Letters to call a Council of War, and after a due 
Examination and Proof of thoſe Speeches by the Lord Mountnorris, his Majeſty's ex- 
preſs Will and Pleaſure is, that he ſhould undergo and be liable to ſuch Cenſure as the 
faid Council ſhould impoſe upon him for the full Reparation of us his Deputy and Ge- 
neral in that Point, and that there be no failing in putting the ſame in due and ſpeedy 
Execution. In Obedience to which his Majeſty's Commandment, We the Lord Deputy 
called a Council of War, who being this Day aſſembled, we the Lord Deputy in the 
Preſence of the ſaid Lord Mountnorris did charge him this Offence, That within three or 
four Days, or thereabouts, after theend of the Parliament, it being mentioned at the Lord 
Chancellor's Table, that after we the Lord Deputy had diffolved the Parliament, being 
fitting down in the Preſence Chamber, one of our Servants in moving a Stool happen-

The Charge laid againſt him ſtand- 
ing then folly 2 the ſaid Lord Mountnorris at laſt ſubmitted himſelf to the 
Judgment of this Council, proteſting that what Interpretation ſoever his Words might 
have put upon them, he intended no Prejudice or Hurt to the Perſon of us the De- 
puty and General, affirming, that by theſe Words, but he hath. a Brother that 
<« would not take ſuch a Revexce,” his Lordſhip meant only, that he, the ſaid Bre- 
ther, would die before he would give us the Deputy and General occaſion to give 
him ſuch a Rebuke: | as 
We fell in the next Place to conſider, as of the Nature of the Offence, ſo of the 
Punichment due. thereunto. And fir for the Nature of the Offence, we conceive 
it to contain, firſt, a Calumpy- againſt the Perſon of us the Deputy and General of 
the Army, inſinuating by theſe Words, © whe public Afﬀront, or the Diſgrace which 
« my Lord Deputy had done him formerly,” that indeed there had been ſuch an Affront 
or Dulgrace put on him by us the Lord Dæputy: Whereas in Truth it was eyes 
ſo, but that „ 05 was pretended, hy the Lord Maunt norris to have been the ſaid Diſ- 
race or Affront to his Kinſman, Was this; that his ſaid Kinſman, being one of the Horſe 
[roop. commanded. by us the Lord Deputy, in the Time of exercifing the ſaid Troop, 
was, out of Order on Horſeback. to the Diſturbance of the reſt then in exercifing ; for 
which. we the Lord Deputy, in a mild Manner reproving him, as ſoon as we turned 
aſide from him, we obſerved him to laugh and jeer us for our juſt Reproof of him, 
Which we di{liking returned to him, and laying a ſmall Cane, which we then carried, 
on his Shoulder, yet without any; Blow: or Stroke then given him therewith, told him, 
that if he did ſerve us ſo, any more, we would lay him over the Pate: The Truth of 
which Fact appeared unto. us by, the Relation of his Majeſty's ſaid Deputy and General, 
avowed and; confirmed by two of us the Captains, namely, the Lord Kirkudbright, 
and Sir-Frederick Hamilton, Knt, who then ſaw the manner of it, and now fat as 
Members of this, Council. Which ſaid Act was by this whole Council adjudged to 
have been a far milder Proceeding: with the ſaid Anneſley, than fach an Infolence and 
Diſobedience to any Commander, much more to his General, merited. And therefore 
it was a Speech, favouring doubtleſs of Malice to infinuate that, as an Affront or Di/- 
grace, which was indeed a juſtiy merited, but mild and modeſt Reprehenſion and Ad- 
monition.

In France, the five Armies which that King had in Motion the laſt Summer, ſome 
of them are diſbanded, others inquarter' d in Garriſons: The flying Army in Picardy, 
which made Incurſions into Artois and Hainault, is diſmiſſed; that under the Cardinal 
de la Valette and Angouſleſine, having plundered the Country of Lorrain, ſo that the 
poor Inhabitant hath ſcarce a Shelter to bewail his own Miſery, and the Earth ſo miſera- 
bly ravaged that the brute Animals die for want of Graſs, is diſpoſed into Garriſons; 
only Monſieur de la Force hath ſome Cornets of Horſe ſtill afoot to obſerve the Mo- 
tions of Gallas, who J hear is retired into Germany, ſo that the Fear of making 
France the Stage of a Winter War is taken away for this Vear; the Army in Tracy, 
to which was joined Savoy and Parma, is half in a manner diſmiſſed and Creg 
ut off with Diſgrace; that under the Command of Rohan amongft the Hills 

h ſped beſt of any, yet the Duke hath lately defired to be revoked, fearing it 
ſeems a Storm to come from Milan now that Crequy was beaten from before the 
Walls of Valencia, and fo foreſeeing the Danger, would rather retire with Honour, 
than run the Hazard of being beaten. Yet it ſeems the King and his Cardinal do 
nothing languiſh in their Deſigns, which appears by the main Preparatives they 
make againſt the Spring, and the vaſt Sums of Money that are levied, For, lately by 
a Project of adding new Officers in every Court of Judicature throughout all. the 
Panliaments and Prefidial Seats, and inereaſing the Number of Financiers and other 
Miniſters, tis thought he hath raiſed ten Millions of Crowns: And this doth not fall 
upom the poor already groundfaced Paiſan, but the richer Sort of Subjects, who have 
Money to purchaſe Offices.

W AT. MONTAGUE before he left Paris writ and ſent over to his Father a 

Letter, wherein he gave his Lordſhip the Reaſons, why at his laſt being in Eng- 
land he was reconciled to the Church of Rome; he ſent another to Father Philips, 
one of the Queen's Prieſts to publiſh, in caſe his Father ſhould have concealed that 
ſent unto him. They have paſſed up and down, nothing of value in his Reaſons ; if 
it had been but a good Letter, I would have ſent it to your Lordſhip: 

This laſt Month the Queen's Chapel in Somerſet-Houſe-Tard was conſecrated by 
her'Biſhop; the Ceremonies laſted three Days, Maſſing, Preaching, and Singing of 
Litanies, and ſuch a glorious Scene built over their Altar, the Glory of Heaven, Inigo 
Jones never preſented a more curious Piece in any of the Maſks at Hhiteball; with this 
our Engliſb ignorant Papiſts are mightily taken. I went to ſee it one Evening; much 
or more flocking of Engliſb Papiſts is to this Chapel now, than heretofore, which I 
am ſorry to know. 

One Mr. Man, a grave Burgeſs of Weſtminſter, and an Officer to the College there, 
he ſerved in Parliament, a great ſet Ruff he wore, your Lordſhip could not but know 
him, died the other Day. With long Parſimony and long Living he had got a good 
Eſtate in Leaſes and Money, he died worth near 14,000/. He had no body to give it 
to, ſo he gave it his Man, one Ingam, who had married a Kinſwoman of his Wife's, 
who ſerved him in the Houſe. This Man before his Maſter was interred, could not 
hold, but took the Keys to look into the Cheſt where the Money was, with the fight 
whereof he was ſo overjoyed that he fell mad, crying out, All World and no Heaven. 
Inſtantly he was begged at Court, Phyſicians were ſent for, he was blooded, but this 


Joy put him into a Fever, that he died within two Days after his Maſter, and they 


were buried both on a Day, the Eſtate going to his Wife and his two Children.

About the middle of the laſt Month the Cenſure againſt Sir James Bagge, given the 
Term before in the Star- Cbamber, was enter d; but yet Copies thereof were forbidden 
to be given forth. And I take it, he paid his Fees to the Warden of the Fleet for his 
going to Priſon, but he went not in Perſon. The Biſhop of Lincoln's Pardon hath 
received ſome Stoppage, the King's Attorney and he could not agree in the drawing of 
it up, ſo that at his going down at Chriftmas to Bugden he left it unfiniſhed. 

Mr, Maſon the Recorder is dead, when he firſt fell fick, which was of a Pleuriſy,

Out neareft Neighbour armeth mainly by Sea and Land, and is got on Horſeback 
. two Armies in motion, one upon the Frontiers of the Nerberlands, 
the other of rn . By Sea he aſſembles all the great Ships he can poſſibly make, 
and they fpeak of fifteen great Swediſh Veſſels that come from the Baltic Sea to his 
Service ; beſides ſome Algier Men of War, or rather piratical Picaroons, are admitted 
to His Service: Which, if it be true, is an Act ignoble and unchriſtian, notwithſtand- 
ing his Predeceſſors have done it. But this is certain, that he hath given free Leave to 
thoſe Rogues to take Benefit of his Harbours. ny | 
Our next Neighbours, the Hollanders, have lately by Benefit of the Waters taken 
two or three Forts about Schencꝶſconce on Cleve fide, which way lay only obvious to 
the Spaniard, and they ſay the Sconce is fo ſurrounded and engaged, that it is in 
: ſome danger of Repriſal. There is lately come from them hither an Ambaſſador with 
| ſundry ſorts of Preſents for the King and Queen, but it is doubted, whether they will 
be accepted; he brings a Tire of pure Milk-White Coach-Horſes, a parcel of Am- 
bergreeſe, a thouſand Ells of fine Holland, many exquiſite Pieces of Pictures, and the 
Clock the late King of Sweden ſent them for a Gift, which after the plundering of 
Munchen he found in the Duke of Bavaria Cloſet. 
In Germany the Emperor hath put a Garriſon lately into Worms, but cannot pre- 
vail upon Hanaw though he hath lain before it moſt part of this Winter. The Pope's 
Nuncio, lately paſſing by Vienna to Poland, made an Overture of Peace, and that 
the Meeting ſhculd hold at Conſtance, but he ſeemed to ſlight it. He hath ſent down 
many thouſands of Auxiliary Troops to Flanders; and alſo over the Hills to Milan, 
where the Spaniard hath already been upon the back of the Duke of Parma, while 
he was complementing in Paris: It is like to be an hot Summer thereabout. There 
is a Difference riſen lately betwixt the Pope and the Venetians, which is ſo fomented, 
that it is like to come to ſomething. I miſinformed your Lordſhip in my laſt of the 
Turk's Death, though it was here reported by the Venetian Ambaſſador, who hath beſt 
Intelligence from thoſe Parts. It was grounded upon the murthering of the Chief of 
his Eunuchs. He makes mighty Preparatives Naval, ſo that it is feared, he will fiſh 
in thoſe troubled Waters, and ſo catch either Sicily or Calabria. 
Captain Steward is going for the Conde d'Ognate, chief Poſt Maſter of Spain, who 
comes Ambaſſador hither : The Father is Ambaſſador in Vienna; and the Son being here 
and the Father there, tis thought, will facilitate the Treaty touching the Palatinate, 
and that ſomething will be done therein very ſhortly to good purpoſe, eſpecially ſeeing 
that my Lord Marthal upon the coming of this Ambaſſador is deſigned for Vienna. The 
Country hath been long fince proffer'd, the Electorate is the only Remora, which I 
believe will be brought to this Iſſue, that the young Prince ſhall inherit it at his old 
Uncle's Death, and it is held no Derogation to ſtay till then, confidering that this 
Prince never loſt it, nor was ever born to it, being the ſecond Brother, and in his 
Cradle then when it was transferred to Bavaria. | —_ 
The News, that keeps greateſt Noiſe here at this preſent, is, that there is a new 
Lord'Treafurer: And tis News indeed, it being now twice Time out of Mind fince 
the White Robe, and the White Staff marched together; we begin to live here in the 
Church Triumphant, and there wants bat one more to keep the King's Conſcience 
(which is "more proper for a Churchman than his Coin) to make up a Triumvirate.

HE Expectation of your ſudden coming over hither to us made me forbear to 

- A. write according to my conſtant Cuſtom the beginning of March, but fince now 
the Report cools again here, and I am altogether uncertain when your Lordſhip will 
be here.

Preſently upon the King's coming from Newmarket I heard, that his Majeſty had 
well approved of the Declaration and Proceedings againſt the Lord Mauntnorris;

courſe of it. In the King's Abſence here was a ſtrong Whiſper, that the Biſhop of 
London ſhould be Lord Treafyrer, and ſome few did confidently believe it; yet no 
ſuch Opinion at Newmarket, ſo that upon his Majeſty's Return hither, it was cried 
down, and filenced at leaſt a Fortnight: Then the Rumour was raiſed again, for all 
perceived by the King's Proceedings, who fat twice in Council with the Commiſ- 
fioners of the Treaſury to receive from them a true Information of his Eſtate, that 
a Treaſurer would be ſhortly named, For my Part I did believe and do, that your 
Lordſhip, or my Lord Cottington would have done the Buſineſs of that Place beſt, 
for the good of his Majeſty and this Kingdom, and many I aſſure myſelf concur- 
red in that Opinion; but we were all deceived in the Expectation of the Man. 
For, on Sunday the ſixth of March his Majeſty being at Council preſently after the

He hath a noble and free Heart, cares not 
to heap up Wealth. He hath taken the Houſe, that ſometimes the Lord Treaſurer 
Weſton did live in in Bread/treet when he was Chancellor of the Exchequer, hav- 
ing bought the Leaſe of Alderman Parkhurſt, where by Midſummer at urtheſt he 
will be ſcated even to his Heart's Deſire, and much better pleaſed to walk from 
44 25 Lang to Wb:itehall than with a White Staff in his Hand and a Mace carried 
before him. | |

Few of the Captains are 
changed, Who went the laſt Year; ſome defired not to go, Sydenbam a. Penſioner 
lately married, and fickly, in whoſe Place Sir Henry Mainwaring 1s come, There 
are added the two Digbyes and Colonel Brett; but it is thought theſe two Gentle- 
men will give out. In former Commiſſions the Admiral was enjoin'd to give the Oath 
of Allegiance to all the Captains, but the Oath of Supremacy, was left to his Diſ- 
cretion. My Lord of Northumberland moves his Majeſty to be enjoined to give 
both, accordingly his Commiſſion is drawn. So viewing the Lift prickt by his Ma- 
jeſty he finds three profeſſed Papiſts, whom his Majeſty commands him to ſend for, 
the two Digbyes, Sir John Digby and young Kellom, and one Mr. Penruddock. They 
defire Time to confider of the Oath of Supremacy; Penruddock yields to both, the 
others. yet have not given in theit Anſwers, but it is thought they will never take 
that Oath. The Judges by Command from his Majeſty in their ſeveral Circuits 


have given both Oaths to all the Juſtices when they have fat. Such is the increaſe 


of Popery in Court and Country, that I hear, his Majeſty intends to give order to 
the Lord Chamberlain to give theſe Oaths again to all that are his Servants, and 
he gave expreſs Command to the now. Lord Treafurer before he left the Deanſhip 
of the Chapel to give him the Names of all ſuch” of his Domeſtick Servants, who 
within the Year had not received the "Communion. Dr. Wren, Biſhop of Norwich 
is Dean of the Chapel ; and Dr. Steward Dean of Chicbeſter, a learned pretty Man, 
Clerk of the Cloſet. '' The Chamberlain hath had a great Loſs, his eldeſt Son the 
Lord Herbert, lately married to the Duke of Buckingham's Daughter, died at Flo- 
rence A ah Chriſtmas, he heard not of it in five Weeks after, She hath 
4000 J. a Year Jointure out of his Eftate during her Life, but whether her Friends 
will defire that, or 25,000 J. he had with her in Land and Money is not yet re- 
ſolved. He deſires nothing, but looks what my Lady Dutcheſs will demand; he 
took it moſt grievouſly, and kept in aboye a Week; it was faid, that he intended to 
marry. his next Son to the ſame Lady; the Report went ſo far, that my Lord's Grace 
of Canterbury took notice of it to him, but he then declared himſelf, how it was ne- 
ver in his Thoughts, how much he abhorr'd it, but ſince his coming Abroad hath 
more openly manifeſted his purpoſe. For, he hath let my Lord of Northumberland 
and my Lord of Salisbury know, that if it ſtand with their liking, he intends, Bons 
Deo, to marry that Son, who is now his eldeſt, to my Lord Northumberland's 
Daughter, which he ſhall not do until he be twenty three or four Years old; he 


will marry no more Boys. The King is alſo made acquainted with it, and he likes 


it very well. The Dutcheſs hath been to ſee her Daughter at Ramsbury, where

On Shrove-Sunday, Dr. Mainwaring was conſecrated Biſhop of St. Davids. About 
that Time half of my Lord of Dor/ez's Houſe was burnt down at Know!. Alſo Sir 
Arthur  Ingram's Houſe, Temple-Newſham by York, is almoſt burnt to the Ground, 
Houſhold-Stuff to the Value of 4000 J. all conſumed and loſt, I have a Spgniſh Story 
to relate to your Lordſhip; that done, I ſhall quickly conclude. Two Dans, great 
Men, fell out in the King's Preſence, the one by Accident trod on the other's Heels, 
he ſaid are you drunk that you tread on me?

The King hath commanded that every County ſhall have his proper Sheriff, Cam- 
bridge and Huntingdon ſhall no more go together, nor Suſſex and Surrey, each ſhall 
have his Sheriff yearly. The Counteſs of Bridgewater is dead: The Dutcheſs of 
Richmond is ſickly, and will not hold out long. Sunday Night laſt the 13% of this 
Month my Lord of Carlile was dying, his Speech gone, his Eyes dark, he knew none 
about him, but in two or three Hours he came out of this Trance, and came to his 
Senſes again. Now he thinks he ſhall die, which before he did not, and is well pre- 
pared for it, having Aſſiſtance from the beſt Divines in Town. His Debts are great 
above 80, ooo l. He hath left his Lady well near 5000 J. a Year, the Impoſt of the 
Wines in Ireland; for which they ſay, ſhe may have 20,000/. ready Money, and 
2000 J. Penſion newly confirmed to her by the King, little or nothing comes to his : 
Son. The Phyficians may keep him alive with Cordials, but they are all of Opinion he 
cannot laſt many Days. The new Lord Treaſurer is made of the Junto for Foreign Af- 
fairs. My Lord Cottington now takes his Pleaſure: The King being at Hampton-Court 
this Week, he got Leave to go hunt the Fox, with my Lord Chamberlain, and Bad- 
ger at Eggam, thither he is gone. Tis ſaid here, that your Lordſhip brings over with 
you out of Ireland 100,0007. for the King. If you abound ſo in Money, I hum- 
bly beſeech 545 Lordſhip not to forget Sir Richard Percy: Both my Lord of 
Northumberland and he confide in your noble Promiſe, and I aflure myſelf you will 
make it good in its due Time. Your Friend my Lord Conway goes a Voluntier with 
my Lord Northumberland in his Ship, he is now with his Wife in Somer/et/hire, whom 
he hath not ſeen ſince Chriftmas was twelve Month.

As in the firſt Caſe, namely, that of the Appeal, the Living controverted is of fo 
ſmall a Value, as the King's Clerk muſt rather deſert the King's Intereſt than conſume 


His own, private Eſtate to preſerve it by a Journey thither and Suit there; ſo in the 


other two Caſes, the Debts in demand are ſo ſmall, as the Party intereſted muſt ra- 
ther depart from his Right than undertake a Suit for it in England. | 

Seeing then that theſe, Proceedings of thoſe Perſons are in Derogation of that Reſo- 
lution, which his Majeſty in his. Wiſdom propounded to himſelf, and (as we are-well 
aſſured) have been proſecuted without due Information therein given to your Lord- 
ſhip, We hold it agreeable with the Duty we owe to the Obſervation of his Majeſty's 
Pleaſure, and the particular Reſpect we bear to your Lordſhip to give you Adver- 
tiſement thereof, and to intreat you that no return may be made of the ſaid Writs, 
and that the Parties proſecuting the Appeal and Writs may be remanded hither, 

And conſidering his Majeſty's Rule and Direction given in the Caſe, as alſo of how 
ill Conſequence it would be to his Majeſty in his publick Government here, and to 
his Subjetts in their private Intereſts, if that Courſe of running into England upon 
every Occafion, for that Juſtice which they may have at home be admitted, We therefore 
intreat your Lordſhip to contribute with us your favourable Aſſiſtance, that way be 


not given hereafter in that kind, unleſs their Complaint be, that Application hath been 


made to the Deputy, without any Help or Relief had to the Party injured; in which 
Caſe, if any ſhall come, we conceive it fit that they be not denied the Liberty to com- 


plain there, that the Fruth may appear, and his Majeſty be magnified in his Juſtice 


in the Puniſhment of an unfaithful Miniſter, or clamorous Complainer. And ſo we

ow inconvenient it is, that there is not a Place ſet apart here for the Court of 


Wards, as there are for his Majeſty's other Courts of Juſtice here, you can eaſily 
judge. The Maſter, Attorney, and Surveyor of that Court having ever ſince the Erection 
thereof to this Time been forced to make uſe of the Room, where his Majeſty's 
Court of Chief Place is held, for their Place of Judicature in all Cauſes ariſing be- 


fore them. By which want it comes to paſs, that they cannot fit fo frequently, as 


they might do, nor at all but in the Afternoons, by regard the King's Bench fits there 
in Forenoons: By which Interruptions to their frequent Meetings; his Majeſty's Ser- 


ield him 
a conſiderable Revenue, is more hindred than in Reaſon is fit to be e | 

The want of Treaſuries for his Majeſty's Records of his four Courts Hefe is no leſs 
inconvenient than the former, and hath been an Occaſion of mighty hindrance to the 
King and the Subject, in that many Records, whereof great Uſe might have been made 
for the Profit and Service of his Majeſty, and for the Security and Advantage of the 
Subject, have by that Means been loſt and imbezzled, and ſometimes burnt, as it 
happened here within theſe few Years, the Office of the Rolls being kept (as now moſt 
Records here are) in the Officer's Houſe, which having taken Fire, many Records 
were therein burnt, and many more by that occaſion imbezzled with extreme Pre- 
judice to his Majeſty and his Subjects in their ſeveral Intereſts, 

The Conſideration whereof moved us to think of a convenient Place to be ſet apart 
for theſe two publick and neceſſary Uſes. And having cauſed View to be taken of a 
fit Place, and Workmen to be conferred withal, we conceive that eleven hundred 
Pounds Engliſh will be ſufficient to defray the Charge of ſuch a Building, which how- 
ſoever we conceive to be a neceſſary Work to be undertaken at his Majeſty's Charge, 
yet conſidering how his Monies here (which we labour to huſband the beſt we may 
for his Honour and Service) are other ways deeply charged, we may not adviſe that 
any Part of the Sum of the Eſtimate, whereupon the Eſtabliſhment is ground- 
ed, ſhould be applied that Way; but rather that it be left intire to anſwer the 
Charge depending thereupon. Howbeit, if by the Endeavours of his Majeſty's Judges 
and Officers, his Majeſty's caſual Revenues here can be advanced beyond the Medium 
thereof in that Eſtimate, whereupon the Eſtabliſhment is grounded, we conceive, 


that out of that Surplus the ſaid eleven hundred Pounds may be applied to the defray- 


ing of that Charge, And therefore we intreat you to take an Opportunity to move his 
Majeſty for his gracious Direction therein unto us, which we will diligently purſue, 
and will labour ſo to order this Particular, as it may be a Service acceptable to his Ma- 
jeſty and beneficial to his Subjects. And ſo we reſt,
